Commission  of  Inquiry  Into 
Empress  of  Ireland  Disaster 
Hands  Down  Findings — Re- 
view of  Evidence. 


COLLISION  CAUSED 

BY  CHANGE  OF  COURSE 


Third  Officer  of  Collier  Censur- 
ed for  This,  and  First  Officer 
for  Failing  to  Call  Captain  to 
Bridge. 


QUEBEC;  July  11.— The  findings  of 
the  commission  appointed  to  tnuuire  In- 
to the  circumstances  of  the  loss  of  the 
Empress  of  Ireland  off  ItimousUI  on 
ilay  -!>,  was  handed  down  today.  Chief 
blame  for  the  disaster  Is  placed  on  the 
third  officer  of  the  Collier  Storstad, 
who  changed  the  course  of  the  ship 
without  instructions  from  the  first  of- 
ticer.  who  was  In  charge  of  the  collier 
at  the  time.  The  Empress  was  sunk 
in  the  st.  Ijiii  ranee  River  on  May  29, 
with   a  loss  of  more  than   1,000  lives. 

The  report,  of  the  commission  \va« 
read  by  Lord  Mersey  this  morning. 
"n  thn  question  of  blame  the  report 
said:  "We  think  that  Capt.  Kendall 
would  have  been  better  advised  if  he 
had  given  the  Storstad  a  wider  berth 
and  had  navigated  his  ship  so  as  to 
haVe  passed  tho  Slbrstad  at  a  greater 
distance  on  his  beam  than  he.  originally 
intended.  We  do  not  think,  however, 
that  his  stopping,  which  was  really 
done  for  greater  caution,  can  be  said 
to  have  been  an  unseaipanlike  act,  nor 
do  we  consider  his  failure  to  give  the 
wider  berth  a  contributory  cause  of  "he 
disaster." 

Dealing  with  the  porting  of  the  Stor- 
stad's    helm,    the    report    says: 

"The  commission  is  unable  to  accept 
the  view  that  it  was  done  to  counter- 
act the  effect  of  a  current  and  as  an 
act  of  prudent  navigation.  We  arc  of 
the  opinion  that  Chief  Officer  Tufness, 
of  the  Storstad,  was  negligent  in  omit- 
ting to  call  the  captain  when  the  fog 
was  coming  on.  The  captain  is  the  man 
who  ought  to  have  been  there.  Mr. 
Tufness  says  that  be  thought  there 
was  no  dariyer  and  therefore  it  did  not 
matter.  lie  whs  »  nm;',  there  was  dan- 
ger, and  anyway  i:  was  his  duty  to 
obey  the  order  which  he  had  received  to 
•  •all  the  captain  when  the  fog  came 
on. 

"We  Clin  come  to  no  other  conclusion 
than  that  Tufness  was  wrong  anil  neg- 
ligent, in  altering  his  course  in  the  tut*. 
as  he  undoubtedly  did,  and  that  he 
was  wrong  and  negligent  In  keeping  the 
navigation  of  the  vessel  In  his  own 
hands  and  in  foiling  to  call  the  captain 
when   he   saw   the   fog   coming  on." 

Safety  of  St.  Lawrmci 

The  section  closes  with  the  remark 
that  the  disaster  is  not  to  be  attributed 
tt»  any  characteristic  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence route.  The  recommendations  of 
the  commission  include  the  closing  of 
all  water-tight  doors  in  foggy  weather 
and  wherever  practicable,  all  water- 
tight doors  and  portholes  below  the 
water  levels  should  be  closed  at  sunset 
and  kept  closed  to  sunrise.  Also  that 
rails  be  placed  on  deck  In  such  a  posi- 
tion that  they  will  float  automatically 
as    the    ship    sinks. 

The  most  Important  section  of  the 
report,   that   reallng  with  the  blame  for 

the  disaster,  reads:  "The  question  us  to 
who,  if  any  one,  Is  to  blame,  for  the 
collision  in  this  case  depends  largely 
on  Which  of  the  two  stories  put  for- 
ward by  the  respective  owners  of  the 
vessels  is  to  bo  accepted.  The  main 
difference  between  the  two  is  to  be 
found  in  the  description  of  the  way  in 
which  tho  two  vessels  wore  approach- 
ing each  other  at  the  time  the  Empress 
of  Ireland  changed  her  course  after 
having  obtained  an  offing  from  Father 
Point." 

"Father  Point  is  the  place  at  which 
the  Empress  of  Ireland,  tho  outward- 
bound  ship,  had  dropped  her  pilot.  It 
Is  the  place,  also,  at  which  the  Storstad, 
inward  hound,  was  to  pick  up  her  pilot. 
It  is  situated  on  the  south  side  of  the 
river.  The  witnesses  from  the  Stor- 
stad say  that  they  were  approaching 
SO  as  to  pass  red  to  red,  while  Ihone 
from  the  Empress  of  Ireland  say  they 
were  approaching  so  as  to  pass  green. 
Tho  stories  are  irreconcilable,  and  we 
have  to  determine  which  Is  tho  more

HENDON-PARIS   FLIGHT 

Walter  K.  Brook  Xakss  mound  Journey

LONDON,  ^July  II.— An  American, 
Walter  L.  Brock,  today  captured  first 
honors  in  the  aeroplane  race  from  Hen- 
don  to  Paris  and  return.  Brock  out- 
distanced his  nearest  rival,  Raoul  Gar- 
ros, a  Frenchman,  by  moro  than  an 
Hour,  ills  nying  time  ror  the  distance, 
602  miles  in  a  direct  Hue,  was  seven 
hours,    three  minutes  and  six  seconds. 

A  thrilling  Incident  of  the  race  was 
a  plunge  Into  tho  English  Channel 
which  Lo/d  Carberry  suffered,  when 
his  aeroplane  fell  from  a  considerable 
height,  when  half  way  across  on  tho 
return  trip.  Lord  Carberry  kept  afloat 
with  the  aid  of  a  life  belt,  until  picked 
up  by  a  passing  steamer. 

Eugene  Renaux  met  with  misfortune

Thinking  they  would  like  to  have  I 
their  Sunday  diet  of  a  more  toothsome 
order  than  the  menu  provided  since 
short  rations  have  prevailed,  the  East 
Indians  requested  that  fifty  fowls  tie 
sent  aboard  by  the  Immigration  author!-, 
ties.  They  wero  Informed,  however, 
that  the  "hens  were  all  busy  laying 
eggs  down  on  Lulu  Island  at  the  pres- 
ent   lime    and    could    not    ho    spared    to

BERLIN.  July  11.— It  Is  learned  from 
authoritative  sdturces    that     the     German 

Government   Is  endeavoring    to    perfect 

plans  for  mobilising  tho  Empire's  finan- 
cial resources  In  the  event  of  war,  It 
Is  urging  the  banks  of  the.  country  to 
agree  voluntarily  to  keep  10  per  cent  of 
their  deposits  and  other  assets  on  hand 
In      actual       money.  The      proposals 

emanate  from   the  Kelchsbank. 

If  the  bankers  decline  to  entertain 
this  suggestion,  as,  it  Is  understood, 
most  of  them  will,  the  Government  hints 
at  the  possibility  of  enacting  legislation 
to  give  effect  to  Its  wishes. 

The  proposal  Is  a  development  of  the 
policy  which  during  tho  last  year  or 
two  has  aimed  to  raise  the  Relchabank's 
gold  reserve  to  hlghor  figures  than  ever 
before* — the  present  reserve  is  IJ27.783,- 
600 — and  Increase  the  war  chest  from 
$30,000,000  gold  to  $60,000,000  in  gold 
and  $30,000,000  in  silver. 

The  I'.clchsbank's  plans  are  likely  to 
be  pushed  with  vigor,  in  view  of  that 
disappointing  returns  for  the  $250,000,- 
ooo  war  levy.  It  was  announced  today 
that  the  entire  proceeds  of  tho  levy,  in- 
stead of  being  $300,000.00(1,  as  generally 
was  predicted,  cannot  now  bo  expected 
to  exceed  $250,000,000.  Prussia's  total 
return  of  $160,750,000  Is  especially  in- 
teresting. 

The  explanation  of  tho  disappointment 
Is  the  unfavorable  state  of  tho  German 
money  market  on  December  31  last, 
when  the  returns  from  Incomes  and  for- 
tunes were  made,  and  also  the- altera* 
tion  in  the  regulations  for  assessing  in- 
heritances and  estates.

Klgta  Temperatures  Bring  Much  Distress 

to  Parts  of  Central  States — i*our

KANSAS  CITY,  Mo„  July  11.— Ex- 
cessive humidity  together  with  high 
temperatures  in  Kansas  and  Western 
Missouri  today  combined  to  bring  much 
suffering.  In  a  few  places  the  season's 
temperature  record  was  equaled.  But 
one  death  was  duo  to  the  iheat,  al- 
though several  cities  reported  prostra- 
tions. 

ST.  LOUia,  Juiy  11.— Four  persons 
died  here  today  and  several  others 
wove  prostrated  by  the  heat.  which 
broke  all  records  for  the  year.  At  4 
o'clock  In  the  afternoon,  the  Govern- 
ment thermometer  on  tho  top  of  the 
highest  building;  in  the  city  registered 
101!  degrees.  The  Government  kiosk 
on  the  street  registered  109  degrees  at 
tho  same  hour.  Tonight  the  official 
forecast    held   out  no   hope   for  relief.

We  do 
not  attach  any  importance  to  the  In- 
cident. On  the  whole  question  of  the 
telemotor  steering  gear  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  allegations  as  to  its 
condition   are    not    well    founded.

Badly 
burned,  he  fell  heavily  s  distance  of

In  a  motor  car  which  had  driven  to 
the  fire  Mr.  Summers  *as  tak«n  to  the 
Iloyai  Jubilee  Hospital,  where  his  in- 
juries were  attended  to.  Hie  condition 
was  reported  early  this  morning  as 
eerlous.  hut  just  how  serious  It  was 
Impossible  to  say.  Neighbors  took 
care  ot  Mrs.  Summers,  who  is  in  a 
delicate  condition  of  health,  and  the 
two   girls   and    baby. 

The  lire,  which  wiped  out  home  and 
all  the  belongings  of  the  family,  ap- 
parently started  In  the  kitchen.  The 
m*nnhers  of  the  family  ware  as)«*n  on. I 
were  awakened  by  the  smoke  and  the 
noise  of  the  flames.  The  structure,  a 
two-story  dwelling,  was  a  mtiw  of  fire 
ir.  the  rear  and  in  the  attic  when  Mr. 
Summers  commenced  getting  hie  wife 
end  children  out.  When  he  returned 
for  the  boy  the  building  within  was  a 
furnace,  with  the  flamea  buratlng  out 
of  the  upstairs  winSows.  Nothing 
daunted,  he  made  his  futile  effort  to 
save  his  son's  life. 

When  the  firemen  arrived  the  roof 
bad  been  burned  off  and  the  balance  of 
the  structure  completely  doomed.  So 
rapid  waa  the  work  of  the  flamea  that 
none  of  the  contents  were  saved.  Mr. 
Summers,  who  is  a  carpenter  by  trade, 
has  been  out  Of  work  for  some  time, 
and  aa  a  result  of  the  destruction 
wrought  by  the  Ore.  Is  left  destitute.

significance  than  at  any  tlmc  since 
that  great  struggle.  Orange  brcthern 
in  Ulster  wera  depending  upon  Orange- ' 
m*n  throughout  the  world,  he  said,  to 
support  thorn  in  their  fight  for  prln- 
c4pl«  and  against  the  attempt  being 
made  to  fasten  upon  them  the  yoke  of 
a  Nationalist   Parliament  In   Ireland. 

"We  believe  no  Nationalist  will  ever 
be  able  to  set  his  heel  upon  the  neoks 
of  our  brethern  in  Ulster.  We  send 
to  our  brethern  In  arms  a  message 
Which  will  be  heard  to  the  farthest 
end  of  the  Empire  and  Wherever 
Orangemen  gather,  the  message  of  Wo 
Surrender.' "

The 
people  of  Ulster  were  convinced  that 
Home  Rule  was  not  a  temporary  move- 
ment or  experiment  in  Irish  politics, 
but  a  permanent  revolution.  "Tho  ad- 
vocates of  Home  Rule  are  members 
of  the  Irish  League  and  the  Ancient 
Order  of  Hibernians,  the  avowed  one- 
mk>s  of  tho  British  constitution.  At 
their  head  are  the  men  who,  on  the 
floor  of  Parliament,  have  expressed 
their  desire  to  do  away  with  the 
throne,  who  taunted  the  British  with 
their  defeats  during  the  Boer  War.  and 
who  welcomed  the  traitor  British 
soldier.  Major  McBrlde,  on  his  return 
to  Ireland.

At  the  conclusion  of  the  speeches  the 
following  resolution,  proposed  by  Broth- 
er B.  K.  Lefevre  and  seconded  by  Broth- 
er W.  J.  Blltch,  was  passed  with,  enthu- 
siasm: 

"We,  as  part  of  the  British  Empire, 
protest  against  the  handing  over  of  the 
loyal  minority  of  Ireland  to  a  professed- 
ly disloyal  element,  who  have  on  every 
occasion  asserted  that  they  would  never 
be  satisfied  until  the  last  link  which 
binds  Ireland  to  the  Empire  Is  severed.

The  commission  which  iniiuired  into 
the  wreck  of  the  Kmpreas  of  Iroland 
has  reached  a  conclusion,  which  many 
landsmen  had  already  formed,  and 
which  many  sea-faring  men  In  Victoria 
had  expressed  aa  their  opinion.  The 
blame  for  the  accident  is  laid  primar- 
ily upon  the  third  officer  of  the  Htor- 
BtaU,  but  Captain  Kendall  does  not  es- 
cape criticism.  The  first  particulars  of 
the  collision  that  came  to  hand  showed 
very  clearly  that  one  or  the  other  of 
the  ships  luiil  chaiiKfil  Iter  course,  If  not 
both,  for  it  was  ci.-ariy  Impossible  that 
vessels,  approaching  each  other.  bow 
to  bow.  could  have  come  Into  oolltaton 
as  these  two  ships  did,  If  they  Had 
l.i'iu  on  (fit  course  en  Which  they  were 
sailing  when  they  sighted  each  other. 
The  open  question  neemcd  to  ho  as  to

It  Is  not  Improbable  that  the  British 
steamer  Epsom,  which  Is  now  on  pas- 
sage from  Sydney,  Cape  Breton,  with  a 
cargo  of  steel  rails  for  Canadian  Nor- 
thern construction  on  Vancouver  Island, 
Will  be  diverted  from  Port  Mann,  her 
original  destination,  to  Patricia  Bay, 
S;..mlch  Arm.  It  is  understood  that  a 
wharf  Is  being  constructed  at  Patri. lie 
B«y  for  the  berthing  in  deep  water  of 
steamers  of  large  tonnage,  and,  while  no 
definite  Information  can  be  obtained.  It 
Is  altogether  probable  that  the  Epsom 
will  be  ordered  to  Patricia  Bay  to  dis- 
charge her  rail  cargo.  When  the>  Epsom 
sailed  from  Sydney,  Cape  Breton,  on 
June  25.  she  was  under  orders  to  pro- 
ceed to  Port  Mann  owing  to  the  lack  of 
water  and  discharging  facilities  on  the 
Saanich   Arm. 

With  the  construction  of  a  deep  water 
wharf  at  Patricia  Bay  the  expense  of 
transshipping  the  steel  from  Port  Mann 
will  not  be  necessary.  The  Epsom  was 
last  reported  sailing-  from  St.  Lucia  on 
July  6,  and  she  will  touch  at  other  coal- 
laiS  ports  during  her  voyage  by  way  of 
the  Straits  of  Magellan.  As  previously 
reported  on  this  page,  two  other  steam- 
ers have  chartered  to  carry  steel  from 
Sydney.  Cape  Breton,  to  British  Colum- 
bia for  Canadian  Northern  construction 
work.  They  are  the  British  steamer 
Sowwel!  and  the  Norwegian  steamer 
Gladstone.  The  former  Is  now  on  berth 
and  the  latter  Is  en  route  to  Sydney 
from  Europe.  It  Is  not  yet  known 
whether  these  steamers  will  discharge 
at  Patricia  Bay.  At  present  they  are 
posted   for  Port  Mann. 


Captain  d'Anselo,  master  of  the  Chil- 
ean bark  Rloart  de  Soler,  will  again 
sail  his  well-known  command  up  the 
coast  from  Valparaiso,  but  on  this  oc- 
casion he  will  not  bring  his  ship  to 
an  anchorage  In  the  Royal  Roads.  In- 
formation has  been  received  in  local 
shipping  circles  that  the  Rlcart  de 
Holer  has  been  chartered  by  W.  R.

July  11.— -After 
lying  for  eighteen  months  at  the  bottom 
of  the  hay,  the  river  steamer  H.  J.  Cor- 
coran, belonging  to  Capt.  E.  V.  Hideout, 
has  been  raised  and  refitted  for  Service. 
Over  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  while  a 
dense  fog  was  hanging  over  the  bay, 
the  steamer  Semlnoles  and  Corcoran 
collided  off  Angel  Island,  and  the  lat- 
ter vessel  went  to  the  bottom,  where 
she  remained  until  recently.  Several 
months  ago  Capt.  Rideout  had  the 
steamer  raised  and  taken  to  Moore  & 
Scott's  shipyard  In  Oakland,  where  she 
has    undergone   a    thorough    overhauling. 

The  seemingly  hopeless  wreck  has 
been  fitted  with  a  set  of  four  Scotch 
marine  boilers,  mechanical  oil  burners 
and  a  new  stern  wheel.  In  addition  to 
being  retlmbered.  The  vessel  Is  now 
declared    to    be    in    first-class    condition. 

Four  months  were  required  to  com- 
plete the  repair  work,  the  cost  of  which 
amounted  to  930,000.  The  Corcoran 
will  be  given  her  retrial  trip  next  Satur- 
day, and.  following  the  final  testa,  the 
craft  Will  again  be  put  in  operation  on 
the  Saoramento  River.

SAX  FRANCISCO,  July  11.— When 
the  steamer  City  oT  Sydney  arrives 
from  Acapulco,  probably  today,  she  "ill 
bring  one  woman  and  two  children  who 
have  been  through  the  perils  and  suf- 
fering of  shipwreck.  They  are  Mrs. 
Jensen,  wife  of  the  captain  of  tho 
schooner  Nokomis,  and  her  little  boy 
and  girl. 

The  Nokomis.  owned  by  the  George 
E.  Billings  Company,  was  wrecked  on 
the  rocks  of  Cllpperton  Island,  in  about 
the  same  latitude  as  San  Bias  and  650 
miles  out  from  land.  In  the  early  morn- 
ing   of    February    28. 

Mrs.  Jensen  with  her  two  children 
was  taken  safely  ashore  and  the  crew 
followed,  but  the  vessel  pounded  to 
pieces   In    the   heavy  surf. 

One  of  the  boats  was  saved,  and  it 
wa;  their  only  means  of  calling  for 
help,  as  Cllpperton  Is  quite  out  of  the 
beaten  track.  The  first  mate  and  two 
members  of  the  crew,  provisioning  the 
boat  with  what  could  be  spared  from 
I  In  few  stores  saved  from  the  wreck, 
set  out  for  Acapulco,  more  than  700 
miles. 

Bow   Against   Sea 

The  boat  was  provided  with  a  leg- 
of-mutton  nail,  but  could  not  sail  on 
the  wind  and  the  three  men  took  spells 
at  the  oars  almost  the  entire  Way. 

It  took  them'  nearly  three  weeks  to 
reach  Acapulco.  and  the  last  three  days 
were  passed  In  awful  suffering  owing 
to  all   their  water  having  been  used. 

In  Acapulco  they  could  get  no  assist* 
anee,  and  several  days  were  lost  In 
seeking  a  vessel  that  would  go  to  the 
help  of  the  survivors.  Finally  R ear- 
Admiral  Howard  was  notified  and  he 
dispatched  the  cruiser  Cleveland,  which 
errlved  at  Cllpperton  Island  on  June  25. 

The  shipwrecked  party  were  In  com- 
psratlvely  good  health,  considering  their 
mean*  of  existence,  which  had  consisted 
almost  entirely  of  fish  and  eggs,  the 
regular  diet  of  the  thirty  Mexican  In- 
dian inhabitants  of  the  Island. 

The  Cleveland  carried  the  castaways 
to  Acapulco,  and  they  left  that  port  oa 
the  City  of  Sydney  last  Friday.-  Besides 
Captain  Jensen  and  his  family,  the  res- 
cued are.  Mates  Halverson  and  Hansen, 
Cook  Knowlea,  and  Seamen  Oliver,  Hen- 
driekson.  Halverson.  Miller,  Donkeyman 
and  Brawn.

Fifty-one  days  out- from  Callao,  Peru, 
the  schooner  Gamble  has  arrived  on  Pu- 
get Sound.  The  Gamble  was  delayed  by 
fog  for  two  days  off  Tatoosh,  and  re- 
ports that  the  waters  in  the  vicinity  of 
Cape  Flattery  are  alive  with  salmon, 
and  that  large  schools  are  heading  for 
the  Straits.

The  concrete  Steps,  down  which  the  wa- 
ter from  the  concrete  flow  line  will  be 
cascaded  into  the  reservoir,  have  been 
completed:  the  gate  house  has  been 
erected  and  all  the  other  necessary  ad- 
juncts of  the  plant  at  that  point  are 
ready  and  onty  awaiting  the  completion 
of  the  pipe  line  when  water  can  be 
turned  into  thft  reservoir,  where  a  re- 
serve supply  of  185,000,0(10  gallons  will 
lie    constantly    maintained,

The  ramifications  of  the  terrorist 
movement  in  Northern  India  are  111|»- 
I rated  ill  a  remarkable  way  by  the  facta 
elicited  at  the  trial  of  the  Behar  tem- 
ple murder  case,  says  The  Dally  Tele- 
graph. In  March.  1  <t  1 .1,  Bhagwan  Das, 
the  Mobanl.  or  custodian-priest,  of  a 
Hindu  temple  at  .VlmeJ,  in  Behar,  arid 
his  boy  servant  were  found  with  their 
throats  cut.  Four  strangers  who  were 
known  lo  have  visited  the  temple  were 
suspected  of  the  crime,  but  they  had 
tied   before    It    was   discovered. 

its  object  was  plain,  as  an  attempt 
bad  be.-n  made  to  burst  Open  a  safe  in 
Which  the  muM'ereil  priest  was  said  to 
have  kept  a  large  sum  ..r  money.  As  it 
was,  the  only  tilings  missing  were  an 
American  clock  and  a  cheap  drinking 
cup.  A  rewanl  was  ol^r.-d  for  the  ap- 
prehension of  the  supposed  murderers, 
but    nothing     was    heard       of    them       for 

nearly  a   tweive-monUi,   when  a  certain 

Arjun  Lai,  a  resident  Of  Jaipur,  In 
Kajpu  tana,  who  was  arrested  in  con- 
nection with  the  Delhi  conspiracy  case, 
gave  information  which  put  the  polloe 
on   Hie  right  track. 

Arjun  Lai  some  years  ago  slarled  a 
school  at  Jaipur  ostensibly  fur  boys  be- 
longing lo  ihe  .lain  se.t.  bin  some,  at 
any  rate,  of  his  pupils  were  actively  en- 
^.-i^e.l  in  collecting  money  for  t!ie  plot 
ivhi.-h  Is  be)ng  unravelled  al  Delhi.  Four 
ol  them,  according  to  the  evidence  given 
In  the  magistral.- s  COUrt  al  Arrali,  ac- 
companied by  one  of  the  lenders  of  the 
Delhi  conspiracy,  went  from  Jaipur  lo 
NlmeJ,   about   flni)    miles    away,    marie    the 

acquaintance  of  the  priest,  ami  murdered 

him  at  the  first  opportunity.  Or  the  two 
who  have  lleeu  arrested  one  has  tumeV 
King's  evidence,  ihe  oilier  iwo  are  still 
wanted  by  the  police. 

\fter  the  crime  Arjun  I.al  and  these 
four  pupils  went  to  Indore.  the  capital  of 
another  Indian  State,  Loyal  as  the 
majority  of  the  Rajput  and  Marat  ha 
chiefs  are-  and  most  of  them  have  as- 
sured   the    Indian    Government    of    their

Besides  this,  work  In  stores  Is  more  or 
leas  a  strain  on  one's  nerves,  seeing  that 
he  meets  with  all  temperaments  of  hu- 
man nature,  In  addition  to  pleasing  his 
employer,  who,  no  doubt,  sets  the  value 
on    bis   clerk. 

It  Is  only  reasonable  to  suppose,  ilka 
all  othera.  at  the  end  of  the  week  he  is 
tired,  but  he  Is  the  exception  who  Is 
asked  to  put  In  an  extra  day  (that  ts, 
counting  from  mid-day.  when  the  me- 
chanic la  finished)  on  top  of  hla  worn- 
out,  tired  feelings.  Further,  there 
cornea  along  a  public  holiday;  f<»r  this 
be  Is  asked  to  put  In  an  extra  night  to 
obtain  It.  It  would  be  Impossible  for 
him  to  feel  aa  fresh  aa  the  man  who 
leaves  off  at  B  o'clock  for  the  coming 
day's  outing.  Again,  suppose,  like  all 
large  Industries,  night  work  was  count- 
ed double  time,  it  would  practically  be 
seven  days  a  week,  or  seven  and  a  half 
days  a  week,  compared  with  the  nv>- 
ohanlc  who  finish**  at  13  o'clock  on 
Saturday,  besides  working  en  extra  hour 
eiery  other  day.  This  works  hardship 
on  any  man,  more  so,  If  be  be  msrried.

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HATEVER  may  be  thought  or 
said  in  political  circles  con- 
cerning Canada's  contributions 
towards  Imperial  defence  on  sea, 
it  is  quite  certain  that  the  young 
men  and  veterans  of  Victoria 
have  not  the  slightest  intention 
of  laying  themselves  open  to  the 
Charge  that  they  are  not  alive  to 
the  duty  of  doing  their  utmost 
to  be  ready  to  defend  their 
country  should  the  unfortunate 
necessity  ever  arise. 

Volunteering  in  Victoria  has 
lately  received  an  astonishing  impetus,  and  we 
are  now  the  headquarters  of  a  force  of  artillery 
and  infantry,  the  first  of  long  establishment  and 
very  highly  creditable  record,  and  the*  other 
advancing  quickly  on  the  way  to  make  itself 
as  efficient  in  its  line  as  the  senior  branch. 

In  the  last  week  or  two  this  fact  has  been 
very  forcibly  brought  home  to  Victorians.  The 
sound  of  pipe  and  bugle  and    the    sight    of 
marching  troops,  now  In  full-dress  uniform  for 
a  church  parade,  and    now    in  workmanlike 
khaki,  on  the  inarch  to  camp  or  field  man- 
oeuvres, has  been  an  almost  everyday  occur* 
rence.     At  one  time  a  crowd  has  formed  to 
watch  the  finerlooking  body  of  men,  proud  in , 
the  privilege  of  wearing  the  uniform  of  the 
glorious  Gordon  Highlanders,  as  they  marched 
j  out  for  the  first  time  in  their  full  splendor 
Of  scarlet  and  tartan,  and  again  the  strains  of 
[the   popular    5th    Regiment    Band   has  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  sightseers  to  the  sight 
(of  the  crack  volunteer  artillery  regiment  of 
U^uMda*maxcoiiic  with. the. honed  field  m 
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battery  in  the  lead,  to  their  camp  at  Macaulay 
Plains  for  their  annual  training  and  work  on 
the  big  guns  of  the  coast  fortifications. 

A  pleasant  hreak  in  the  routine  work  of 
this  regiment  was  afforded  as  usual  by  their 
athletic  sports  meeting,  when  some  good  work 
was  seen  in  the  various  events  by  i  largo 
crowd,  including  a  big  percentage  of  the  lady 
friends  of  the  regiment,  with  whom  the 
soldiers  are  always  popular. 

This  is  the  first  Summer  since  the  forma-! 
tion    of   the    Victoria     regiment     of    Gordon, 
Highlanders,  but  their  energetic  colonel,  who; 
brought    the    "Fighting    5th"  to  such  a  high' 
state  of  efficiency  when  they  were  under  his 
command,    has     taken     all;     his  energy   and 
enthusiasm  to  his  new  command  and  was  able 
to  arrange  a  few  days  in  camp  for  his  men,; 
and  as   they   had   no   other  enemy  to   fight,; 
they  turned  to  and  had., a;  spirited  and  well,- j 
fought  engagement  among  themselves. 

The  ranks  of  the  8 &tW Fusiliers  having  beenj 
somewhat  split  up  by ?the .necessity  of  keeping! 
a  civil  force  in  the  Nanaimo  district,  those  of  i 
the  regiment  who  were  left  in  Victoria  satis-, 
lied  their  martial  ardor  by  invading  the  terri- ; 
tory  of  their  brothers  in  arms  and  making  a1 
raid  on  their  base  of  supplies  in  Nanaimo,  soj 
that,  although  there  was  no  brigade  camp  held' 
on  Vancouver  Island  this  year,  all'  the  regiments! 
were  able  to  get  in  some  useful  training. 

The  younger  generation  are  not  to  be  out- 
done by  their  elders,  and,  now  that  the  camp 
has  been  vacated  by  the  troops,  it  has  been 
peaceably  taken  possession  of  by  a  large  body 
of  smart  cadets,  who  are  busily  engaged  in 
drilling  and  manoeuvring  in  true  military  style 
and  under  strict  military  discipline.  There  are 
over  eight  hundred  of  the  boys  in  camp,  six- 
hundred' odd  coming  over  from  Vancouver.

HE  following  extracts  are  taken 
from  the  presidential  address 
delivered  before  the  Royal 
Society  of  Canada  at  Montreal, 
on  May  26: 
It  is  in  many  ways  an  exhilarating  ex- 
perience, that  of  living  in  a  new  country  and 
in  a  time  of  rapid  development.  We,  the 
Canadian  people,  have  entered  into  a  great 
heritage- — half  a  continent — standing  mid- 
way between  two  of  the  most  densely  popu- 
lated areas  of  the  earth,  Europe  and  Eastern 
Asia,  and  having  to  the  South  one  of  the 
most  progressive  nations  of  the  world.  We 
are  blessed  with  a  most  liberal  form  of  gov- 
ernment and  have  ample  room  for  expan- 
sion, and  are  thus  free  from  the  many  limita- 
tions which  beset  the  densely  crowded  peo- 
ples of  other  countries.  We  are  also  free 
from  the  ever-present  danger  of  war  arid  in- 
vasion which,  like  the  sword  of  Damocles, 
hangs  over  the  head  of  every  nation  of  the 
older  world.  This  gives  a  sense  of  security 
which  is  never  felt  in  the  countries  acr< 
the  seas.  We  have,  moreover,  the  advan- 
tage of  the  protection  of  a  great  Empire 
w  hile  bearing  less  than  our  proper  share  of 
Its  burden. 

The  population  which  is  rapidly  flowing 
into  the  Dominion  is  furthermore  of  a  rela- 
tively high  quality.  Of  the  384,867  immi- 
grants who  came  to  Canada  in  the  year 
I'M  3,  65  per  cent  were  from  Great:  Britain 
and  Ireland  or  from  the  United  States  and 
consequently.. spoke  fhft  English  language  as 
their  native  tongue,  while  of  the  im migrants 
entering  the  United  States  a  relatively  much 
larger  percentage  come  from  Southern 
Europe. 

Canada  is  often  referred  to  as  being  in 
her  ''constructive  period."  The  United 
States  is  somewhat  more  advanced  in  its 
material  development,  having  now  nearly 
completed  its  "constructive  period.*'  Canada 
may  read  its  own  immediate  future  by  study- 
ing the  present  situation  in  the  United  States 
— a  generation  ago  her  West  was  as  ours 
Is  now. 

We  find,  however,  that  in  the  great  Re- 
public to  the  South  a  very  strong  note  of 
warning  is  already  being  sounded  in  respect 
to  its  future.  This  took  form  in  an  address 
delivered  by  President  Roosevelt  10  the 
Society  of  American  Foresters  in  190.3.  In 
September,  1 9-0.6,  Mr.  James  J.  Hill  deliv- 
ered an  address  which  presented  for  the  first 
time  in  popular  form,  under  the  title  of  "The 
Future  of  the  United  States,"  a  remarkable 
collection  of  economical  facts.  Let  me  give 
a  brief  summary  of  its  contents: 

The  supply  of  coal  and  iron,  a  prime 
factor  in  the  nation's  industry  and  commerce, 
was  being  exhausted  at  a  rate  which  made 
it  certain  that  before  the  end  of  the  century 
the  most  important  manufacturers  would  be 
handicapped  by  a  higher  cost  of  production. 
The  supply  of  merchantable  timber  was  dis- 
appearing at  a  much  more  rapid  rate.  Hut 
far  more  serious  than  all  other  forms  of 
wastage  was  the  reckless  destruction  of  the 
natural  fertility  ol  the  soil.  Within  a  period 
for  which  the  present  generation  was  bound 
to  provide,  the  United  States  would  be  hard 
pressed  to  feed  its  own  people.  Mr.  Hill 
told  his  hearers  that  the  danger  which 
threatened  the  future  food  Supply  of  the 
nation  could  he  averted  onlj  by  the  intelli- 
gence and  industry  Of  those  who  cultivated 
the  farm  lands  and  that  they  had  it  in  their 
power  to  provide  a  perfectly  practicable  and 
adequate  remedy  by  applying  the  discoveries 
11!  physical  science  to  the  business  of  farm- 
ing. 

Many  other  leading  men  of  the  United 
States,  among  whom  Mr.  Gifford  Pinchet 
must  be  especially  mentioned,  became  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  of  these  great 
questions,  and  in  May.  1908,  President 
Roosevelt  called  at  the  White  House  in 
Washington,  a  conference  ol  the  governors 
pf  all  the  States  in  the  Union,  members  of 
the  Cabinet,  justice-  o1  the  Supreme  Court, 
together  with  the  heads  of  the  great  scien- 
tific bureaus  of  Washington  and  other  lead- 
ing citizens,  to  consider  the  question  of  "the 
conservation  Of  our  natural  resources," 
stating  that,  in  his  opinion,  this  was*  "the 
weightiest  problem  now  before  the  nation." 
The  importance  which  was  attached  to  this 
conference  was  marked  by  the  fact  that, 
for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  nation, 
the  governors  of  all  the  States  were 
assembled  to  consider  a  great  national  ques- 
tion. This  led  to  the  appointment  of  a 
National  Commission  on  Conservation, 

Following  this  the  Governments  of  Can- 
ada. Newfoundland,  and  Mexico  were  invited 
to  join  with  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  in  appointing  representatives  to  a 
North  American  conference  to  meet  in 
Washington  in  February,  1909.  Upon  the 
receipt  of  the  report  of  the  Canadian  rep- 
resentatives our  Government  decided  to  ap- 
point a  permanent  Commission  of  Conser- 
vation in  Canada,  which  has  been  actively 
at  work  since  that  time  under  the  able 
chairmanship  of  Mr.  Clifford  Sifton. 

If  the  conservation  of  their  natural  re- 
sources is  a  question  of  such  importance  in 
the  United  States,  it  is  of  equal,  if  not  of 
greater  importance  here  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada;  it  is  of  the  greatest  moment  for  the 
future  of  Canada  that  the  leaders  of  our 
national  thought  and  through  them  all  the 
citizens  of  our  Dominion  should  be  seized 


with  the  importance  of  the  principles  under- 
lying this  great  movement.  I  therefore 
desire  this  evening  to  bring  to  your  attention 
certain  salient  facts  concerning  our.  national 
resources,  their  proper  development  and  their 
conservation. 

It  is  a  common  idea  that  the  conserva- 
tion of  our  natural  resources  means  hoard- 
ing them  for  the  use  of  future  generations. 
This  is  an  entire  misconception.  Most  of  our 
natural  resources  are  best  conserved  by  work- 
ing and  developing  them.  Our  forests,  our 
lands  and  our  fisheries  will,  if  properly 
worked,  not  only  yield  this  generation  a 
larger  profit,  but  they  will  be  handed  on  to 
our  successors  in  a  more  highly  productive 
condition  than  that  in  which  we  received 
them.  We  are  prosperous  now.  but  we  must 
not  forget  that  it  is  just  as  important  that 
our  descendants  should  be  prosperous  in  their 
turn.  Each  generation  is  entitled  to  the 
interest  on  the  natural  capital,  but  the  prin- 
cipal should  be  handed  on  unimpaired. 

The  area  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  is 
about  3,73o,ooo  square  miles,  which  is 
somewhat  greater  than  that  of  the  United 
States,  including  Alaska,  and  rather  less  than 
that  of  Europe. 

In  Canada,  as  in  every  other  country  of 
the  world,, the  physical  features  have  played, 
are  playing,  and  will  continue  to  play  a  most 
important  part  in  the  development  of  the 
history  of  the  country  and  the  character  of 
its  people. 

Looking  back  into  the  abyss  of  past  time, 
we  find  that  that  part  of  North  America 
which  we  now  call  Canada  originally  con- 
sisted of  three  widely  separated  land  areas 
arising  from  the  waters  ol  the  primeval 
ocean.  These  areas  are  sometimes  termed 
the  protaxes  or  primitive  axes  of  North 
America.  I  refer  to  them  at  the  present 
time  because,  while  the  Eastern  and  Western 
protaxes,  marking  the  lines  along  which 
our  mountain  ranges  were  subsequently  de- 
veloped became  more  or  less  buried  beneath 
the  blanket  of  sediments  which  filled  in  this 
early  outline  of  the  continent,  the  great 
Northern  protaxis,  composed  of  the  hard 
granite  and  crystalline  schists  of  that  ancient 
time,  has  remained  exposed  to  the  present 
day.  Its  enormous  expanse  of  2,000,000 
square  miles  represents  more  than  half  of  the 
whole  area  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 
Driven  down  like  a  wedge  into  Southern  Can- 
ada, it  separates  the  older  settlements  of 
Eastern  Canada  from  the  new  Provinces  in 
our  West.  Owing  to  its  peculiar  character 
it  has  in  this  way  exerted  a  most  potent  and 
in  some  respects  sinister  influence  in  the  de- 
velopment of  our  Dominion.  It  will  be  noted 
that  this  Northern  protaxis.  or  Canadian 
Shield,  as  it  has  been  called  by  the  great 
Austrian  geologist  Suess,  barely  passes 
South  of  the  Canadian  boundary  line.  The 
problems  which  it  present-:  in  Canada  are, 
therefore,  non-existent  in  the  United  States. 

PHYSIOGRAPHIC   DIVISIONS. 
Canada  falls  naturally  into  the  following 

physiographic  divisions: 

The  Canadian  Shield,  to  which  reference 
has  just  been  made.  This  is  a  greal  plateau 
with  an  average  elevation  of  1,500  to  2,090 
feet  above  sea  level.  A  somewhat  undulat- 
ing, rocky  country,  in  the  South  well  wooded 
but  containing  little  farming  land. 

The  Appalachian  Mountain  System,  rep- 
resented in  Canada  by  the  Notre  Dame  and 
Shickshack  Mountains — which  crosses  the 
boundary  line  from  New  Hampshire  and  runs 
in  a  curving  Northeasterly  course  through 
the  Provinces  of  Quebec  to  the  extremity  of 
the  Gaspe  peninsula. 

The  Area  of  the  Maritime  Provinces. 
This  lies  to  the  East  of  the  Appalachian 
Mountain  system — a  diversified  tract  of 
country  containing  considerable  ,  areas  of 
good  (arming  land  and  with  important  coal 
deposits. 

The  Great  Plain  of  Central  Canada 
This  lies  along  the  Southern  margin  of  the 
Canadian  Shield  and  stretches  from  the 
Appalachian  Mountains  on  the  East  to  the 
Rocky  Mountains  on  the  West  Its  Eastern 
portion  lies  in  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Ontario,  it-  Western  and  larger  portion  in 
Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Eastern 
Alberta.  It  contains  the  greater  part  of  the 
t arming  land  in  the  Dominion. 

The  Cordilleran  Mountain  System,  of 
which  the  Rocky  Mountains  are  the  Eastern 
range.  This  system  of  mountain  ranges  with 
its  intervening  valleys  and  plateau  land 
bounds  Canada  oil  the  West  and  embraces 
British  Columbia  and  Western  Alberta.  It 
has  the  finest  surviving  forests  of  the  Do- 
minion and  is  rich  in  minerals.  It  contains, 
however,  only  a  relatively  small  amount  of 
farming  land  which  can  be  cultivated  without 
irrigation. 

NATURAL  RESOURCES. 

The  natural  resources  of  the  Dominion, 
on  which  the  population,  of  Canada  must 
depend  for  their  support  are  six  in  number: 

1.  Agriculture  and  the  cattle  trade. 

2.  Forest  products,  timber,  pulpwood, 
etc. 

3.  Water  powefs. 

4.  Products  of  the  mines. 

5.  Fisheries. 

6.  Fur  trade. 

Speaking  generally,  our  manufacturers 
and  transportation  systems  are  dependent 
upon  these  and,  therefore,  stand  or  fall  with 
them. 

The  relative  importance  of  these  several 


sources  of  national  wealth,  as  expressed  in 
the  monetary  value  of  their  respective  pro- 
ducts is  shown  in  the  accompanying  table. 
The  figures  are  obtained  from  the  Govern- 
ment returns  for  1913.  In  the  table  there  is 
also  given,  for  purposes  of  comparison,  the 
value  of  the  exports  of  each  of  these  national 
products:

AGRICULTURE. 

Agriculture  is,  and  must  always  remain 
the  chief  industry  of  the  people  of  Canada. 
The  population  which  the  Dominion  can  sup- 
port in  the  future  will  depend  chiefly  upon 
the  area  of  land  suitable  for  farming  which 
exists  in  Canada  and  the  manner  in  which 
this  is  cultivated.  The  fact  that  Canada  oc- 
cupies more  than  half  of  the  continent  of 
North  America  and  has  an  area  almost  iden- 
tical with  that  of  Europe  is  sometimes  men- 
tioned as  carrying  with  it  the  implication  that 
it  would  afford  support  to  an  almost  unlim- 
ited population.  It  is  impossible,  at  the 
present  time,  to  arrive  at  an  accurate  esti- 
mate of  the  actual  area  ol  arable  land  in  the 
Dominion,  but  there  are  certain  salient  facts 
which,  while  not  generally  recognized,  have 
a  very  important  bearing  on  this  question. 
The  first  ol  these  is  that  there  is  practically 
no  land  which  can  be  properly  cultivated  in 
that  portion  of  Canada  which  lies  North 
of  that  area  covered  by  a  forest  growth. 
Secondly,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the 
clay  bell  in  Northern  Ontario,  there  is  no 
part  of  the  Canadian  Shield  which  can  sup- 
port more  than  a  very  sparse  farming  popu- 
lation or  in  which  farming  can  be  made  a 
really  profitable  industry.  The  recent  report 
of  the  Commission  of  Conservation  on  the 
condition  of  the  farming  community  on  the 
Southern  margin  of  the  Shield  on  the  water- 
shed on  the  Trent  Valley  Canal  in  Southern 
Ontario,  show  a  state  of  affairs  long  recog- 
nized by  those  familiar  with  the  Laurentian 
country.  Thirdly,  the  area  of  arable  land  in 
British  Columbia,  as  compared  with  the  size 
of  the  province,  is  quite  small. 

There  are  only  two  great  areas  of  land 
capable  of  continuous  cultivation  throughout 
their  entire  extent,  and  of  thus  supporting  a 
large  agricultural  population.  The  first  of 
these  is  the  plain  lying  between  the  South- 
ern margin  of  the  Canadian  Shield  and  the 
boundary  line  or  the  United  States  in  Quebec 
and  Ontario,  extending  from  the  hilly  or 
mountainous  district  of  the  Appalachian  fold- 
ing in  Eastern  Quebec  to  the  Great  Lakes. 
The  second  is  the  Southern  portion  of  the 
plains  in  the  provinces  of  Manitoba,  Sas- 
katchewan and  Eastern  Alberta.  These,  in* 
referring  to  the  physiographic  divisions  of 
Canada,  were  classed  together  as  the  Great 
Plain  of  Central  Canada. 

FOREST  PRODUCTION. 

The  forests  of  Canada  were  its  chief 
source  of  revenue  in  the  early  days  of  the 
settlement  of  the  country.  Year  by  year 
the  great  rafts  of  timber  were  floated  down 
the  St.  Lawrence  and  Ottawa  rivers  past 
Montreal,  and  were  loaded  on  fleets  of  ships 
at  the  Port  of  Quebec.  Later,  with  the  ad- 
vent of  railways,  the  same  lumber  was 
brought  in  immense  quantities  by  rail  to 
Montreal  or  shipped  directly  to  its  market 
in  the  United  States.  The  following  table 
shows  the  total  forest  products  of  Canada 
tor  census  years,  going  back  to  the  year 
1871,  expressed  in  cubic  feet:

Notwithstanding  this  continuous  drain 
upon  our  forests  and  the  tremendous  losses 
which  they  have  sustained  by  fire,  the  gener- 
al opinion  of  the  people  of  Canada,  an  opin- 
ion to  w  hich  from  time  to  time  expression  is 
given  in  the  utterances  of  our  public  men,  is 
that  th*  great  Northern  forests  of  Canada  are 
so  extensive  that  they  are  practically  exhaust- 
less  and  will  afford  an  abundant  supply  of 
timber  for  all  future  time,  a  supply  which 
will  not  only  meet  our  own  needs,  but  will 
be  amply  sufficient  to  make  good  the  in- 
creasing demand  of  the  United  States,  due 
to  the  disappearance  of  its  own  forests,  and 
also  afford  a  surplus  for  export  to  Great 
Britain,  South  America,  the  West  Indies  and 
other  countries  as  at  the  present  time.  A 
closer  examination  carried  on  during  recent 
years,  however,  reveals  a  number  of  inter- 
esting and  very  important  results. 

A  careful  study  of  the  question  by  the 
official  forester  of  the  Dominion  shows  that 
so  far  from  being  exhaustless,  the  reserves 
of  merchantable  soft  timber  in  the  forests 
of  Canada  are  only  between  one-quarter  and 
one-fifth  of  that  remaining  in  the  forests  of 
the  United  States.  Of  these  reserves  in 
Canada,  about  one-half  is  in  the  old  Pro- 
vinces of  Eastern  Canada  and  the  other  half 
in  British  Columbia.  The  evidence  goes  to 
show  that  at  the  present  rate  of  cutting  the 
supply  of  timber  will  within  a  comparatively 
few  years  be  sufficient  only  for  the  needs  of 
the  Dominion  itself,  leaving  no  surplus  for 
export. 


MINES. 

Mining  is  the  only  industry  in  a  country 
which  from  the  very  nature  of  the  case  can- 
not be  permanent.  Other  industries — like 
money  well  invested — can  be  made  to  yield 
an  annual  return  In  interest  while  the  capital 
remains  unimpaired  or  even  increases  in 
value.  The  mineral  wealth  of  a  country  may 
be  compared  to  a  sum  of  money  hidden  in 
the  ground.  It  does  not  renew  itself,  and 
every  dollar  abstracted  leaves  just  so  much 
less  for  future  use.  'Yet  it  is  a  singular  fact," 
as  remarked  by  a  recent  writer  referring  to 
the  United  States,  "  that  among  a  people 
supposedly  grounded  in  the  rudiments  of  po- 
litical economy,  the  progressive  exhaustion 
of  this  precious  resource  Is  everywhere  her- 
alded as  a  triumph  of  enterprise  and  a  gauge 
Of  national  prosperity.  The  nation  publishes 
periodically  the  record  of  its  scattering  of 
assets  never  to  be  regained  and  waits  with 
a  smile  of  complacence  for  general  con- 
gratulation." 

Great  mining  regions  in  the  older  coun- 
tries of  the  world  worked  for  many  years 
have  now  become  exhausted.  Among  these 
may  be  instanced  the  Kongsberg  mines  in 
Norway,  which  at  one  time  produced  great 
masses  of  native  silver  rivalling  those  now 
obtained  from  Cobalt;  the  lead  mines  of 
Great  Britain,  now  completely  abandoned; 
the  celebrated  mines  of  the  region  about 
Freiberg,  in  Saxony,  the  last  of  which  is  now 
about  to  be  closed  down;  and  the  great  diam- 
ond fields  of  India,  which  no  longer  yield 


these  precious  gems. 

In  Canada  our  mineral  deposits  are  of 
great  extent  and  importance.  The  value  of 
the  mineral  output  is  increasing  rapidly  year 
by  year.  Our  coal  resources,  as  shown  by 
the  investigations  undertaken  in  connection 
with  the  International  Geological  Congress, 
which  was  held  in  Canada  last  year,  are  in 
extent  second  only  to  those  of  the  United 
States.  The  geological  structure  of  the  Do- 
minion, moreover,  is  such  as  to  lead  to  the 
confident  belief  that  as  detailed  exploration 
is  carried  forward  in  Northern  Canada,  large 
deposits  of  the  metallic  minerals  will  be 
found  in  that  portion  of  the  Dominion — so 
that  the  mining  industry  of  the  Dominion, 
there  is  reason  to  believe,  will  play  a  very 
important  part  in  the  future  history  of  the 
country.  It  is,  however,  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance that  we  should  avoid  all  waste  in 
the  development  of  these  resources.  The 
losses  sustained  in  other  countries  from  lack 
of  care  and  thought  in  this  respect  are  enor- 
mous. Dr.  Douglas  estimates,  for  instance, 
to  take  only  one  example,  that  at  the  Rio 
Tinto  mines  in  Spain  in  a  period  of  some 
thirty  years,  through  the  unskilful  treatment 
of 'the  ore,  about  7, 000, 000  tons  of  sulphur, 
valued  at  not  less  than  $70,000,000,  were 
wasted,  while  with  modern  improvements  in 
the  method  of  handling  the  ore,  about 
1,000,000  tons  of  sulphur  are  annually 
saved  to  the  world  which  would  otherwise 
have  been  burned  and  served  simply  to  pol- 
lute the  atmosphere.  The  same  writer  points 
out  that  only  some  sixty  per  cent  of  the 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  yielded  by 
the  Comstock  lode  was  recovered  at  the 
time  and  at  first  the  enormously  rich  tailings 
were  not  even  collected,  such  was  the  haste 
Of  the  miners  to  empty  that  stupendous  de- 
posit which  should  have  made  Nevada  pros- 
perous tor  generations  instead  of  whirling 
the.  whole  country  into  a  mad  dance  of  reck- 
less speculation.  The  primary  cause  of  a 
large  part  of  this  waste  is  over-capitalization 
w  hich  involves  a  large  output  at  any  expense 
if  the  value  of  the  shares  is  to  be  raised  and 
their  price  maintained.  Over-capitalization 
generally  demands  over-production,  which  in 
its  turn  almost  invariably  involves  waste  at 
some  stage  of  the  progress  of  the  metal  from 
the  mine  to  the  consumer. 

Perhaps  the  most  serious  waste  which  is 
taking  place  in  the  Dominion  at  the  present 
time  in  connection  with  its  mineral  resources 
is  presented  by  the  mining  and  utilization  of 
coal.  In  the  first  place,  in  mining  a  coal 
seam  from  fifty  to  ninety  per  cent  of  the  coal 
is  left  in  the  workings  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
porting the  roof.  Of  the  coal  which  is  taken 
out  and  burned  under  boilers  In  the  usual 
manner,  only  about  twelve  per  cent  of  the 
total  energy  is  developed.  That  is  to  say,  we 
secure  for  useful  purposes  only  about  five 
per  cent  Of"  the  total  energy  contained  in 
the  coal  contained  in  the  area.  If  the  coal  is 
burned  in  gas  producers  and  the  gas  sc  ob- 
tained used  in  internal  combustion  engines, 
these  having  a  higher  efficiency,  develop 
about  thirty  per  cent  of  the  energy  in  the  coal 
actually  mined,  or  about  twelve  per  cent  of 
the  energy  locked  up  in  the  Coal  of  the  whole 
area.  This  is  an  improvement,  but  still  rep- 
resents an  enormous  waste. 

On  t|ie  other  hand,  the  coat  may  be 
mined  for  the  production  of  coke  for  metal- 
lurgical purposes.  About  three-fourths  of 
the  coke  produced  for  this  purpose  in  North 
America  and  all  the  coke  made  in  Western 
Canada  is  manufactured  in  Bee  Hive  furn- 
aces, which  yield  a  relatively  low  percent- 
age of  coke,  while  the  other  products  of  the 
coal-— gas,  tar.  ammonia,  benzol,  etc.— go 
to  waste.  AH  these  products  may  be  saved 
by  making  the  coke  in  the  by-product  oven* 
representing  in  localities  where  the  surplus 
gas  can  be  sold  at  a  reasonable  rate  a  gain 
which  is  estimated  by  Mr.  F.  E.  Lucas-*  man* 
ager  of  the  coke  ovens  of  the  Dominion  Coal 


Company,  at  #1.98  per  ton  of  coke  made. 
This  figure  will,  of  course,  vary  with  the 
locality  in  which  the  coke  is  produced,  but 
it  emphasizes  the  great  saving  which  may  be 
effected  by  the  use  of  the  modern  by-pro- 
duct oven.  The  tar  and  ammonia  obtained 
by  this  process,  moreover,  meet  with  a  ready 
market.  The  former  is  already  being  used 
extensively  in  the  Dominion  for  a  variety  of 
purposes,  among  them  as  a  binding  material 
in  the  manufacture  of  briquettes  from  slack 
coal,  thus  enabling  this  waste  product  to  be 
successfully  utilized;  while  the  ammonia  is  a 
fertilizer  of  the  greatest  value,  for  which 
there  is  a  great  demand  abroad  and  for  which 
an  ever-increasing  demand  will  arise  in  Can- 
ada as  the  necessity  of  employing  improved 
methods  of  agriculture  is  brought  home  to 
our  farmers. 

FISHERIES. 

-Not  only  is  Canada  richly  endowed  with 
natural  resources  which  have  their  locus 
upon  the  land,  but  she  is  bounded  on  three 
sides  by  the  salt  waters  of  the  sea  and  run- 
ning through  her  domain  are  many  streams 
■^nd  great  rivers  which  have  their  origin  in 
thousands  of  inland  lakes,  some  of  these  be- 
ing among  the  largest  bodies  of  fresh  water 
in  the  world.  These  waters  abound — or 
should  abound — in  fish  and  other  living 
creatures  which  constitute  another  of  our 
great  natural  resources.  Canada  ranks  well 
among  the  nations  of  the  world  in  the  yield 
of  its  fisheries,  in  which  it  is  estimated  that 
"0.000  men  are  engaged,  whose  labor  yields 
from  twenty-six  to  thirty  million  dollars  an- 
nually. The  fishing  industry  at  the  present 
time  is  carried  on  in  three  distinct  and  sep- 
arate portions  of  the  Dominion — The  At- 
lantic Coast,  the  Coast  of  British  Columbia, 
the  inland  waters.  There  are  also  the  oyster 
and  lobster  fisheries  of  the  Atlantic  Coast 
and  the  fisheries  or  rather  hunting  for  whales 
and  porpoises  on  the  Arctic  shores  of  Can- 
ada and  In  the  waters  of  Hudson's  Bay  and 
the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence. 

The  fishing  industry  in  the  Maritime 
Provinces  could  be  very  considerably  devel- 
oped and  be  made  to  yield  larger  returns  if 
improved  methods  of  curing,  packing  and 
shipping  were  employed  under  proper  gov- 
ernment inspection,  in  this  way  improving 
the  quality  of  the  salt  fish  sent  to  market. 
The  Dominion  Government  has  recently 
made  an  appropriation  of  si 0.000  for  the 
establishment  of  a  fisheries  intelligence 
bureau  with  the  object  of  bringing  before  the 
fishermen  in  some  concrete  way  information 
with  reference  to  the  best  methods  of  curing 
and  packing  fish.  The  Government  has  al- 
so made  provision  for  the  encouragement 
ol  the  trade  in  fresh  fish  between  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  seaboard  and  the  interior  parts  of 
the  Dominion  by  paying  a  portion  of  the 
regular  express  charges  on  all  shipments  pf 
fresh  fish  from  the  Atlantic  coast  to  all  points 
in  Ontario  and  Quebec  and  from  the  Pacific 
Coast  to  all  points  as  far  East  as  Manitoba. 
While  owing  to  certain  local  causes  certain 
kinds  of  tish,  such  as  shad,  are  less  abundant 
than  formerly,  there  seems  to  be  no  indica- 
tion of  depletion  of  our  Atlantic  fisheries  as 
a  whole.  The  fact  that  the  catch  has  not 
increased  more  rapidly  in  recent  years  is 
owing  largely  to  a  restricted  market. 

The  fishing  industry  in  British  Columbia 
presents  a  marked  contrast  in  many  respects 
to  that  of  our  Atlantic  coast.  Salmon  is  by 
far  the  most  important  fish  taken,  and  it 
is  for  the  most  part  canned  for  shipment. 
The  fish  are  taken  when  coming  in  from  the 
sea  to  spawn  in  the  rivers  and  are  thus  easily 
secured.  The  value  of  the  salmon  catch  in 
British  Columbia  has  increased  enormously 
in  recent  years,  amounting  on  an  average  in 
the  years  1908  to  191  1  to  considerably  over 
S 7,000,000.  Year  by  year  the  canneries 
are  increasing  in  number  and  size  of  their 
plants  and  the  number  of  their  boats,  while 
across  the  mouth  of  the  Fraser  River  the  nets 
form  a  veritable  barricade.  With  such  inten- 
sive fishing  it  can  hardly  be  expected  that  the 
industry  will  not  suffer.  Although  the  run 
varies  greatly  in  different  years,  the  fish 
being  especially  abundant  every  fourth  year, 
a  careful  study  of  the  subject  by  Professor 
McMurrich  goes  to  show  that  the  supply  of 
fish  is  gradually  diminishing,  and  this  opinion 
is  shared  by  most  of  the  canners,  although 
the  extension  of  their  plants  is  contributing 
all  the  more  rapidly  to  the  extinction  of  the 
supply.  The  question  as  to  what  can  be 
done  to  conserve  this  most  lucrative  industry 
on  our  Pacific  coast  is  one  which  presents 
peculiar  difficulties.  The  salmon  coming  in 
from  sea  to  spawn  in  the  Fraser  River  pass 
by  the  coast  of  the  United  States  on  the 
South  side  of  the  Gulf  of  Georgia,  and  are 
there  taken  in  enormous  numbers  by  United 
States  fishermen.  Up  to  1908  the  Canadian 
canners  on  the  Fraser  River  were  catching 
more  than  the  Americans,  but  now  the  state 
of  affairs  is  reversed  and  the  Americans  ati;; 
catching  twice  as  many  as  the /' C*riadlaJltt^<;

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A  Dag  to  Remember 

THE    MARCH    OF    HAVELOCK    ON 
CAWNPORE,  JULY  1BTH,  18B7 

On  the  7th  of  July,  Brigadier-General 
Havelock,  C.  B.,  an  officer  who  had  seen 
great  service  with  the  army  of  the  Indus 
and  Afghanistan,  in  Kohistari  and  elsewhere, 
left  Allahabad  with  only  1,300  European 
soldiers,  and  joined  Major  Renaud's  ad- 
vanced column  three  hours  before  daw  on 
the  12th.  Their  forces,  when  united,  con- 
sisted only  of  600  men  of  the- 64th,  6oo  of 
the  78th  Highlanders,  500  of  the  1st  Madras 
Fusiliers,  and  a  company  of  the  Royal 
Artillery,  under  Captain  Maude,  brought  in 
hot  hasie  from  Ceylon,  20  mounted  volun- 
teers, and  a  few  irregular  horse,  who  con- 
ducted themselves  so  shamefully  that  they 
had  to  be  disbanded. 

As  yet  the  troops  were  ignorant  of  the 
dreadful  events  that  had  taken  place  at 
Cawnpore,  and  pushed  on  with  unwearying 
ardour,  in  the  hope  of  saving  the  prisoners 
there. 

On  the  1 5th,  two  actions  were  fought, 
and  for  three  hours  the  enemy  defended 
their  position,  which  was  a  strong  one. 
Their  cavalry  at  one  time  actually  menaced 
our  rear,  but  were  repulsed  by  the  mounted 
volunteers.  They  fell  back,  abandoning 
three  guns,  but  took  up  a  second  position, 
four  miles  distant,  on  the  other  side  of  a 
bridge  over  a  small  stream.  There  tluy 
had  a  twenty-four  and  a  thirty-two-pounder, 
which,  if  properly  handled,  might  have 
checked  even  Havelock's  advance  for  that 
day;  but  the  gunners  were  speedily  knocked 
over  by  the  Entield  rifles;  a  rush  was  made 
by  the  Madras  Fusiliers,  and  the  guns  were 
taken. 

Prior  to  this,  Major  Renaud  was  hit  in 
the  leg,  and  part  of  his  scabbard  was  car- 
ried into  the  wound.  When  .struck,  one  of 
his  officers  wished  to  remain  with  him,  but 
the  tine  old  soldier  thought  more  of  dut} 
than  of  himself,  and  said:  "Go  on  with  our 
men."  The  limb  was  amputated,  and  then 
he  suddenly  expired.  On  the  following  day 
a  severe  encounter  took  place. 

After  the  most  harassing  march  under 
the  fierce  and  vertical  sun,  which  struck 
down  many  of  the  men — for  the  High- 
landers wore  their  thick  tartan  kilts  and 
plumed  bonnets — at  2  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon, Havelock  came  again  upon  the 
mutineers,  strongly  posted  with  eight  guns. 
Under  a  withering  fire  of  round  and  grape 
shot  from  these,  our  soldiers  carried  the 
first  battery  at  a  rush;  but  the  lire  of  the 
second  was  so  severe  that  the  troops  were 
ordered  to  lie  down.  Their  own  artillery 
was  two  miles  in  the  rear,  where  the  over- 
worked cattle  were  unable  to  drag  them 
forward.  The  sun  had  set  now,  and  dark- 
ness was  at  hand.  Havelock  saw  that  there 
was  not  a  moment  to  be  lost. 

"Those  guns  must  be  taken  by  the 
bayonet,"  he  exclaimed,  as  he  rode  up,  "no 
tiring,  64th  and  78th,  and  remember  that 
1  am  with  you." 

Our  men  sprang  to  their  feet,  and.  with 
a  ringing  cheer,  dashed  forward;  but,  with- 
out waiting  to  receive  them,  the  foe  tied  in 
dismay  to  Cawnpore,  and  the  cannon  were 
taken.  The  conduct  of  the  Ross-shire  High- 
landers and  the  64th  was  the  theme  of  uni- 
versal admiration. 

"I  never  saw  anything  so  tine,"  wrote; 
an  eye-witness;  "they  went  on  with  sloped 
arms,  like  a  wall,  till  within  a  hundred  yards, 
and  not  a  shot  was  fired.  At  the  word, 
'Charge!'  they  broke  like  a  pack  of  eager 
hounds,  and  the  village  was  taken  in  an  in- 
stant. I  was  up  almost  as  soon  as  they,  and 
one  man  told  me  with  a  grin  that  he  had 
just  killed  three  men  in  one  house." 

The  enemy  were  now  in  full  retreat; 
but,  as  their  cavalry  menaced  our  rear,  their 
OV/n  guns  had  to  be  halted  and  turned  upon 
them. 

Next  day  Havelock's  force  entered 
Cawnpore.  which  the  enemy  evacuated  in 
the  night,  after  blowing  up  the  arsenal  and 
magazine.  In  eight  days  his  men  had 
marched  126  miles,  under  a  blazing  sun, 
encountered  the  enemy  four  times,  and  taken 
in  all  twenty-four  pieces  of  cannon. — 
James  Grant.

Principles  of  Vocal  Science 
and  the  Voice 


I  stated  in  my  last  letter  that  the  power 
of  tone  depends  upon  the  amplitude  or 
breadth  of  the  vibrations  and  the  amount  of 
material  set  in  motion. 

John  Tyndall  shows  how  the  strings  of 
a  harp,  piano  or  violin  are  not  alone 
sullicient  to  generate  vibrations  that  would 
be  sensible  at  any  distance,  but  by  associat- 
ing them  with  larger  surfaces  of*  wood 
called  sounding  boards  the  vibrations  of  the 
strings  are  imparted  to  them  and  are  thereby 
greatly  augmented. 

Take,  for  example,  the  violin.  The 
vibrations  of  its  strings  when  the  bow  is 
drawn  across  them  are  conveyed  through 
the  "bridge"  to  the  wood  of  the  instrument, 
and  thence  to  the  air  within  and  without. 
It  is  found  to  be  necessary  in  all  musical  in- 
struments to  reinforce  the  originating  vibra- 
tions with  pipes  or  sounding  boards  of  some 
kind,  and  the  voice  is  no  exception  to  this 
rule.  The  initial  vibrations  of  the  vocal 
ligaments  alone  would  scarcely  be  heard, 
for  the  cords  are  too  small  to  excite  the  large 
waves  of  air  which  belong  to  the  powerful 
tones  of  artistic  singing.  A  reinforcing  ele- 
ment is,  therefore,  requisite,  the  elucidation 
of  which  will  necessitate  some  further  de- 
scription of  the  structure. 

The  tongue  or  hydid  bone  is  a  boney 
arch,  shaped  like  a  horseshoe  (fig.  2),  situ- 
ated immediately  above  the  shield  cartilage 
of  the  larynx  (lig.  \)  and  attached  to  it  by 
several  ligaments.  The  body  of  it  is  in 
front,  and  the  greater  horns  extend  hori- 
zontally backward  until  their  tips  nearly 
touch  the  upper  horns  of  the  shield.  It  is  the 
only  bone  in  the  throat,  and  may  be  regarded 
as  a  frame  to  keep  open  the  passage  to  the 
larynx  and  oesophagus. 


securely  in"  position  that  all  muscles  con- 
nected with  it  can  act  to  the  best  advantage. 

The  siyio-pharyngei  muscles  have  an- 
other important  function,  seldom,  if  ever, 
thought  of,  namely,  to  pull  outward  on  the 
rear  horns  of  the  shield  cartilages  opposing 
all  indrawing  influences.  The  shield  being 
only  about  two  inches  wide  at  the  top  and 
the  styloid  processes  being  about  five  or  six 
inches  apart,  it  will  be  readily  see  what  a 
separating  power  these  muscles  exert.  This 
action  maintains  the  vibrating  condition  of 
the  larynx  by  preventing 'any  crowding  in 
of  its  walls. 

The  approximation  of.  the  tongue  bone 
and  shield  cartilage  and  the  proper  and 
vigorous  action  of  the  fixation  muscles  are 
two  fundamentafTy  essential  things.  Any 
failure  in  these  respects  is  fatal  to  the  pro- 
duction of  artistic  tone.  This  branch  of 
the  subject  will  be  continued  next  week.

LE  JONGLEUR  DE  NOTRE  DAME. 


It  is  May  Day,  and  in  the  public  square 
near  the  Cluny  Monastery,  the  little  children 
sing  and  play  and  dance  the  "Bergrette." 
The  booths  of  the  vendors  are  very  gay,  and 
flowers  are  everywhere.  Of  a  sudden  a 
tattered  figure  makes  its  appearance.  It  is 
a  man  garbed  in  badly  worn  clothes,  and 
with  a  face  haggard  from  suffering  and  want. 


The  last  songs  that  Lillian  Nordica  ever 
sang  lightened  the  lot  of  the  patients  of  the 
hospital  on  far-away  Thursday  Island,  and 
they  were  sung  particularly  to  a  little  Ameri- 
can boy,  George  McDonald,  says  Musical 
America. 

After  the  shipwreck  which  ultimately 
caused  her  death,  Mme.  Nordica  was  re- 
moved to  the  island  hospital  and  there  found 
this  American  boy,  who  had  been  taken  ill 
while  on  a  tour  around  the  world  with  the 
Columbia  Park  Boys'  Club  of  San  Francisco. 
The  lad  had  been  sent  ashore  from  the 
steamship  Moana  for  medical  treatment 
while  his  companions,  all  except  one,  con- 
tinued their  travels.  No  other  Americans 
were  in  the  hospital;  and  all  who  knew  the 
illustrious  soprano  can  appreciate  the  interest 
she  felt  in  her  little  countryman  and  fellow- 
sufferer. 

While  improving  in  health,  and  appar- 
ently on  the  way  to  complete  recovery, 
Nlprdica  frequently  visited  the  boy,  sitting  at 
the  side  of  his  cot.  encouraging  him.  and 
sometimes  singing  softly  for  him  and  the 
other  patients.  Young  McDonald  grew  bet- 
ter and  the  physicians  thought  that  he  would 
soon  be' able  to  start  for  home.  But  he 
suffered  a  relapse  an\  died. 

Nordica  was  deeply  grieved  at  the  pass- 
ing oi  her  young  companion  and  caused  to 
be  erected  for  him  a  small  white  marble 
monument  bearing  the  inscription:

Let  me  here  state  that  intrinsic  muscles 
are  those  which  operate  any  particular  part 
of  the  body,  such  as  the  larynx  or  tongue, 
but  are  not  connected  with  any  other  part; 
that  extrinsic  muscles  are  those  which  con- 
nect any  two  parts,  such  as  the  larynx  and 
tongue  bone;  that  muscles  take  their  names 
from  their  points  of  attachment,  the  fixed 
point  being  mentioned  first,  such  as  the 
"ring-shield"  or  crico-thyroid  muscle,  and 
that  all  movements  of  the  body  are  ac- 
complished by  muscular  contraction. 

A  short,  powerful  muscle,  the  "shield- 
tongue  bone  muscle,"  or  thyro-hyoid,  ex- 
tends from  the  shield  to  the  greater  horns 
Of  the  tongue  bone.  In  all  artistic  tone, 
this  muscle  contracts,  drawing  these  two 
parts  together  and  rendering  them  virtually 
one,  so  that  all  muscles  acting  upon  the 
tongue  bone  affect  the  larynx.  The  larynx 
is  connected  with  the  .breast  bone,  or  ster- 
num, by  a  pair  of  powerful  muscles  extend- 
ing from  the  top  or  the  breast  bone  to  the 
sides  of  the  shield  (fig.  1  8.  C),  and  to  the 
styloid  process  (a  spine-like  projection  at 
the  base  of  the  skull,  just  below  the  ear,  re- 
sembling the  small  end  of  a  pen-holder)  by 
a  pair  of  long  slender  muscles  extending 
from  it  to  the  sides  of  the  shield,  running 
down  along  its  upper  horns  (fig.  1  D.  C), 
called  the  stylo-shield  or  pharyngei. 

These  two  muscles  oppose  each  other  in 
contracting,  and  as  they  operate  an  an  angle 
(fig.  1  B,  C.  D.),  the  first  pulling  almost 
directly  .downward  while  the  second  pulls 
upward  and  backward,  their  combined 
action,  if  equal,  will  draw  the  larynx  back- 
ward, but  not  move  it  either  up  or  down. 

The  function  of  these  muscles  in  tone, 
therefore,  is  by  equal  contraction  to  draw 
the  larynx  backward  without  any  vertical 
movement  so  that  the  rear  surface  of  the 
ring  cartilage  is  firmly  pressed  or  fixed 
against  the  fifth  vertabrae'  of  the  spine,  for 
which  reason  they  are  called  the  fixation 
muscles.  This  action  is  most  important,  as 
it  not  Only  brings  the  larynx  in  contact  with 
the  spine  so  that  its  vibrations  are  directly 
communicated,  but  It  also  holds  the  larynx  so

For  aspiring  young  music  students  in 
France  there  can  be  little  encouragement  in 
the  remuneration  offered  by  music  schools 
in  that  country  to  teachers-  There  recently 
appeared  in  a  French  musical  periodical  an 
advertisement  inserted  by  a  school  of  music 
in  a  large  provincial  town,  offering  a  posi- 
tion on  its  staff  to  be  competed  for  by  violin 
teachers  who  have  attained  their  majority,

A  yearly  salary  of  S240  as  teacher  of 
violin  and  viola;  $60  as  director  of  an  en- 
semble class  for  the  practice  of  chamber 
music,  and  $8o  as  leader  of  the  orchestra 
in  the  local  theatre,  making  a  grand  total  of 
$380  per  annum.    An  alluring  prospect!

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Story  of  Mexico — Cortes 
Advances 

In  his  place  at  the  Aztec  capital  Monte- 
zuma had  heard  with  direst  misgivings  of 
the  movements,  and  the  successes  of  the 
Christians.  He  had  fully  expected  that  the 
Tlascalans  would  defeat  them  completely, 
take  prisoners  those  whom  they  had  not 
slain,  and  offer  them  up  on  the  altar  of  their 
gods.  Had  this  happened,  the  Montezuma 
would  have  been  deeply  gratified,  for  he 
feared  these  new-comers  with  a  superstitious 
fear,  and  more  than  .half  believed  that  they 
were  the  people  whom  the  oracles  had  de- 
clared would  come  one  day  and  overthrow 
all  the  Indians  in  Anahuac.  More  than  ever 
was  he  convinced  that  this  was  the  case  when 
he  learned  that  they  had  utterly  routed  the 
fierce  Tlascalans.  He  therefore  sent  a  new- 
embassy  to  the  Spanish  camp,  consisting  of 
five  great  nobles,  attended  by  a  train  of  300 
slaves.  They  brought  with  them  a  mag- 
nificent present  of  3,000  ounces  of  gold 
in  grains,  with  several  hundred  dreSses  and 
mantles  of  embroidered  cottons,  and  wond- 
erful featherwork.  These  things  they  laid 
at  the  feet  of  Cortes,  and  assured  him  of  the 
friendship  of  their  emperor,  and  congratu- 
lated him  upon  his  recent  successes;  but 
they  begged  in  the  name  of  Montezuma,  that 
he  would  not  attempt  to  enter  the  Mexican 
capital,  for  the  emperor  could  not  answer  for 
what  his  people  might  do,  so  much  would 
they  resent  any  invasion  of  strangers.  Cortes 
gave  the  embassy  "no  direct  reply,  but  sent— 
two  of  the  noble's  back  to  Montezuma,  with 
assurances  of  his  deep  regard,  but  no  more 
tangible  evidence  of  his  good  feeling.  The 
Spaniards  possessed  no  such  generous  qual- 
ities as  the  Indians. 

Shortly  after  this  time,  urged  by  his 
Tlascalan  allies,  the  Spanish  general  broke 
camp,  and  started  through  the  country  which 
he  had  just  conquered  on  his  way  to  Mexico, 
The  first  days  of  his  journey  by  way  of  the 
charming  cities  of  Tlascala  were  marked  by 
all  sorts  dfjoyous  festivities,  and  by  and  bye 
they  reached  the  heauliful  capital  itself, 
which,  the  eloquent,  if  hardly  reliable  Cortes, 
described  in  a  letter  to  his  sovereign  as 
"larger,  stronger  and  more  populous  than 
Granada.1'  The  houses  of  this  city  were 
built  of  mud  or  earth,  for  the  most  part, 
the  better  class  being  of  stone  or  lime  and 
bricks  dried  in  the  sun.  k  In  the  doorways 
were  hung  woven  mats,  with  a  fringe  of 
copper,  or  other  metal;  the  streets  were  nar- 
row and  dark.  In  the  centre  of  the  city  was 
a  great  square  where  every  fifth  day  fairs 
were  held,  to  which  all  the  countryside 
flocked,  30,000  of  them  and  more,  and 
where  could  be  found  for  sale  every  des- 
cription of  domestic  produce,  and  manu- 
facture with  which  the  Indians  were 
acquainted.  Most  interesting  of  all  their 
wares  was  their  beautiful  pottery,  considered 
as  equal  to  the  best  in  Europe.  There  were 
barber  shops  in  Tlascala  as  well  as  in  the 
other  cities  of  the  Republic,  and  baths  of 
vapor  and  hot  water,  which  were  largely 
patronized.  Also  there  was  splendid  police 
discipline. 

As  the  Spaniards  drew  near  to  the  capi- 
tal vast  crowds  of  people  flocked  to  meet 
them,  "men  and  women  in  their  picturesque 
dress,  with  bunches  and  wreaths  of  roses, 
which  they  gave  to  the  Spaniards  or  fastened 
to  the  necks  of  the  caparisons  of  their  horses, 
in  the  same  manner  as  at  Cempoalla.  Priests 
with  their  white  robes  and  long  matted  tres- 
ses floating  over  them,  mingled  in  the  crowd, 
scattering  volumes  of  incense  from  their 
burning  censors.  It  was  the  twenty-third  of 
September,  1519,  the  anniversary  of  which 
is 'still  celebrated  by  the  inhabitants  as  a  day 
of  jubilee."  *■■ 

In  the  city  itself  the  flat  roofs  of  the 
houses  were  crowded  with  spectators,  and  the 
houses  themselves  hung  with  festoons  of 
flowers,  while  arches  of  fragrant  boughs 
intermingled  with  honeysuckle  were  flung 
across  the  streets.  Every  one  was  singing  or 
laughing,  many  were  dancing,  and  those  who 
could  played  upon  the  national  musical  in- 
struments, making  a  most  indescribable  din, 
all  meant  to  express  their  gladness. 

The  Tlascalan  chiefs  wished  to  marry 
their  daughters  to  Cortes  and  his  officers,  but 
as  in  a  previous  case,  the  Spanish  general 
assured  them  that  Christians  could  marry 
only  those  of  their  own  faith.  The  chiefs 
were  willing  that  their  daughters,  in  order  to 
obtain  the  honor  of  becoming  the  wives  of 
the  illustrious  strangers  should  undergo  the 
rite  of  baptism,  but  they  would  not  consent 
to  abolish  their  own  gods  and  substitute  the 
God  of  the  Christians;  they  were  willing  to 
give  the  statue  of  the  Virgin  and  Child  a  place 
among  their  own  deities,  but  this  was  as  far 
as  they  would  go.  Father  Olmedo,  whom  we 
have  mentioned  before,  and  who  was  so  wise 
and  polite  and  gentle  a  man,  that  without  his 
advice  Cortes  must  have  failed  altogether  in 
his  enterprise,  persuaded  his  general  to  be 
contented  with  so  much  gained,  and  not  to 
press  the  point  farther,  as  he  had  done  in 
Cempoalla.  Cortes  therefore  insisted  only 
that  the  victims  now  held  for  sacrifice  be 
released,  and  this  the  Tlascalans  agreed  to. 
Five  or  six  of  the  most  beautiful  of  the 
chieftains'  daughters  were  married  to  Cortes* 
young  officers,  among  the  former  was  the 
charming  daughter  of  XicotencatL  Donua 
Luisa,  as  she  was  called  after  her  baptism, 


She  was  given  by  her  father  to  Xlvarata,  the 
personal  and  one  of  the  chief  friends  of 
Cortes,  and,  Prescott  assures  us,  their  pos- 
terity intermarried  with  the  noblest  families 
in  Castile.  Alvarado  was  a  great  favorite 
with  the  natives.  His  disposition  was  bright 
and  fun-loving;, he  was  very  fair,  with  an 
abundance  of  golden  hair,  and  frank  blue 
eves,  and  a  ready  smile.  The  Indians  gave 
him  the  name  of  Tonatiuh,  which  means  the 
"Sun."  Cortes  was  popularly  known  among 
them  as  Malinchhe,  which  was  the  Indian 
name  for  Donua  Marina,  the  general's  clever 
and  beautiful  Indian  mistress,  to  whom  he 
had  been  married  according  to  the  laws  of 
Anahuac,  some  months  before,  shortly  after 
their  arrival  in  the  country. 


Russ 
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-Women  on  the 
Throne 


In  the  year  1702  the  Russians  took  the 
city  of  Marieriburg,  and  among  the  prisoners 
u.t>  a  young  girl  of  whom  little  seems  to 
have  been  known  with  any  certainty.  That 
she  was  a  serf  is  established,  and  at  the  time 
the  city  was  taken  she  was  a  servant  in  the 
house  of  a  pastor  of  the  Greek  church.  She 
had  been  betrothed  to  a  Swedish  dragoon. 
She  was  mentally  very  attractive,  but  very 
ignorant  and  competcly  illiterate.  She  be- 
came mistress  to  a  Russian  general  named 
Cherefetief,  who  transferred  her  to  Menchik- 
off,  the  commander  of  the  Russian  forces, 
who  in  turn  handed  her  over  to  Peter  the 


This  girl  was  seventeen  .  years  old,  very 
vivacious,  and  pleasing  to  look  upon.  It  is 
said  of  her  that  she  really  laughed  Menchi- 
koff  out  of  power.  She  persuaded  the 
young  Czar  to  repudiate  his  guardian,  to 
break  off  his  engagement  to  Menchikoff's 
daughter  and  assert  his  own  royal  authority. 
The  latter  he  did  so  effectually" that  Menchi- 
koff was  arrested,  deprived  of  all  his  honors 
and  banished  to  his  estates.  Later  he  was  ex- 
iled to  Siberia,  where  he  died,  The  family  of 
Doulgorouki  now  became  supreme  in  the 
state,  but  they  failed  to  use  their  power 
wisely.  They  endeavored  -to  force  Peter  to 
marry  one  of  their  number  and  pandered  to 
his  tastes,  which  lay  in  the  direction  of  friv- 
olity. He  was  not  a  vicious  prince,  but 
only  vacillating.  What  kind  of  a  ruler  he 
would  have  made  had  his  life  been  spared  can 
only  be  guessed.  He  died  of  smallpox  at 
the  age  of  seventeen.  One  of  the  principal 
acts  of  his  reign  was  the  negotiation  of  a 
commercial  treaty  with  China.  This  was 
probably  in  pursuance  of  the  policy  inaugu- 
rated by  Catherine  who  wis  ambitious  to  ex- 
tend the  power  of  Russia  to  the  Far  East. 

The  male  line  of  Peter  the.  Great  having 
thus  become  extinct,  his  grandson  hav- 
ing died  childless,  and  without  expressing  any 
wish  as  to  his  successor,  several  claimants  to 
the  crown  .appeared,  but  the  choice  Of  the 
nobles  fell  upon  Anne  Ivan  ova,  Duchess  of 
Courland  and  niece  of  Peter  the  Great.  As 
she  had  the  least  title  of  all  the  claimants,  she 
was  ready  to  assent  to  the  somewhat  stringent 
conditions  imposed  upon  her  by  those  who 
offered  her  the  crown.  These  conditions  prac- 


Great.  She  was  conspicuous  for  her  viv- 
acity, and  yet  was  very  clear-headed.  These 
qualities  commended  her  to  Peter,  and  they 
were  secretly  married.  She  proved  an  ex- 
ceedingly able  adviser.  She  accompanied 
Peter  on  his  campaign  against  the  Turks,  and 
it  was  her  shrewdness  which  found  a  safe 
way  out  of  the  difficulties  into  which  he  had 
been  led  by  his  impetuosity.  In  recogni- 
tion of  her  services,  he  founded  the  order  Of 
"Love  and  Fidelity,"  and  made  her  officially 
his  wife  at  a  very  gorgeous  ceremonial.  She 
had  little  personal  beaut)',  if  we  may  believe 
the  description  of  her  given  by  a  German 
princess.  "The  Czarina"  wrote  this  lady. 
was  small  and  "clumsily  made,  ,very  much 
tanned,  and  without  either  grace  or  air  of 
distinction.  You  had  only  to  see  her  to  know 
that  she  was  low-born.  From  her  usual  cos- 
tume you  would  have  taken  her  for  a  Ger- 
man comedian.  Her  dress  was  bought  at  a 
second-hand  shop;  it  was  very  old-fashioned 
and  covered  with  silver  and  dirt.  She  had  a 
dozen  orders,  and  as  many  portraits  of  saints 
or  reliquaries,  fastened  all  down  her  dress  in 
such  a  way  that  when  she  walked  you  would 
have  thought  by  the  jingling  that  a  mule  was 
passing."  Such  was  the  woman,  who 
twenty-one  years  after  she  was  a  house  ser- 
vant in  a  very  humble  home,  became  Em- 
press of  Russia.  Catherine  bore  Peter  two 
sons,  Peter  and  Paul,  both  of  whom  died  In 
fancy.  She  also  had  two  daughters.  Shorth 
before  his  death  Peter  had  her  crowned 
Empress,  but  afterwards,  suspecting  her  of 
infidelity,  he  fprebore  naming  her  as  his  suc- 
cessor as  he  had  intended.  His  death  was  so 
sudden  that  he  had  no  time  to  declare  to 
whom  he  wished  the  crown  to  pass.  There  r 
was  no  law  on  the  subject,  for  Peter  had 
already  promulgated  a  decree  reserving  to 
himself  the  sole  right  to  name  his  successor. 

When  Peter  was  gone  three  tactions  arose 
in  the  state.  One  of  them  wished  to  make 
his  grandson  Peter  Alexievitch  Czar.  Another 
party,  at  the  head  of  which  were  the  nobles 
who  had  been  concerned  in  the  death,  of  this 
young  man's  father,  desired  to  place  the 
crown  on  the  head  of  Catherine.  A  third 
party  advocated  the  crowning  of  Peter,  who, 
being  yet  young,  was  to  remain  a  ward  of 
Catherine.  The  legal  authorities  held  that, 
in  default  of  any  expressed  intention  on  the 
part  of  Peter  the  Great,  Catherine,  having 
been  crowned  Empress,  remained  so  in  point 
Of  fact.  The  military  declared  for  her,  and 
the  result  was  that  a  decision  was  reached 
whereby  she  was  declared  to  be  Czar  with  the 
same  absolute  powers  as  had  been  exercised 
by  her  husband.  There  were  many  protests, 
and  some  of  the  nobles  refused  to  take  the 
oath  of  allegiance,  for  which  they  were  put 
to  torture.  Menchikoff,  presuming  upon  his 
former  relations  with  Catherine,  believed  that 
the  time  had  come  when  he  would  be  su- 
preme, but  the  Empress  soon  gave  him  to 
understand  that  he  was  not  to  consider  him- 
self in  any  way  different  from  her  other 
counsellors.  She  proved  herself  an  able 
administrator,  not  only  maintaining  the  full 
measure  of  power  enjoyed  by  Peter  the 
Great,  but  even  enlarging  it  into  a  supremacy 
over  the  Church.  Her  reign  was  brief,  but 
it  was  marked  by  considerable  progress.  It 
was  she  who  sent  Behring  to  explore  the 
regions  which  bear  his  name. 

On  her  deathbed  she  nominated  Peter 
Alexievitch  as  her  successor,  but  declared 
that  he  should  be  governed  during  his  min- 
ority by  a  council  at  the  head  of  which  was 
the  Duke  of  Holstein,  her  son-in-law,  and 
Menchikoff.  The  latter  had  now  reached  the 
pinnacle  of  authority,  for  the  Duke  of  Hol- 
stein does  not  appear  to  have  concerned  him- 
self much  about  public  affairs.  Menchikoff 
proclaimed  himself  generalissimo,  and 
sought,  by  marrying  his  daughter  to  the 
young  Oar,  to  secure  the  crown  to  his  own 
family.  But  he  reckoned  without  thinking  of 
Elizabeth,  younger  daughter  of  Catherine. 


tically  made  Russia  an  oligarchy  instead  of 
an  absolute  monarchy.  Anne  was  not  slow 
to  see  that  she  had  agreed  to  too  much,  and 
calling  an  assembly  of  nobles  and  officers, 
she  asked  them  what  were  the  wishes  of  the 
nation..  The  reply  was  that  the  people 
wished  her  to  become  an  absolute  ruler, 
which  she  forthwith  did.  She  took  a  heavy 
revenge  upon  those  who  would  have  tied  her 
hands,  banishing  them  first  to  their  estates, 
and  afterwards  to  Siberia. 

Anna  was  very  tall;  site  was  possessed  of 
a  hard  masculine  beauty,  and  had  a  voice  like 
a  man.  She  cared  little  for  the  land  she  ruled 
and  less  for  its  people,  ,and  surrounded  her- 
self with  German  advisers.  She  ruled  Russia 
with  an  iron  hand.  On  slight  pretexts  she 
sentenced  the  nobility  to  death  or  exile.  With 
grievous  taxes  she  ground  the  poor  to  the 
dust.  She  lived  in  unbridled  luxury,  and  her 
court  was  marked  by  low  buffoonery.  One 
of  her  favorite  amusements  was  to  cause 
young  princesses  and  daughters  of  the  nobil- 
ity to  sit  upon  eggs  as  if  they  were  hens.  Not- 
withstanding these  follies,  she  was  wise 
enough  to  carry  out  the  reforms  of  Peter  the 
Great,  and  to  encourage  education  in  a  very 
liberal  way.  She  reigned  ten  years,  and  her 
death  doubtless  prevented  a  rebellion,  for 
the  people  had  become  bitterly  hostile  be- 
cause oi  her  great  exactions.  There  followed 
a  period  in  which  German  influence  was 
supreme  in  Russia.  After  the  death  of  Anne 
Petrovna,  Anne  Ivovna  exercised  the  royal 
power  with  her  husband  Riren.  It  was  a  time 
of  oppression,  and  Russia  did  not  breathe 
freely  until,  in  1714,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Peter  the  Great,   was   proclaimed    absolute 

Empress.

An  Interesting  Field 

There  is  a  fine  illustration  of  clay  for- 
mation in  the  excavations  being  made  down 
Smith  street.  <"  quimalt,  for  the  outlet  of 
the  Northwestern  sewer.  Where  the  exca- 
vation is  nut  through  rock,  it  is  through  clay 
of  two  kinds.  On  the  surface  there  is  a  thin 
layer  of  vegetable  loam.  In  some  cases  it 
may  be  a  foot  in  depth;  in  some  it  is  not 
more  than  six  inches.  It  is  a  dark  loam,  and 
carries  small  boulders,  then  comes  a  yel- 
lowish grey  clay,  which  lies  in  a  bed  some 
fifteen  or  twenty  feet  thick.  Below  this  is 
blue  clay.  It  is  moist,  having  little  seams  of 
sand  in  it  through  which  water  trickles.  This 
is  a  very  common  characteristic.  o\'  blue  clay. 
If  a  face  of  it  is  smooth  it  will  stand  up 
perpendicularly  for  a  short  time,  then  a  drop 
of  water  will  appear  in  one  or  more  places, 
and  you  will  observe  that  there  is,  in  those 
places,  a  very  thin  layer  of  sand.  Through 
this  the  water  will  flow  in  a  minute  stream, 
and  in  a  short  time  the  clay  wall  will  crum- 
ble. It  moves  with  such  tremendous  force 
that  heavy  timbers  cannot  resist  it. 

Geologists  attribute  the  formation  of 
these  clays  to  glaciers,  which  is  a  very  easy 
way  of  explaining  it,  only  unfortunately 
modern  glaciers  do  not  form  them.  There  is 
no  difficulty  either,  if  you  do  not  investigate 
closely,  in  believing  that  the  blue  clay  was 
deposited  upon  the  earth  from  some  outside 
source.  But  the  tiny  sand  layers,  and  some 
other  things,  are  hardly  compatible  with  such 
an  idea.  One  of  the  points  often  mentioned 
in  connection  with  sands  and  clay  is  that  they 
are  non-fossiliferous,  but  this  does  not  hold 
good  of  the  clay  through  which  the  sewer 
was  dug,  for  through  the  yellowish  grey  clay 
there  are  quantities  of  small  fluted  clam 
shells,  exactly  like  those  found  on  the  sea 
beaches.  Where  the  blue  clay  Is  sandy,  these 
shells  are  also  found.  The  existence  of  these 
shells  in  the  clays  seems  to  be  absolutely 
conclusive  proof  that,  whatever  may  have 
been  their  origin,  they  were  never  deposited 
by  grinding  ice-masses,  for  in  such  a  case, 
the  shells  would  have  been  ground  to  powder. 


Macaulay  Plains  are  very  interesting 
from  the  geological  standpoint.  They  are 
composed  of  rocks  having  a  very  uneven 
surface,  the  hollows  between  the  several 
ledges  being  partly  filled  with  clays,  bould- 
ers and  vegetable  loam.  The  hollows  have 
not  been  wholly  filled,  nor  has  the  filling 
been  at  all  evenly  distributed.  The  outer 
layer  consists  of  granite  boulders,  which, 
until  they  were  removed  by  builders,  were 
scattered  over  the  surface  in  very  consider- 
able numbers.  Most  of  them  would  weigh 
less  than  fifty  pounds,  but  some  of*  them 
would  weigh  several  tons.  They  were 
chiefly  of  granite,  and  have  been  said  to 
be  identical  with  the  granite  found  in  places 
in  the  elevations  of  the  Saanich  Peninsula. 
Geologists  find  no  difficulty  in  explaining  the 
presence  of  these  boulders.  They  say  they 
were  brought  down  from  these  Saanich 
granite  ledges.  Why  they  should,  in  most 
cases,  be  on  top  of  the  thin  layer  of  vegetable 
mould  may  be  explained  without  great  dif- 
ficulty. Growing  vegetation  will  lift  heavy 
substances,  and  it  is  very  possible  that,  in  the 
course  of  very  many  years  good  sized  bould- 
ers might  be  lifted  for  a  considerable  distance 
in  this  way. 

To  explain  where  the  yellowish  grey  clay 
came  from  is  not  easy.  In  fact,  it  probably 
cannot  be  satisfactorily  explained.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  shells,  it  contains  a  little  grit, 
but  not  much,  and  many  large  pieces  of  it 
are  perfectly  homogeneous  and  can  be 
shaved  down  into  an  impalpable  powder, 
it  also  contains  moderately  large  boulders. 
There  do  not  appear  to  be  any  rocks,  which 
ground  up  by  ice,  would  make  such  clay, 
and  it  seems  impossible  to  believe  that  such 
a  material  could  be  made  by  grinding  ice. 

The  presence  of  shells  is  also  difficult  of 
explanation.  Its  existence  implies  that  the 
blue  clay  upon  which  it  rests  must  have  been 
under  water  before  the  grey  clay  was  de- 
posited, and  that  both  deposits  took  place 
under  the  sea.  We  seem  to  have  here  an 
absolutely  insoluble  condition  of  things,  that 
is,  it  is  not  capable  of  solution  with  our 
present  knowledge  of  geology.  Here  are  two 
beds  of  clay,  which  could  not  have  been 
formed  from  any  rocks  existing  in  this 
vicinity,  in  both  of  them  are  marine  clam 
shells,  the  whole  being  surmounted  by 
granite  boulders  that  may  have  come  from 
the  high  lands  in  Saanich.  To  add  to  the  com- 
plications of  the  case  on  a  little  higher  level 
deep  (beds  of  hard-pan  or  boulder-clay  are 
common.  The  rocks  that  are  in  place  bear 
very  distinct  marks  of  what  is  called  glacial 
action,  in  many  places  the  surface  being  worn 
nearly  perfectly  smooth,  and  often  in  large 
curved  grooves.  There  are  also  a  few  pot- 
holes, which  are  often  attributed  to  glacial 
action,  although  there  is  better  reason  to  sup- 
pose that  they  are  due  to  running  water. 
There  are  great  deposits  of  boulders  of  small 
size,  the  black  soil  being  full  of  them  in 
many  places.  All  these  are  water-worn,  and 
nearly  all  of  them  are  granite.  Curiously 
enough  the  reddish  soil  does  not  contain 
nearly  as  many.  Another  notable  feature  of 
the  surface  is  the  great  difference  be- 
tween soils  over  a  small  area.  One  place 
can  be  seen  where,  within  a  thousand  feet, 
there  is  red  soil,  black  soil,  and  reddish 
black.  The  black  is  very  stony,  the  stones 
tor  the  most  part  being  small,  about  the  size 
of  a  man's  fist;  the  red  soil  is  comparatively 
free  from  stone,  and  the  reddish-black  has 
a  large  number  of  boulders  about  the  size  of 
a  man's  head,  but  not  many  small  ones.  It 
seems  quite  impossible  to  explain  the  pres- 
ence of  this  variety  of  surface  formations  by 
any  single  suggestion.  Another  notable 
feature  is  that  on  the  lower  level  the  layer 
of  vegetable  earth  is  thin,  as  has  been 
said  above,  not  more  than  six  inches  in  some 
places,  whereas  in  some  places,  on  the  higher 
levels  it  is  several  feet  in  thickness.  One 
gentleman  states  that  he  dug  a  septic  tank 
through  about  sixteen  feet  of  hard-pan  and 
then  came  to  gravel;  another  dug  for  nearly 
the  same  distance  and  found  the  hard-pan 
still  in  place.  Another  noteworthy  thing  is 
that  there  are  several  intrusions  of  exceed- 
ingly hard  granite  through  the  ordinary 
country  rock,  which  is  a  soft  diorite.  There 
are  also  many  intrusions  of  trap,  but  this  is 
a  more  common  thing.  Taking  the  Esqui- 
mau peninsula  as  a  whole  is  certainly  one 
of  the  most  interesting  fields  for  geological 
study  that  can  be  found  anywhere,  and  sur- 
face indications  seem  to  give  the  gl&cialists 
some  very  hard  nuts  to  crack. 


The  Religion  of  Fear 

A  recent  novelist  speaks  of  cathedrals 
as  "masses  Of  stone  frozen  together  by 
Fear."  This  is  by  no  means  a  truthful  des- 
cription of  what  they  represent,  for  many 
of  them  were  erected  through  love,  rever- 
ence and  adoration,  but  that  such  an  ex- 
pression should  be  used  shows  in  what  direc- 
tion the  thought  of  some  people  runs. 
Christianity,  they  say,  is  a  religion  of  Fear. 
That  there  is  much  truth  in  this  Cannot  be 
denied,  that  is  if  we  refer  only  to  Christi- 
anity of  the  pulpit.  It  is  said  that  ours  alone 
of  all  the  world's  religions  inculcates  a  fear 
of  death.  The  God  of  the  pulpitv  is  usually 
angry.  We  are  advised  to  live  in  fear  of 
Him.  There  are  those  who  believe  that  the 
moment  a  child  is  born  it  is  subject  to  the 
wrath  of  Omnipotence,  and  that  only  by  the 
performance  of  a  certain  rite  by  others  can 
It  be  saved  from  eternal  punishment,  and  the 


same  people,  who  tell  us  this,  also  fell  us 
that  God  is  Love.  The  incongruity  of  such 
teachings  would  be  amusing  if  it  were  not 
productive  of  much  harm.  But  we  may  be 
asked  how  we  can  explain  certain  passages 
in  the  Scriptures  unless  we  hold  that  God 
is  to  be  feared.  We  do  not  see  the  least 
necessity  for  explaining  them,  but  a  few  of 
the  texts  most  frequently  quoted  by  the 
teachers  of  Fear  may  be  referred  to.  David 
and  Solomon  both  wrote  "the  Fear  of  the 
Lord  is. the  beginning  of  wisdom."  Some 
translators  are  of.  the  opinion  that  the  ex- 
pression  "Lord"  where  it  is  used  in  the 
Psalms  sometimes  means  King  David  him- 
self. Take  for  example  the  sentence,  "The 
Lord  said  unto  my  Lord,  sit  thou  at  my  right 
hand  until  I  make  thine  enemies  thy  foot- 
stool;" but  there  is  no  necessity  for  follow- 
ing this  line  of  thought,  and  we  may  accept 
the  Fear  of  the  Lord  as  meaning  the  Fear 
of  God.  Suppose  one  should  say  'the  Fear 
of  the  Law  is  the  beginning  of  citizenship?" 
The  statement  would  be  true  enough,  but  no 
one  would  contend  that  good  citizenship  con., 
sisted  of  being  afraid  Of  the  laws.  Fear  may 
do  tor  a  beginning,  but  it  is  not  the  consum- 
mation of  either  wisdom  or  citizenship.  But 
it  may  be  said  that  we  are  told  that  "God 
is  a  consuming  fire."  This  expression  oc- 
curs in  the  address  delivered  by  Moses  to 
the  Israelites  shortly  before  his  death,  and 
is  used  to  emphasize  an  admonition  against 
idolatry,  a  mere  figure  of  speech  employed 
in  an  oratorical  climax,  and  meaningless 
if  taken  literally.  Again  we  read  in  the 
Epistle  to  the  Hebrews:  "It  is  a  fearful  thing 

ti  into  the  hands  of  the   Uvmg — God." 

This  expression  is  generally  explained  as 
meaning  that  to  die  unrepentant  is  an  awful 
thing;  but  if  the  chapter  in  which  this  sen- 
tence occurs  is  read  carefully,  it  will  be  seen 
to  have  reference  to  the  immediate  expected 
coming  of  Christ  to  judge  the  wcnld.  Very 
much  of  the  misconception  of  religion  arises 
out  of  the  selection  of  isolated  texts  of 
Scripture,  and  interpreting  them  quite  with- 
out regard  to  their  context.  The  conse- 
quence of  this  is  that  figures  of  speech  are 
taken  literally,  similies  are  understood  as 
statements  of  fact,  and  flights  of  oratory 
arc  regarded  as  Divine  statements  of  funda- 
mental truth. 

Another  reason  why  fear  is  given  so 
prominent  a  place  in  religious  teaching  is 
because  many  teachers  think  that  every- 
thing stated  in  the  Old  Testament  has  a 
direct  bearing  upon  daily  life.  To  the  Jews 
Jehovah  was  not  the  only  God,  but  merely 
the  greatest  among  the  gods.  Thus  we 
read  in  the  Book  of  Chronicles  that  Solo- 
mon said:  'Great  is  our  God  above  all 
gods."  Similar  expressions  occur  in 
the  Psalms.  Unless  we  keep  this  fact 
in  mind  we  will  miss  the  real  meaning  of 
many  things  in  the  Old  Testament.  Th'S 
belief  in  many  gods  is  recognized  in  the 
first  of  the  Ten  Commandments:  "Thou 
shalt  have.no  other  gods  before  Me!"  and 
while  it  is  perfectly  true  that  the  whole  Jew- 
ish religion  was  monotheistic;  yet  the  Old 
Testament  is  full  of  evidence  that  the  Jews 
believed  there  were  more  gods  than  one.  It 
is  therefore  not  at  all  unreasonable  that  these 
people  should  deal  with  their  Deity  upon  a 
nlanp,  which  admits  of  comparisons.  But 
Christianity  does  not  concede  the  possibility 
of  more  than  one  Deity.  With  the  Christian 
Church,  God  is  not  simply  greater  than  other 
gods,  but  stands  alone  in  unapproachable 
omnipotence.  To  the  Jews  Jehovah 
was  not  in  any  way  different  from  man, 
except  in  degree  only.  They  assigned  to 
Him  identically  the  same  feelings  as  they 
assigned  to  men  in  eminent  positions.  He  was 
easily  made  angry;  He  was  jealous  of  other 
gods;  He  was  easily  appeased;  He  was  ruth- 
less when  enraged;  He  repented  of  what 
seemed  to  be  mistakes.  A  religion  based 
upon  the  Old  Testament  conception  of 
Jehovah  might  be  powerful,  but  it  would 
not  be  Christianity- 
It  is  worth  bearing  in  mind  that  to  fear 
and  to  be  afraid  may  be  very  different 
things.  A  man  may  fear  a  danger  and  there- 
fore avoid  it.  To  be  afraid  of  danger  may 
mean  to  be  frightened  at  it.  No  good  Christ- 
ian ought  to  say  he  is  afraid  of  God.  although 
in  one  sense  he  may  very  rightly  fear  Him. 
He  may  fear  Him  because  he  knows  that 
God  is  inseparable  from  His  laws  and  be- 
cause he  knows  that  to  offend  against  these 
laws  is  to  incur  penalties  from  which  there 
is  no  escape  by  mere  goodness  alone.  He 
may  fear  God  because  he  realizes  that,  if 
he  gets  out  of  spiritual  touch  with  Him,  his 
case  is  a  very  sad  one;  but  he  may  not  be 
afraid  of  Him  or  believe  that  he  will  be  the 
object  of  some  special  display  of  Divine 
anger. 

We  ought  not  to  have  any  fear  of  death, 
except  such  as  arises  from  the  natural  desire 
not  to  close  a  period  of  existence  in  which 
there  may  be  much  happiness.    A  strong* 
vigorous  man  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  his 
mental  powers  and  surrounded  by  those :  nf " 
loves  may  very  naturally  shrink  from  the 
thought  of  death.    There  may  also  hati*fi1$i 
be  a  fear  of  death  arising  out  of  th*dr^af?     ^ 
the  unknown;  but  there  is  no  fr«atct 
in  life  than  in  death  from  the 
of  our  misdeeds.

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uA  Wild  Goat  Hunt  in  the 
Rockies 

If  it  be  a  crime  for  me  to  acknowledge 
that  all  through  two  seasons  I  cherished  a 
desire  to  be  charged  with  the  blood  of  a 
Rocky  Mountain  goat,  writes  J.  Lannigan  in 
Rod  and  Gun,  I  must  be  the  most  offending 
soul  alive,  and  I  crave  no  pardon  from  the 
Humane  Society.  It  may  be  that  I  have  in- 
herited the  killing  instinct  from  Cain,  but 
whether  or  not  this  is  so,  I  have  always  im- 
agined that  goats  are  possessed  of  the  Devil 
—with  all  due  respect  to  His  Majesty. 

I  remember  an  Angora  goat  my  grand- 
mother kept  when  I  was  a  boy.  Its  one  aim 
In  life  was  to  cause  trouble,  and  how  con- 
temptuously that  goat  used  to  smile  as,  for 
the  tenth  time  each  day,  it  watched  me  from 
a  distance  set  about  to  mend  the  breaches 
in  the  garden  fence.  There  was  hardly  a 
moveable  stone  within  a  mile  radius  that  1 
hadn't  sent  "kerplunk"  between  its  ribs,  but 
it  just  smiled  and  smiled,  till  at  last  a  stage 
was  reached  in  my  boyish  vindictive  nature 
when  I  was  unable  to  decide  whom  I  most 
detested,  grandmother  or  the  goat.  How- 
.  ever,  this  is  somewhat  off  the  point  from 
stalking  a  sly  old  "billy"  'at  an  elevation  of 
over  8,000  feet  among  the  Canadian 
Rockies. 

'twas  nearing  dusk,  and  we  were  hur- 
riedly making  camp  at  the  end  of  the  most 
tiresome  and  difficult  trail  a  cayuse  had  ever 
been  persuaded  to  travel  over."  Our  eleva- 
tion by  aneroid  was  over  7,000  feet  and 
there  was  barely  bush  enough  in  sight  to  af- 
ford  camp  comfort  and  a  bannock  fire  for 
the  cook.  The  Chief's  optics  had  been  turn- 
ed for  some  time  on  the  bluffs  above,  as  the 
occasional  crashing  down  of  a  boulder  from 
the  mountain  side  into  the  valley  below  sug- 
gested the  presence  of  goat  on  the  ledges. 
His  observations  were  successful,  as  one  was 
spied  placidly  making  an  evening  jaunt  along 
a  ridge  nearly  t,ooo  feet. above,  but  though 
we  needed  fresh  meat  pretty  badly  the  Chief ' 
showed  very  little  desire  to  attempt  the  steep 
ascent  and  a  detour  of  the  ridge  at  so  late  an 
hour. 

It  was  at  this  point  1  came  in.  I  had  a 
record  for  fast  climbing  as  well: as  an  inr 
describable  hunting  craze,  and  it  was  such  a 
combination  that  won  out  on  this  particular 
occasion. 

Discouraging  as  the  outlook  for  a  shot 
appeared  to  be  I  did  not  have  to  be  persaud- 
ed  to  drop  the  tent  ropes  and  run. 

Seizing  the  rifle  and  cramming  a  few 
shells  in  the  magazine  1  made  for  the  slope 
which  led  up  to  the  ridge  somewhat  to  lee- 
ward of  the  place  where  the  goat  had  first 
been  seen.  I  fairly  flew  up  the  mountain 
side,  the  speed  1  developed  being  so  great 
that  1  became  alarmed  at  my  own  agility. 
Over  ledges,  boulders,  and  chasms  I  sprang 
automatically,  till  it  seemed  but  the  space 
of  a  minute  before  I  had  gained  the  ridge. 
Whether  or  not  the  goat  was  coming  in  my 
direction  or  whether  I  should  ever  see  it 
again  were  questions  I  had  not  stopped  to 
consider,  and  I  was  far  too  overcome  with 
excitement  and  exertion  when  I  reached  this 
point  to  attempt  to  determine  anything. 

Looking  back  over  the  incident,  some 
days  later,  I  could  only  remember  that  I 
flung  myself  down  on  all  fours  among  some 
rocks  regardless  of  everything  but  a"  desire 
to  catch  my  escaping  breath. 

About  the  only  one  of  the  five  senses 
that  wasn't  for  the  moment  completely  out 
of  commission  was  that  of  hearing,  so  that 
I  was  still  attracted  by  the  noise  of  falling 
rocks  above  my  head.  I  had  strength  enough 
left  to  look  up,  and  there,  about  thirty  or 
forty  feet  on  my  left  stood  Sir  William,  In 
full  regalia,  majestically  bewhiskered,  'and 
not  appearing  in  the  last  disturbed  by  my 
presence. 

I  remember  thinking  of  the  gun,  of  the 
place  where  1  lay,  of  my  purpose  there,  etc. ; 
and  as,  between  each  gasp  of  my  lungs,  the 
truth  began  slowly  to  dawn,  I  even  remem- 
ber trying  to  take  aim. 

I  have  since  figured  out  bv  aid  of  sines, 
cosines,  subtended  angles  and  a  book  of 
logarithms  that  if  the  goat  had,  measured 
fifteen  feet  in  lateral  dimension  and  twelve 
in  vertical  and  in  case  the  hammer  fell  when 
the  muzzle  was  swinging  at  its  greatest  ec- 
centricity I  might  have  succeeded  in  disturb-' 
ing  the  scattered  hairs  on  the  end  of  its  tail; 
in  other  words,  I  could  no  more  draw  a 
bead  with  a  chance  to  kill  than  I  could  tell 
from  a  study  of  his  whiskers  how  long  he 
had  lived  in  the  mountains.  Much  as  1  re- 
gretted doing  so  1  was  obliged  to  lower  the 
rifle  and  watch  the  object  of  my  desires 
disappear  around  the  corner  of  the  ledge. 

The  disappearance  of  the  goat  helped 
enormously  to  arouse  new  energy,  and, 
springing  up,  I  scrambled  along  for  another 
hundred  yards  or  so  on  the  back  of  the 
ridge  to  await  his  reappearance  on  the  other 
side.  I  had  not  long  to  wait,  as  I  had  barely 
settled  behind  some  boulders  when  he 
strutted  out  into  full  view  onlv  about  twenty 
feet  from  where  1  lay.  If  J  had  possessed  a 
camera  at  that  moment  I  surely  would  have 
dropped  the  gun,  I  was  so  impressed  with 
his  majestic  imposing  appearance  as  he 
stood  silhouetted  and  motionless  against  the 
skyline  on  the  flat  ledge  above.  !  was 
somewhat  more  composed  by  now,  how- 
ever, but  as  it  was  quite  dusk  I  simply  had 
to  take  a  point  blank  sight.     At  the  report 


of  the  rifle  t|ie  goat  sprang  fully  ten  feet 
across  a  chasm  and  was  gone.  1  could  not 
even  tell  if  1  had  made  a  hit,  though  it  was 
practically  impossible  to  miss  evury  section 
of  his  great  bulk  at  so  short  a  range. 

Fully  aroused  and  thirsting  for  gore  I 
sprang  off  in  the  direction  he  had  taken 
and  in  my  excitement  and  disregard  of  dan- 
ger I  believe  that  if  the  goat  and  I  were  in 
a  race  I  should  have  taken  the  lead  and 
come  in  tirst.  As  soon  as  I  had  reached  a 
point  where  1  could  view  the  chasm  I  saw 
that  the  goat  had  climbed  the  bluff  and  was 
then  standing  on  a  narrow  ledge  in  the  sheer 
face  of  the  cliff  about  1 56  feet  above  me, 
but  though  it  was  pretty  dark  I  could  see 
that  my  first  shot  had  told,  as  his  fore- 
shoulder  was  covered  with  blood.  I  again 
raised  the  rifle  and  fired.  Whether  this  sec- 
ond shot  did  the  work  or  whether  the  goat 
was  on  the  point  of  exhaustion  when  tne 
shot  was  tired  I  have  never  determined,  but 
immediately  following  the  report  of  the 
gun  he  turned  over,  rolled  off  into  space 
and  went  crashing  down  the  steep  bluffs,  the 
heavy  thuds  made  by  his  body  colliding  how 
zwA  again  with  the  projecting  cliffs,  sending 
momentary  thrills  of  terror  through  my  en- 
tire frame. 

Screaming  and  yelling,  like  one  suddenly 
possessed,  to  the  men  in  the  camp  below  to 
fetch  up  an  axe  and  a  knife.  I  began  the 
descent  into  the  draw  whither  the  goat  had 
fallen,  and  why  I  was  not  killed  twenty 
times  before  I  reached  the  body  of  the  goat 
has  been  the  wonder  of  my  life  ever  since. 
In  the  dense  darkness  I  sprang  safely  over 
boulders,  chasms  and  perilous  places,  that  in 
a  more  normal  condition  of  mind  i  would 
have  hesitated  to  go  over  even  in  broad 
daylight. 

The  goat  must  have  gone  down  fully  800 
feet  before  it  finally  got  caught  in  some  fis- 
sures and  was  prevented  from  tumbling 
further.  , 

Using  only  a  smail  penknife  I  hacked 
at  the  skin  for  a  while  till  after  some  diffi- 
culty I  effected  an  entrance  into  the  stomach 
sufficient  to  let  the  air  out  of  the  carcass 
to  prevent  blasting,  and  as  1  could  do  up 
more  with  my  humble  hunting  equipment  I 
began  the  ascent  to  the  ridge  in  the  direction 
6f  camp.  It  was  then  that  I  realized  the 
damage  wrought  aby  my  frantic  screaming 
and  yelling  before  I*  left  the  ridge. 

The  Chief  and  cook  not  being  able  to 
distinguish  words  at  such  a  distance  had  de- 
cided from  my  screaming  that  I  was  either 
killed  or  mortally  wounded,  and  both  had 
started  off  simultaneously  with  ropes  and 
relief  apparatus  for  the  recovery  of  my  body 
in  whole  or  in  part. 

Before  1  had  half  finished  the  climb  1 
could  hear  the  yelling  of  the  relief  party  on 
the  ridge  above,  and  it  took  me  some  con- 
siderable time  to  explain  how  it  all  happened 
and  to  satisfactorily  convince  them  that  my 
screams  and  cries  had  merely  resulted  from 
an  over-wrought  enthusiasm,  for  which  pains 
I  received  reprimands  by  the  score  and  a 
threat  to  be  reported  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Alpine  Club. 

The  following  morning  I  managed  to 
dissect  the  body  of  the  goat  and  bring  the 
valuable  portions  into  vcamn,  which,  by  the 
way,  proved  all  the  more  valuable  during 
the  ensuing  week,  when  we  were  hung  up 
by  bad  weather  and  for  four  days  lived  en- 
tirely on  goat  meat.  The  head,  which  every 
amateur  hunter  prizes,  was  so  crushed  and 
bedraggled  from  contact  with  the  ragged 
cliffs  and  bluffs,  tha*  there  was  no  solild  por- 
tion available  as  a  trophy  of  what  was,  to 
me,  at  least,  a  most  thrilling  and  exciting 
time. 


much,  at  least,  is  certain,-  he  belongs  to  the 
Esquimaux,  for  his  appellation,  "Husky," 
is  the  Indian  insult  for  anything  pertaining 
to  the  blubber-eating  Esquimaux. 

The  husky  life  has  but  two  phases  or 
seasons,  year  in  and  year  out.  Without  him 
in  the  far  North  in  Winter  the  white  man 
or  the  Indian,  who  owns  him  not,  is  helpless, 
for  the  husky  is  the  dromedary  of  the  snows. 
But  in  Summer  man  needs  him  not,  and  he 
becomes  a  wolf  in  habit,  since  he  has  to 
feed  himself  or  starve.  In  Winter  the  long 
raw-hide  lash  cracks  about  his  ears,  and  the 
cry,  "Mush  Mush!  Damn  you,  mush  on!" 
goads  him  on  to  the  long  white  trail,  while 
answering  be  springs  to  his  feet  and  strains 
at  the  raw-hide  harness  of  the  toboggan.  In 
teams  of  five  or  six  hitched  to  ice-shod 
Komatiks,  or  to  a  freight  toboggan,  he  hits 
the  trail  from  dawn  to  dark,  each  dog  pull- 
ing his  hundredweight.  He  brings  food, 
letters,  and  the  thousand  things  men  need 
into  the  great  white  North's  crystalline  heart. 
Viciously  beaten,  overworked  and  underfed 
on  whitefish.  he  staggers  on  with  bleeding 
or  frozen  paws — the  slave  of  man.  Now 
and  then  one  drops  out,  but  the  trail  goes 
on.  Men  only  swear  and  ask  whose  dog  it 
is.  Now  and  then  one  eats  through  the 
traces  and  vanishes  Northwards  where  the 
wolves  are.  Fasting  and  gasping  and  flogged 
on  hard  trails,  like  the  famous  Esquimaux, 
on  he  goes  for  days  at  a  time.  Upon  the 
barrens,  however,  where  caribou  fall  to  his 
lord's  gun,  he  feeds  for  a  space  like  a  king  on 
venison.  In  the  Southern  wastes  tallow  and 
cornmeal  keep  his  body,  and,  1  think  we  may 


Perhaps  a  moose  scent  is  caught  by  them, 
and  away  goes  a  whole  team  from  a  green 
hand,  flinging  sledge  and  its  cargo  overboard 
on  to  the  snow.  Perchance  as  V\t  sun  dies 
out  in  a  splash  of  crimson  bloo<j  over  the 
white  rim  of  the  snow,  the  trail  is  running 
over  a  frozen  river.  You  rind  your  nuskies 
edging  into  the  bank,  for  they  know.  But 
the  camping-ground  lies  up  stream,  and  you 
lash  at  them  furiously  like  a  devil  without 
mercy.  It  has  got  tp  be  made.  Your  eyes 
are  wicked,  and  theirs  have  the  ugly  green 
light. 

At  last  you  come  to  the  day's  goal,  and 
look  for  the  lee  side  of  its  trees.  A  sleep- 
ing place  is  dug  in  the  snow  and  floored  with 
green  spruce.  Men  light  the  two  fires — 
the  camp  and  the  cook  fires.  But  the  veter- 
an* of  the  party  turn  to  the  huskies.  They 
bed  them.  That  is,  they  choose  a  spruce 
about  eight  feet  tall,  lop  it  of  its  green, 
which  they  pile  on  the  weather  side,  and 
chain  the  huskies  up  to  it.  They  feed  them. 
That  is,  each  dog  gains  his  white-fish  or 
moose  meat.  Afterwards  the  men  may  feed 
and  smoke.  Then  betwixt  their  eiderdown 
quilts  in  the  sleeping  bag  comes  happy-heart- 
ed sleep.  Until  another  trail  stretches  out 
for  men  and  dogs,  until  another  dawn  leers 
across  this  white  world,  and  the  heavens  are 
again  filled  with  the  mirages  of  the  North. 
"Mush!  Mush!  Damn  you,  mush  on!" — 
Bernard  Muddiman  in  Rod  and  Gun. 


The  Dogs  of  the  North 

The  husky  dog  belongs  to  the  prehistoric 
age.  His  manners  are  those  of  the  dogs  that 
crept  from  out  the  great  forests  to  join  the 
hairy  men,  who  squatted  on  their  naked 
haunches  gnawing  meat  off  red  bones.  He  is 
a  creature  of  an  age  of  club  and  fang.  He 
lives  where  the  right  to  survive  belongs 
only  to  the  strongest  and  tiercest.  Yet  he 
belongs  to  the  fraternity  <rf  dogs,  for  he  has 
a  man  master.  Probably  his  half-brother, 
the  wolf,  calls  him  a  fool  and  servile  for 
this  allegiance;  but  the  husky  cares  not,  for 
he  has  the  reckless  devotion  of  the  true  dog. 
In  spite  of  blows  and  starvation  he  comes 
to  his  man  master,  knows  him  and  bows' 
before  him.  But  other  men  he  knows  not, 
and  that,  again,  is  true  to  the  canine  creed. 
For  no  dog  serves  man  in  the  abstract;  he 
serves  man  in  the  concrete,  the  one  who 
feeds  him.  He  serves  one  master,  but  never 
two.  An  allegiance  once  contracted  has 
something  deeper  than  the  flesh-pots  of 
Egypt  to  bind  him.  He  has  no  sense  of  phil- 
anthropic, and  is  unethically  indifferent  to 
his  master's  morals.  So  the  husky  is  eff  the 
canine  fellowship,  even  though  at  times,  he 
will  point  his  long  nose  to  the  polar  stars 
above  in  the  Arctic  night  and  call  the  wolf 
call.  But  he  is  not  really  a  wolf,  for  he 
has  found  a  God,  and  the  wolves,  timber  or 
grey,  have  no  God. 

He  is  snort  In  the  legs  and  chunky  of 
body,  over  which  arches  resplendent  a  curled 
bushy  tail.  His  "pelt"  is  of  a  coarse  thick 
fur  in  which  nature  has  overcoated  him  free 
of  charge  from  the  severe  Northern  cold. 
Some  have  said  he  comes  from  Alaska, 
others  from  Greenland  and  Labrador.  This 


say,  his  soiii  tdgethei1  for  weeks.   Round  the 

igloos  of  the  far  North  he  wins  his  share  of 
the  "blubber."  But  this  is  a  glorious  time 
compared  to  the  Summer.  How  the  husky 
must  be  thankful  for  its  Northern  brevity. 
For  it  is  one  long,  unending  day  of  muskeg 
smells  and  flowers,  it  is  also  for  him  a  day 
of  starvation,  until  the  sun  at  last  sets  and 
the  winds  of  Winter  blow.  Until  then,  it  is 
true,  he  roams  at  will,  but  he  roams  also  a 
slave  to  hunger.  For  it  is  the  time  of  the 
canoe  and  water  transportation.  The  husky 
is  useless.  And  as  no  work  is  required,  no 
food  is  given  him.  He  must  fend  for  him- 
self. So  the  wolf  in  him  rises.  The  call  of 
the  wild  comes  to  him  in  all  its  full  meaning. 
He  goes  inland  for  days  and  nights  together 
to  the  hills,  hunting  his  prey  afrer  the  man- 
ner of  his  wolf  sires.  But  food,  is  scarce  and 
to  take  life,  life  must  be  given  in  the  grim 
North,  where  man  and  beast  cling  passion- 
ately to  the  gift  of  breath.  What  can  one 
dog  work  with  a  moose  or  a  stray 
imported  horse?  So  they  gather,  hungry  and 
cruel,  and  sweep  the  land  more  ravenous 
and  bolder  than  the  wolf  in  pack.  Even 
man,  when  alone  and  unarmed,  is  unfeared 
so  that  they  may  fill  those  hollow  bellies  of 
theirs,  staunch  that  gnawing  at  their  vitals. 
Of  their  ways  in  Summer  and  how  they  sub- 
sist, when  they  belong  to  the  shiftless  Cree 
or  improvident  Esquimaux,  no  man  knoweth 
more  than  he  knows  of  the  way  of  the  wolf. 
Yet  the  first  deep  snow  finds  them  back 
at  the  trail  again  working  out  their  destiny 
in  a,  waste  of  snows.  And  the  trail  has  no 
end  all  winter  long  beneath  the  austere  sky, 
where  the  Northern  lights  flash  and  flame 
like  battling  angel  hosts. 

And  only  the  men  of  the  North  in  their 
parkis;  with  frost-lit  eyes  and  clouds  of 
frozen  breath,  know  how  the  huskies  go  on 
barking  for  joy  with  their  curling  brushes 
in  the  air  up  to  the  world  through  the  violet 
creamy  light  of  sun-kissed  snow.  Each  man, 
'  then,  knows  that  nothing  matters  save  the 
dogs.  On  them  depends  everything.  For 
them  everything  is  planned  and  done.  For 
the  trail  is  the  husky  way,  and  God  pity  him 
who  forgets  it. 

Let  us  go  with  them  a  little  way.  In 
the  bright  moonlight  of  early  morning,  long- 
before  the  brilliant  starlight  of  the  North  has 
lost  a  vestige  of  its  lustre,  the  guide,  half- 
breed  or  pure-blood  Cree,  gets  up  from  his 
spruce  bed  to  rekindle  the  cooking  fire.  Then 
he  wakes  the  party  to  "boil  the  kettle" 
(which  in  Northern  parlance  means  food). 
It  is  cold  and  clear.  Now  they  hitch  up  their 
teams  long  before  the  dawn  spills  itself  along 
the  East.  Bells  ring.  The  men  shout.  Their 
whips  crack  and  the  dogs  bark.  "Mush! 
Mush!  Damn  you,  mush  on!"  One  team 
after  another  goes  forward  in  its  turn  to 
break  the  trail.  By  ten  o'clock  the  dog  must 
be  rested,  and  the  bannock  is  thawed  out 
and  breakfast  gobbled  from  the  frying-pan 
before  it  has  time  to  freeze.  Sometimes  a 
blizzard  lashes  down,  lifting  the  snow,  stab- 
bing the  men's  faces  with  cold-sores.  Each 
man  ploughs  his  own  way  with  the  twanging 
crunch  of  snow-shoe  beneath  his  feet.  If  he 
falls,  he  is  alone.  These  huskies  that  now 
slave  on  under  his  lash  have  been  known  to 
eat  him.  There  is  no  mercy  here  either  for 
the  dog  or  the  man  who  peters  out.  He  who 
falls,  sometimes  never  rises.  He  who  fails  is 
finished.  Iron  wills  and  steel  muscles  and 
a  lust  for  life  alone  survive. 

By  two  in  the  afternoon  another  halt 
is  called  to  rest  these  huskies,  whose  dogged 
grit  has  by  now  caught  your  soul  with  admi- 
ration. Bannock  and  tea  for  the  humans, 
but  not  a  scrap  yet  for  them.  Famishing 
they  swing  out  for  the  last  of  the  day's 
marches.  But  the  vim  of  the  trail,  the  elas- 
ticity of  the  dawn  is  dying  in  weary  man 
and  beast.  If  a  side  wind  swings"  y.iur 
sledge  off  the  frail,  those  devils  of  husk'es 
seem  to  know  and  wag  fheir  tails  exulfingly. 


Chamois  Hunting  in  the 
Pyrenees 


We  were  encamped  by  the  side  of  a 
roaring  burn  and  surrounded  by  a  most  mag- 
nificent panorama  of  snow-covered  mount- 
ains. For  a  fortnight  before  I  got  into  the 
country  there  had  been  very  heavy  snow, 
making  the  slopes  and  precipices  extremely 
dangerous  and  hard  work  to  negotiate.  I 
and  my  guide,  a  most  amusing  little  French- 
man, rejoicing  in  the  name  of  Barthelemy, 
went  up  the  mountain  side,  intending  to  look 
into  a  very  likely  valley  on  the  Spanish  side. 
The  day  was  very  clear,  with  bright  sun,  but 
a  gentle  breeze  helped  to  keep  us  fairly  cool. 
We  got  on  to  an  appalling  slant  of  shingle, 
which  moved  down  with  every  step.  There 
were  but  200  yards  more  to  get  to  the  sum- 
mit, but  the  place  was  so  steep  and  danger- 
ous that  I  determined  to  take  plenty  of  time 
over  it.  1  looked  at  my  watch  to  see  how 
long  it  would  take  us  to  do  that  200  yards. 

We  managed  the  shale  slope  very  slowly. 
1  required  the  aid  of  my  alpenstock  only,  an 
implement  which  Barthelemy  called  my  third 
leg.  Then  we  got  to  a  face  of  very  smooth 
rock.  Barthelemy  took  my  alpenstock  from 
me,  bounded  up  the  face  like  a  chamois,  then 
held  out  the  alpenstock  to  me  below  him 
and  told  me  to  grasp  it,  which  I  did.  Then 
he  hauled  me  up  as  I  put  each  foot  in  crev- 
ices of  the  rock  large  enough  to  hold  a 
mouse.  The  next  obstacle  was  a  snow  slope, 
so  steep  that  1  was  certain  that  if  I  trod  upon 
it  the  whole  thing  would  come  down  with  a 
rush.  Barthelemy  left  me  hanging  on  by  my 
finger  nails  and  began  cutting  steps  in  the 
snow  with  his  alpenstock  above  my  head. 
Down  came  particies  of  frozen  snow,  hit- 
ting me  hard  in  the  face.  All  at  once  Bar- 
thelemy gave  a  shout,  and  looking  up  1  found 
a  pretty  big  boulder  with  several  small  stones 
coming  down  upon  me.  I  bent  my  back  as 
far  as  1  dared,  and  the  big  boulder  just  missed 
me  by  about  two  inches,  whilst  I  was  struck 
all  over  the  head  and  body  by  small  stones 
and  shale.  Barthelemy  had  at  length  dug  his 
steps,  and  came  down  them  like  a  cat  down 
the  side  of  a  house  to  assist  me.  He  really 
was  very  clever  and  good  with  me.  He  made 
me  face  the  wall  of  frozen  snow,  and  I  found 
he  had  dug  small  holes,  into  which  I  could 
put  my  hands  to  drag  myself  up  and  place 
each  foot  in  the  larger  hoies,  whilst  he  came 
behind  and  pushed  me  up.  In  this  way  we 
proceeded  witli  the  greatest  caution  at  the 
rate  of  about  a  yard  a  minute.  Then  we 
came  to  more  rock,  then  more  snow,  until 
I  wondered  when  we  should  reach  the  sum- 
mit. When  I  hauled  myself  through  deep 
snow  at  the  top,  I  breathed  properly  once 
more,  took  out  my  watch,  and  found  that 
we  had  done  this  perilous  ascent  of  200  yards 
in  exactly  one  hour  and  five  minutes.  We 
still  continued  to  crawl  on  our  hands  and 
knees  in  order  to  peep  over  the  knife  edge 
and  look  down  into  the  valley  beneath  us. 
At  that  very  moment  there  appeared  over 
the  skyline  to  our  left  the  figure  of  a  man 
(a  shepherd  looking  for  lost  sheep).  We 
glanced  down  into  the  valley  again,,  and 
there  saw  the  inevitable — a  magnificent 
male  chamois  galloping  away  with  all  his 
might,  having,  of  course,  seen  the  shepherd. 

It  was  heartrending  after  that  climb, 
with  the  wind  in  a  perfect  direction,  and 
with  plenty  of  covert  for  the  approach,  to 
have  one's  game  taken  from  us  in  a  second. 
1  wish  I  could  remember  all  the  names  Bar- 
thelemy called  that  Spaniard,  but  my  French 
was  not  good  enough  to  understand  half  of 
them.  We  now  sought  what  he  called  a 
"source,"  and  by  its  side  we  sat  and  ate  our 
lunch. 

In  the  afternoon  we  climbed  again  into  a 
place  commanding  the  next  valley,  and  there, 
if  you  please,  we  found — the  shepherd  again. 
Barthelemy  picked  up  thcrrfle,  and  1  was 
sure  he  was  going  to  fire  at  him;  however, 
he  desisted.  We  toiled  our  weary  way  I 
seeing  nothing  more. 


Next  morning  we  arranged  that  the  chef 
should  accompany  us,  and  that  Barthelemy 
and  I  should  post  ourselves  on  the  frontier 
whilst  the  chef  walked  ajong  the  Spanish 
valley  below  us  to  try  to  drive  up  any 
chamois  which  might  be  there  and  out  of 
sight.  When  we  got  up  to  the  snow  tops 
we  found  a  very  strong  wind  blowing,  dark 
clouds  about,  and  mist  on  all  the  highest 
peaks.  Barthelemy  and  I  sat  down  on  the 
knife-edged  rock  where  we  could  get  a  good 
view  of  the  immense  precipices  and  valley 
below  us  whilst  the  chef  descended.  We 
were  obliged  to  face  the  strong  South  wind, 
and  in  a  short  space  of  time  we  were  very 
cold  indeed.  I  should  think  we  must  have 
sat  uf»  there  for  a  whole  hour.  By  the  by, 
sitting  on  grass  on  the  Pyrenean  mountains 
feels  very  much  like  sitting  on  the  points  of 
hundreds  of  needles  and  pins.  I  preferred 
usually  the  knife-edged  "rock  or  snow  to  sit 
upon.  The  only  living  things  we  saw  below 
us,  and  mounting  higher  and  higher,  were  a 
large  flock  of  ravens,  three  magnificent 
eagles,  which  appeared  to  be  hunting  in  com- 
pany for  ptarmigan,  and  a  Spanish  shepherd 
slowly  walking  up  to  the  divide. 

At  length  the  chef  appeared  below  us, 
laboriously  making  his  way  up.  He  had 
seen  nothing.  Barthelemy 's  knees  were  now 
shaking  and  my  teeth  were  chattering,  and 
we  were  both  very,  very  glad  to  leave  our 
posts  and  get  Into  a  more  sheltered  place 
by  a  little  burn,  where  we  ate  our  lunch. 
Even  on  that  cold  day  1  could  not  eat  much. 
All  I  wanted  to  do  was  to  be  sick,  so  great 
was  our  altitude  nearly  every  day  about 
lunch  time.  Every  climber  knows  what  a 
horrible  feeling  mountain  sickness  is,  but  it 
is  common  to  most  people  at  very  great 
heights. 

After  lunch  we  went  to  spy  an  enormous" 
range  of  mountains  where  we  had  seen  the 
chamois  before.  A  bad  cold  in  the  head, 
added  to  which  the  terrific  climbing,  had 
made  me  feel  so  tired  and  slack  that  I  lay 
down  and  let  Barthelemy  do  all  the  spying 
for  once.  For  quite  half  an  hour  he  spied  the 
whole  of  the  range  and  valley  below  us.  "U 
ne  rien,"  he  said.  I  thought  I  would  take 
out  my  monocular  for  a  few  moments'  spy, 
and  in  two  minutes  1  had  made  my  first  find 
of  chamois.  A  lot  of  six  were  lying  down 
on  some  rock,  surrounded  by  vast  snow 
fields.  Barthelemy  and  the  chef  could  not 
believe  I  had  found  them.  They  searched 
and  searched,  but  could  see  nothing.  The 
chamois  were  sitting  on  red-bottom  rock, 
the  exact  color  of  their  bodies.  I  pointed 
out  the  spot  to  Barthelemy,  and  when  he  saw 
the  animals  he  was  very  pleased,  and  con- 
gratulated me  on  my  find.  I  wanted  to  go 
round  them  to  the  right,  and  go  upwards  to- 
wards them,  as  this  would  be  right  for  the 
wind.  But  no  Barthelemy  for  the  second 
time  would  not  hear  of  my  suggestion.  He 
said  that  if  we  went  the  way  I  wished  the 
chamois  would  see  us.  We  should  go  to  the 
left  and  get  above  them,  then  the  wind  would 
be  all  right. 

So  back  again  to  the  spot  where  we  had 
posted  for  an  hour  we  went,  and  next  up  the 
most  appallingly  steep  shale  slope  imagina- 
ble. For  we  had  done  it  once  before,  and  I 
knew  what- we  were  in  for.  Luckily  that  day 
it  was  cold;  whereas  on  the  first  day  we  did 
it,  it  \va.;  fearfully  hot.  At  any  Late,  it  fairly 
knocked  the  staffing  out  of  me  again,  and  1 
thould  estimate  that  when  we  got  to  a  rock 
.Mom  which  we  could  see  the  chamois  the 
sialk  must  have  lasted  a  coupb  of  hours. 
Chamois;  do  nit  lie  down  anywhere.  The 
wind  seemed  tc  be  blowing  straight  down  h.U 
'.(.m  ur  to  them,  and  I  knew  it  was  all  up 
with  the  game  wi.en  Barthelemy  put  his  head 
over  the  rock  and  said,  "Vit*.  vite!"  That 
was  enough.  I  peered  over,  to  see.  six  tiny 
forms  galloping  away  for  ad  they  were 
worth.  They  went  into  a  hollow  at  first,  so 
that  they  were  soon  lost  to  view.  On  their 
reappearance  at  500  yards'  range  I  fired  a 
temper  shot  at  them  as  they  still  galloped  on. 

It  was  a  very  long  and  dangerous  trudge 
homewards,  and  very  thankful  I  felt  when 
we  reached  the  tents  at  last,  for  I  was  ut- 
terly worn  out  with  fatigue. — C.  V.  A.  Peel.

His  final  surrender  was 
inevitable,  Edith  G.  Bayne  tells  us  in  The 
Western  Home  Monthly,  but  he  did  not  bury 
the  hatchet  and  smoke  the  pipe  of  peace 
without  one  last  long  reign  of  terror  and  the 
shedding  of  much"  blood.  Slowly  and  surely 
year  by  year  he  had  been  driven  from  his 
heretofore  undisputed  possessions  until  even 
the  limitless  prairie  was  wrested  from  him 
by  the  paleface.    Mounted  police  posts,  forts, 

farmsteads  and  embryo    towns    encroached  

upon  his  happy  hunting  ground  and  his  trails  ]m  Unfortunately  the  Northcote  was  of 
bore  the  wagon  wheel  imprint  of  the  new 
settler.  Generous  grants  of  land  were  given 
him  but  the  Indian  makes'  an  indifferent 
farmer.  He  wanted  more  and  more  land, 
and  civilization  failed  to  tame  his  wild  free 
spirit.  Louis  Kiel,  a  half-breed,  belonging  to 
the  hot-blooded  race  Once  known  as  Franco- 
Indian,  was  born  at  St.  Boniface  in  1844,  and 
educated  at  the  Jesuit  College  in  Montreal, 
as  a  protegee  of  Bishop  Tache.  He  had  all 
the  qualities  of  a  leader  and  he  early  grew  to 
believe  that  his  mission  in  life  was  to  lead 
his  people  in  war  upon  the  white  man  to  re- 
gain the  land  in  the  West  of  Canada.  In 
"l869  he  took  an  active  part  in  a  protest 
against  Canadian  authority,  but  the  rebellion 
was  suppressed  by  force  under  Sir  Garnet 
Wolseley  and  Riel  fled  the  country  for  a 
time.  In  187.1  he  again  incited  rebellion 
among'  the  Indians  and  half-breeds,  but  it  did 
not  gather  strength  and  a  warrant  of  out- 
lawry was  issued,  sentencing  him  to  five 
years'  banishment. 

in  the  Summer  of  1884  he  retufftedrfrem — 

•  Montana  and  again  led  a  movement  of  the 
metis     or     half-breeds — augmented     by     a 
force  of  Indians  from  the  valley  of  the  Sas- 
katchewan— to  a  grand  rally  at  St.  Laurent. 
Here  they  drew' up  a  Bill  of  Rights  and  for- 
warded   it  to  the   Government,   demanding 
the  same  grant  of  240  acres  per  head  for  the 
half-breeds  on  the  territories  that  had  been 
given    their    kinsmen    in    Manitoba.      There 
v.  ere  other  more  extravagant  demands,  but, 
although  the  Government  appointed  a  com- 
mission to  look  into  the  matter,  the  whole 
affair   aroused   very  little  public  attention, 
and  so  when  the  news  of  actual  revolt  came 
in  the  following  March,  Eastern  Canada  was 
taken  completely  by  surprise.     On  St.  Pat- 
rick's   Day    the  "metis   formed   a    Provincial 
Government  with  Riel  as  President,  Gabriel 
Dumont  as  Adjutant-General,    and    a   large 
Council.     The  Saskatchewan  Indians,  under 
the   leadership   of  Beardy   and   One-Arrow 
joined  them  and  they  proceeded  to  shout  de- 
fiance at  the  Canadian   Government.     All 
available  stores  were  seized  and   telegraph 
communication  was  shut  off  by  cutting  the 
wires.      Supplies   en    rout   to   Prince   Albert 
were  intercepted  and*the  Rebels  demanded 
the  surrender  of  Fort  Carlton,  a  Northwest 
Mounted  Police  post,     forty     miles     from 
Prince  Albert.     Major  Crozier  with  a  few  pf 
his  aides  held  this  post  and  succeeded  in  get- 
ting word  to  Prince  Albert  and  obtaining  a 
reinforcement  of  volunteers,  with  whose  as- 
sistance he  made  an  effort     to    secure    the 
stores  from  Duck  Lake.    But  at  this  point  he 
was  attacked  and  forced  to  retreat. 

The  only  forces  available  to  cope  with 
the  insurrection  were  500  Mounted  Police 
scattered  in  small  detachments  over  the  ter- 
ritory, with  much  less  than  half  that  number 
distributed  between  Fort  Carlton.  Fort  Pitt 
and  Dattleford,  the  most  important  posts. 
Great  excitement  prevailed  throughout  Can- 
ada, now  that  the  tight  was  on.  and  steps 
were  immediately  taken  to  dispatch  a  force 
of  militia  to  the  West.  By  the  middle  of 
April  3,000  men  had  gone  out  from  Ontario 
and  Quebec,  and  1,500  had  been  raised  in 
Manitoba. 

The  main  body  of  the  Rebels  was  gath- 
ered at  Batoche  on  the  South  Saskatchewan 
River.  General  Middleton  mustered  his 
men  at  Qu'Appelle  and  Swift  Current,  resolv- 
ing to  attack  the  Rebel  camp  in  two  columns. 
The  largest,  under  himself,  was  to  proceed 
North  by  trail  to  Clark's  Crossing,  a  rough 
forty  miles  from  Batoche,  ami  the  second, 
under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Otter,  was  ordered 
in  march  on  Battleford.  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Van  Straubenzie.  a  veteran  of  the  Crimea, 
of  the  Indian  Mutiny  and  of  the  Chinese  Re- 
bellion was  second  in  command  under  Mid- 
dleton. An  auxiliary  army  was  to  descend 
from  Edmonton  to  Fort  Pitt. 

Poundmaker,  the  Cree  chief,  with  5oo 
Indians  laid  siege  to  the  stockade  near  Bat- 
tleford, while  Big  Bear,  with  his  Indians 
:-eized  the  stores  near  Fort  Pitt  and  killed 
nine  people.  The  settlers  in  the  valley  of 
the  upper  river  fled  in  terror  North  and 
West  in  an  effort  to  reach  Edmonton,  while 
hot  on  their  trail  sped  the  Indians,  pillaging 
and  burning  every  farm  house.  For  days 
the  smoke  of  battle  hung  like  a  pall  on  the 
horizon  and  no  white  man's  life  was  safe.  By 
forced  marches  the  main  army,  the  Royal 
Grenadiers  and  Battery  A  with  other  troops 
gained  Clark's  Crossing  and  advanced  boldly 
on  the  enemy.  At  Fish  Creek  the  Indians 
were  gathered  behind  rifle  pits  which  they 
had  constructed  in  a  wooded  coulee  or  val- 
ley. A  sharp  and  bloody  conflict  ensued  on 
April  24,  and  although  the  Rebels  fought 
stubbornly  under  Gabriel  Dumont  they  were 
finally  defeated  at  this  stronghold.  In  the 
meantime,  Otter's  army,  leaving  Swift  Cur- 
rent on  April  13,  marched  steadily  the  200 
miles  to  the  fort  at  Battleford  and  success- 
fully met  the  Indians  there,  beating  them 
back  to  the  river.  Moving  on  with  325 
men   to    attack  Poundmaker,    Otter   came

hand.  St.  Clement's  bells  belong  to  no  single 
parish,  not  even  to  great  London  They  have 
rung  for  untold  centuries  through  the  whole 
realm  of  nurseryland.  The  Daily  Telegraph 
(London)  says,  whose  boundaries  only  the 
most  distant  oceans  encompass — - 

"Oranges  and  lemons," 
Say   the   bells  of  St.   Clement's 

— who  is  there  who  does  not  remember  the 
rhyme  since  earliest  childhood?  And  who 
wrote  these  lines?  No  one  knows  their  date. 
I  am  prone  to  suspect  that  they  are  Eliza- 
bethan, a  product  of  that     great     age     of 


ever  farther  into  the  interior  of  the  country 
until  fur  trading  stations  had#been  estab- 
lished in  evety  accessible  part  of  the  area 
now  embraced  within  the  borders  of  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada.

The  siege  of  Batoche  continued  for  four  days, 
the  firing  at  tirst  desultory,  but  on  the  last 
da)  a  full  and  determined'  charge  by  the 
militia  gaining  for  them  the  victory.  Riel 
and  many  of  his  aides  were  captured.  Du- 
mont escaped  over  the  American  border, 
Poundmaker  surrendered  and  Big  Bear  was 
ultimately  captured.  With  the  siege  of 
Batoche  the  rebellion  was  practically  ended, 
although  not  without  severe  loss  to  the 
militia. 

Louis  Riel  was  taken  to  Regina  and  tried 
for  treason-felony.  He  was  sentenced  to  be 
hanged  in  November  of  the  same  year,  and, 
notwithstanding  the  eloquent  pleading  of  his 
counsel  and  the  many  letters  from  French- 
Canadians  asking  for  commutation  of  his 
sentence,  it  was  carried  out  to  the  full  letter 
of  the  law.  Eight  Indians  met  the  same  fate 
at  Battleford  and  Poundmaker  died  in  the 
Manitoba  penitentiary. 

The  excellent  work  of  Straubenzie  and 
of  Capt.  Howard  and  his  gatling  gun  at 
Batoche,  and  of  Col.  Williams  and  his  men 
of  the  midlands  has  gone  down  to  history 
and  Canadians  will  always  have  reason  to  be 
proud  of  the  "fighting  90th"  or  "the  little 
black  devils,"  as  the  half-breeds  called  them. 
The  suppression  of  the  rebellion  throughout 
was  distinguished  for  bravery  in  the  ranks 
ol  our  defenders  who  fought,  every  man, 
like  a  Canadian  and  a  hero.

being  carried  on  with  increasing  vigor  by  the 
aid  of  modern  guns,  smokeless  powder,  im- 
proved traps  and  the  most  alluring  baits  and 
scents,  the  supply  ot  furs  obtained  is  con- 
stantly diminishing.  Coincident  with  the  fall- 
ing off  in  the  supply,  there  has  been  a  re- 
markable increase  In  the  demand  for  furs. 
especially  for  the  most  costly  varieties.  This 
has  been  most  marked  during  the  past 
twenty  years,  owing  to  the  increase  of  popu- 
lation and  wealth  among  the  people  of 
Northern  countries  where  furs  are  required 
not  only  for  comfort  but  also  to  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  fashion,  The  value  of  the 
furs  exported  from  Canada  in  the  year  1913 
was  $5,415,1 18.  This  increased  demand 
has,  of  course,  been  accompanied  by  a  steady 
rise  in  price. 

While  the  most  costly  furs  are  in  ever- 
increasing  demand,  notwithstanding  their 
ever-increasing  price — for  the  mere  fact 
that  they  are  enormously  expensive  creates 
an  inextinguishable  desire  for  them  on  the 
part  of  certain  people — there  has  arisen  an 
increasing  demand  for  cheaper  furs  also. 
Scarcely  any  animal  that  has  a  furry  coat, 
is  now  safe  to  walk  around,  for  some  one 
seizes  and  slays  it.  although  the  pelt  con- 
tinues its  existence  under  a  name  and  often 


yet  only /on  a  small  scale.  Among  these  are 
foxes  of  several  varieties,  mink,  martin,  fish- 
er, muskrat,  raccoon  and  skunk.  The  skins 
of  the  animals  bred  in  captivity  bring  a  higher 
price  in  the  market  than  the  skins  of  the 
same  animals  takea  in  the  forest.  Fox 
farming,  especially  in  Prince  Edward  Island, 
indeed,  although  more  or- less  discredited  by 
the  excessive  speculation  with  which  it  has 
been  associated,  has  proved  to  be  a  success- 
ful industry  and  one  which  is  capable  of 
great  expansion.  There  are  now  on  Prince 
Edward  Island  2  33  fox  "ranches,"  contain- 
ing 2,480  foxes,  of  which  1.3  25  are  silver- 
black  foxes.  The  sworn  value  of  these  was 
siigntiy  over  jm,/oo,ooo,  rrom  which  the 
Provincial  Government  derived  an  income  of 
S3 7,000.  The  black  and  dark  silver  skins 
from  foxes  produced  on  the  Prince  Edward 
Island  ranches  have  rarely  brought  less  than 
S5oo  apiece  and  frequently  over  $2,ooo  at 
the  London  auction  sales. 

Much  also  could  be  done  to  prevent  the 
extermination  of  our  fur-bearing  animals  by 
making  all  our  national  parks  and  forest  re- 
serves "sanctuaries"  for  the  animals  who  are 
their  natural  denizens.  A  sanctuary  has  been 
defined  by  Colonel  Wood  as  a  place  where 


Bog  Scouts  and  the  Governor- General 


URINCi   his   term    of  office   His 
Royal    Highness,    the   Duke   of 
Connaught,  Chief  Scout  Master 
for  Canada,   has    rendered    in- 
valuable service    to    the  Scout 
movement  here,  and  will  be  greatly  missed 
when  he  leaves.     Prince  Alexander  of  Teck, 
however,  is  no  less  interested   in  the  Scout 
scheme,  and  will  doubtless  carry  on  the  good 
work  of  his  predecessor. 

Sir  Robert  Baden-Powell  has  recently 
been  on  several  tours  of  inspection  in  various 
countries,  and,  writing  afterwards  to  one  of 
the  county  commissioners,  giving  the  im- 
pressions of  his  visit,  he  stated  that  it  was 
essential  for  the  commissioners  to  have  a 
grasp  of  their  subject  and  plenty  of  keenness 
and  energy  in  carrying  out  inspections,  and 
in  hejping,  as  far  as  they  could,  their  troops 
to  go  into  camp  frequently,  for  it  was  mainly 
in  camp  that  the  training  underlying  scouting 
could  be  readily  carried  into  effect.  It  was 
also  essential,  he  said,  that  the  scoutmasters 
should  be  sincerely  actuated  by  the  intentions 
and  aims  of  the  movement  in  all  their  doings. 
It  was  necessary  to  employ  plenty  of  "give 
and  take"  and  self-denial,  and  to  give  ready 
response  to  the  guidance  of  their  commis- 
sioners. It  was  their  business  to  "enthuse" 
the  boys  in  taking  up  their  work  by  employ- 
ing imagination  and  originality  in  devising 
games,  practices,  and  competitions.  In  a 
number  of  cases  this  had  evidently  been  done 
already  by  scoutmasters,  but  in  others  they 
were  adhering  too  much  to  rather  "played- 
out  ideas."  Local  rallies,  he  considered, 
had  a  good  effect  in  bringing  scoutmasters 


together,  and  enabling  them  to  compare 
notes  and  experiences,  and  it  was  in  this  way 
that  it  was  possible  to  arrive  at  a  good 
standard  of  training  all  round.  He  empha- 
sized the  importance,  of  putting  responsi- 
bility more  liberally  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
patrol  leaders,  as  he  had  found  that  where 
this  was  properly  done,  and  due  regard  paid 
to  the  "Court  of  Honor"  carrying  out  its 
duties,  there  had  followed  a  great  develop- 
ment of  efficiency,  discipline  and  vitality. 

During  this  Summer  a  large  number  of 
scouts  from  Great  Britain  will  go  over  to  the 
Continent  to  visit  their  brother  scouts  in 
France,  Germany,  Holland,  Denmark  and 
other  countries;  also  many  troops  from 
abroad  are  being  entertained  by  British 
scout?.  The  Dutch  scouts,  for  instance,  are 
holding  a  big  camp  at  the  old  Roman  tower 
of  Nijmvegen  from  August  4  to  l  1,  and  have 
invited  English  scouts  to  be  present. 

Sir  Robert  Baden-Powell  has  sent  the  fol- 
lowing message  to  the  promoters  of  an  in- 
ternational scout  camp,  which  is  to  be  held 
in  Denmark  this  year:

I  hope  that  the  representa- 
tives of  the  various  countries  who  are 
going  to  be  present  will  not  only  have  a 
thoroughly  enjoyable  time,  but  that  they 
will  also  make  many  lasting  friendships  with 
their  comrades  from  other  countries,  and 
thus  form  an  additional  proof  that  the  bond 
of  the  scout  brotherhood  is  stronger  than 
any   difference  of   race,  religion,   or  class."

man  is  passive  and  the  rest  of  nature  active, 
under  a  guise  in  which  its  original  possessor     This  can  be  done  by  maintaining  a  really 

efficient  system  of  patrol,  with  the  prompt 
arrest  and  punishment  of  all  who  break  the 
forest  laws.  Some  of  our  parks  are  so  pro- 
tected, and  it  is  found  that  the  animals  ra- 
pidly increase  in  them  and  spread  out  into  the 
surrounding  forest.  Many  of  our  forest  re- 
serves, however,  are  absolutely  without  pro- 
tection or  patrol. 

In  conclusion  it  may  be  said  that  we 
have  seen  that  Canada  has  been  blessed  with 
great  natural  resources.  Each  and  all  of 
these,  however,  already  show  signs  of  seri- 
ous depletion. 

Our  mineral  resources,  like  the  mineral 
resources  of  every  country,  are  in  the  very 
nature  of  the  case  being  depleted  in  direct 
proportion  to  the  growth  of  our  annual  out- 
put of  the  products  of  mine  and  quarry. 

Our  forests,  which  are  by  no  means  so 
extensive  as  is  generally  supposed,  have  been 
cut,  slashed  and  burned  in  a  reckless  man- 
ner. 

Our  agricultural  lands,  although  showing 
an  ever  increasing  output  on  account  of  the 
opening  up  of  new  tracts  of  virgin  soil,  are 
not  yielding  even  approximately  the  returns 
of  which  they  are  capable  were  they  farmed 
according  to  more  improved  methods. 

The  maintenance  of  our  water-powers  at 
their  maximum  efficiency  is  threatened  if 
the  forest  areas  of  their  catchment-basins  are 
not  preserved. 

The  fisheries  of  British  Columbia  and  of 
our  inland  waters  are  in  serious  danger. 

With  the  continued  advance  of  settle- 
ment our  wild  fur-bearing  animals  are  in 
course  of  extermination. 

Each  and  all  of  these  resources  of  our 
national  domain,  (with  the  exception  of  the 
mineral  deposits),  can,  however,  not  only 
be  restored  to  its  original  condition,  but  may, 
if  we  take  vigorous  action  at  the  present  time, 
be  conserved,  cultivated  and  not  only  be 
made  to  yield  a  higher  annual  return  than  at 
present,  but  while  doing  so  to  increase  in 
value  year  by  year,  and  be  handed  on  by 
each  generation  to  the  succeeding  one  in  a 
better  and  more  productive  condition  than 
it  received  them. 

It  is  time  for  the  people  of  Canada  to 
awake  to  the  realization  of  these  facts,  and 
in  so  doing  to  remember  that  in  the  last 
analysis  the  success  of  any  policy  of  conser- 
vation depends  upon  the  efficiency  of  the 
human  unit.  The  instinct  of  the  savage 
which  still  survives  in  the  ordinary  man  in- 
clines him  to  seize  what  he  can  now  and 
for  himself  and  let  others,  including  posterity, 
take  their  chances.  The  national  instinct 
for  the  preservation  of  the  state  does  not, 
however,  lend  itself  to  any  such  practice  df 
personal  aggrandizement  and  selfish  wjtttife. 
Canada  should  learn  the  lesson  e:

HEN  the  bulbous  plants  break 
through  the  crust  of  Winter, 
then  Spring,  evasive,  whimsical 
and  wild  in  her  ways,  cannot  be 
gainsaid.  She  claims  a  wel- 
come as  snowdrops,  crocuses  and  squills  are 
in  bloom  and  myriads  of  green  spikes  push 
through  the  earth,  calling  the  eager  to  watch 
their  miraculous  growth  until  they  unfold 
their  flowers.  The  snowdrop  foreruns  the 
procession.  As  the  spirit  of  the  snow,  it 
hangs  its  frail,  bell-like  flower  while  patches 
'  of  ice  still  cling  to  the  ground.  A  tiny  ghost- 
like thing  upheld  by  the  bosom  of  the  earth, 
it  knows  no  fear,  but  gives  freely  of  its 
beauty,  then  dies  leaving  in  its  offshoots  the 
assuredness  of  reappearance  the  following 
season.  The  snowdrop  never  appears  in  any 
garb  but  white,  and  thus  clad  in  tests  the 
temperature  of  early  March,  fragile  yet  cour- 
ageous. There  are  two  varieties  of  snow- 
drops, the  small  one  blooming  first,  Galan- 
thus  nivalis,  and  its  larger,  double-flowered 
relative,  Galanthus  Elwesii,  a  native  of  Asia- 
Minor,  which  opens  two  weeks  later.  By 
planting  both  varieties  of  these  bulbs  in  the 
autumn  a  succession  of  bloom  can  be  gained 
for  the  spring. 

Then  before  the  snowdrops  have  passed, 
the  earth  opens  to  let  through  the  crocuses, 
a  merry  band  of  funnel-shaped,  stemless 
flowers,  occurring  in  colors  seen  in  the 
Spring  sky.  and  in  the  mists  that  cling  to  the 
lowlands.  White,,  lavender,  blue,  besides  a 
deep  purple  are  among  their  colors;  although 
by  far  the  cheeriest  of  all  are  the  yellow 
ones  affording  as  gladsome  a  sight  as  the 
Spring  dandelions,  miniature  suns  on  young 
grass,  emerald  green. 

Many  people  plant  yellow  crocuses  ex- 
clusively, naturalizing  them  in  the  grass,  in 
flower  beds  and  borders  and  covering  with 
them  foregrounds  of  evergreen  shrubs.  My- 
riads of  crocuses  are  thus  planted  through 
the  lawns  of  different  estates  in  this  country 
where  they  appear  as  free  and  wild  as  if  they 
were  in  truth  the  bloom  of  the  grass.  Happily 
such  bulbs  are  not  costly.  The  foresight  to 
plant  them  in  the  autumn,  late  September  or 
October,  meets  fully  its  reward  in  early 
Spring.  Satisfactory  varieties  are  the  Mont 
Blanc,  a  large  and  snow-white  beauty;  King 
of  the  Blues;  Golden  Yellow;  La  Majesl- 
ueuse,  lilacs  striped  with  white;  Black 
Knight,  besides  many  others. 

Of  course  Siberian  squills,  Scilla  Siberica, 
are  among  the  very  delightful  of  early  bulb- 
ous plants.  From  their  slender  stalks  droop 
several  flowers  in  clear,  deep  blue,  an  un- 
usual color  in  the  vegetable  world.  For 
even  though  there  are  many  blue  flower?  the 
percentage  is  less  than  in  pink,  red,  yellow  or 
white.  The  blue  squills,  when  naturalized  in 
the  lawn,  make  it  appear  as  if  it  had  drawn 
the  sky  near.  These  early  flowering  squills 
are  particularly  charming  in  clumps  in  the 
rock  garden  or  used  as  edgings  for  borders 
and  beds. 

Lilies-of-the- valley  are  known  to  all  and 
sought  in  the  Spring  at  the  base  of  some  old 
tree,  perhaps  under  a  planting  of  rhododen- 
drons or  in  a  spot  dark  and  shady;  neverthe- 
less their  elfinlike  flowers,  fragrant  as 
Spring's  fresh  breath,  are  also  lovers  of  sun- 
light. In  the  higher  Alleghenies  where  the 
writer  has  seen  them  growing  in  a  wild  state, 
for.  they  are  indigenous  to  this  section  of 
the  country,  they  seek  the  mountain  slopes 
and  open  places  where  the  sun  may 
linger  until  the  time  of  its  setting.  It 
is  likely  that  they  have  become  associated 
with  damp  and  dark  planting  grounds  be- 
cause they  do  not  succumb  to  the  melancholy 
of  these  influences  and  also  because  their 
foliage  forms  an  excellent  ground  cover  for 
such  places  after  their  bloom  has  passed.  But 
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the  lily-of-the-valley  touched  by  the  sun- 
shine is  a  much  larger,  more  vigorous  look- 
ing flower  than  when  grown  in  the  shade. 
This  plant  is  not,  as  many  believe,  a  baby 
relative  of  the  proud  lily  family.  Scientifi- 
cally it  is  designated  as  Convallaria  majalis, 
a  genus  entirely  distinct  from  the  Liliums.  No 
matter  how  small  the  planting  ground  about 
the  home,  the  lily-of-the-valley  is  one  of 
the  plants  that  should  be  included.  Its  pips 
are  set  in  the  autumn  and  when  the  planting 
becomes  too  heavy,  individuals  can  be  taken 
from  the  centre  of  the  bed  and  set  on  its  out- 
skirts. The  gaps  thus  caused  fill  quickly 
while  the  boundaries  oi  the  bed  extend. 

The  narcissus  family,  including  the  daffo- 
dils, jonquils,  poet's  or  pheasant's  eye  nar- 
cissus and  numbers  of  other  well-beloved 
flowers,  is  of  inestimable  value  in  early 
Spring,  drawing  from  the  heart  of  the  earth 
to  adorn  it  such  a  varied  wealth  of  color  and 
beauty.  The  whole  family  is  renownedly 
hardy.  Of  late  it  has  become  popular  to 
plant  the  narcissi  naturalistically  in  the 
wilder  outlying  parts  of  the  grounds,  by  the 
banks,  of  streams,  along  paths  and  in  many 
places  semi-shaded ;  in  fact,  wherever  the  soil 
is  good  and  where  it  is  desired  to  let  them 
remain  year  after  year.  For  among  their 
other  good  qualities  is  that  of  increasing  rap- 
idly, a  single  clump  becoming  large  and  very 
beautiful  with  the  passage  of  time.  In  plant- 
ing a  garden  for  permanence,  the  narcissi  are 
among  the  most  important  of  all  plants,  for 
they  give  bloom  and  brilliance  at  a  time  of 
the  year  when  perennials  and  annuals  are 
still  for  a  future  day. 

The  polyanthus  variety  of  narcissi  are 
very  attractive,  besides  impellingly  fragrant; 
but  they  are  not  as  hardy  as  the  others,  and 
if  grown  in  cold  climates  require  heavy  and 
careful  protection  over  the  Winter.  South 
of  the  freezing  belt,  no  plants  are  more 
worthy  of  naturalization. 

The  Mediterranean  coast  is  the  land  in 
which  to  see  the  narcissi  in  true  splendor, 
varieties  and  types  there  occurring  that  never 
come  to  America.  The  market-places  of 
Tunis  are  scented  with,  a  tiny,  little  yellow 
and  white  narcissus  that  seems  to  hold  the 
romance  of  that  picturesque  country.  The 
Arabs'  cemetery  in  Algiers  is  one  of  the  hunt- 
ing grounds  for  rarities  and  the  carnival  at 
Nice  would  lose  In  fragrance  where  it  not  for 
this  wonderful  plant  seemingly  adapted  to 
play  a  part  in  the  life  of  the  people. 

The  climate  of  lower  California  is  not 
unlike  that  of  this  sun-ridden  strip  of  sea  , 
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A  lew  pieces  of  charcoal-axe- added,-to.k£ep., 
the  water  sweet,  and  the  pan  is  filled  with 
moss  and  sprays  of  any  pretty  green  foliage  .-: 
or  vine;  fever  fern  and  the  sweet-scented  ger- 
aniums have  suitable  foliage  for  this  purpose. 
And  later,  when  one  can  cut  sprays  from  the 
garden,  nothing  can  be  prettier  than  the  light 
green  tips  of  Clematis  paniculata,  and  the 
gray-green  sprays  of  ambrosia;  the  latter  be- 
ing also  exceedingly  fragrant.  •  Kenilworth 
ivy,  pilogyne,  and  tradescantia  are  lovely 
drooping  over  the  sides  of  the  pan.  All  of 
these  will  remain  fresh  and  green  in  water  for 
a  long  time,  often  making  roots  and  grow- 
ing for  months. 

This  is  only  the  foundation  for  cut- 
flowers  from  the  garden.  Sometimes  the 
decoration  consists  of  the  lovely  nodding 
blue  and  white  chionodoxa.  Then  the  golden 
picture  is  once  more  reproduced  by  means 
of  the  graceful  narcissus.  Again,  single  pink, 
white,  or  red  tulips  add  their  splendid  col  -r 
to  the  decoration.  Some  of  the  garden  flow- 
ers especially  adapted  to  such  a  scheme  are 
nasturtiums,  pansies,  verbenas,  annual  phlox, 
sweet  peas,  as  well  as  a  host  of  others.  AV 
through  the  Summer  is  kept  up  a  succession 
of  beautiful,  novel  and  elaborate  decoration, 
requiring  only  a  few  minutes'  time  in  which 
to  change  the  flowers  and  the  color  scheme.

land.  Those  living,  therefore,  in  this  part  of 
America  can  do  no  Better  than  to  cultivate 
the  many  and  rare  varieties  of  this  family, 
which  demands  so  little  and  gives  so  much. 
Tulips  are  a  part  .  of  the  Spring  and 
among  the  most  exquisitely  formed  of  all 
flowers.  Ther  are  of  many  colors  and  many 
forms,  all  bearing  indelibly  the  tulip  stamp. 
Those  who  have  not  planned  in  the  Autumn 
for  tulips  in  their  garden  regret  the  fact  deep- 
ly when  the  time  comes  for  their  unfolding. 
For  Nature  in  her  wisdom  has  provided  them 
and  other  bulbous  plants  to  combat  success- 
fully the  somewhat  uncertain  weather  con- 
ditions of  an  opening  season,  when  their 
bloom  In  gardens  does  away  ^ith  a  time  of 
barrenness,  otherwise  a  necessity. 

Tulips  have  a  long  range  of  bloom. 
There  are  the  early  and  late  bedding 
varieties,  common  garden  tulips,  Darwin  and 
parrot  varieties,  the  latter  opening  late  and 
extending  into  May.  To  choose  among  them 
becomes  an  embarrassment  of  riches. 

The  time  is  approaching,  however,  when 
garden  builders  should  observe  the  tulips 
that  please  their  fancy  and  take  notice  con- 
cerning their  names,  their  colors  and  habits, 
that  their  bulbs  may  be  bought  in  the 
Autumn,  the  time  that  it  is  feasible  to  set 
them  into  the  ground. 

And  besides  tulips  growing  in  the  Spring 
garden,  hyacinths  of  many  forms  and  colors 
are  essential,  with  their  bold,  conspicuous 
personalities  and  rare,  alluring  fragrance. 
Their  stalks  of  bloom  have  not  the  purity  of 
formation  of  the  tulip,  nevertheless  they  are 
highly  decorative.  The  garden  without  them 
is  shorn  of  its  due.  Tulips  andhyacinths  are 
both  produced  by  Dutch  bulbs  requiring 
much  the  same  treatment.  Unquestionably, 
they  are  the  bulbs  par  excellence  for  bed- 
ding purposes.  It  is  almost  impossible,  how- 
ever, for  the  amateur  planter  to  select  bulbs 
that  will  bear  simultaneously,  blend  well  in 
colors  and  form  an  altogether  satisfactory 
effect.    Therefore  it  has  become  customary 


to  plant  beds,  also  borders,  with  one  variety 
only,  obtaining  in  this  way  a  mass  of  color 
symmetrically  presented.  Artistically  as 
well  as  horticulturally,  the  result  is  an  im- 
provement on  the  old  method  ot  growing 
these  bulbs.  One  garden  is  known  to  the 
writer  in  which  yellow  tulips  unfold  at  the 
same  time  as  numbers  of  rose  pink  hyacinths; 
no  other  colors  are  then  in  sight  and  their 
effect  and  fragrance  suggest  the  Spring's  un- 
folding miracles. 


A  New  Wag  to  Arrange 
Flowers  in  the  Home

Flowers  in  the  home  are  an  index  of 
culture  and  refinement,  and  lend  an  air  of 
luxury  to  the  plainest  surroundings.  A  friend 
of  mine  whose  home  is  always  filled  with  the 
choicest  flowers,  the  year  round,  has  the 
happy  faculty  of  making  a  few  seem  many, 
and  many  a  multitude. 

One  of  her  novel  devices  is  a  mantel 
decoration.  She  had  a  tinsmith  make  a  pan 
of  the  right  dimensions  to  fit  in  front  of  the 
mirror  over  the  fireplace.  The  pan  is  four 
inches  deep  and  six  inches  wide.  It  is  painted 
on  the  outside  a  soft  gray-green.  _  In  the  fall, 
the  pan  is  filled  with  earth  or  fiber,  in  which 
Spring-bloom  bulbs  of  some  one  variety  are 
planted  and  set  away  in  a  cool,  dark  corner 
of  the  cellar,  to  make  roots;  after  which  the 
pan  is  brought  up  and  placed  in  a  cool,  sun- 
ny room  until  the  blossoms  appear. 

Every  bulb  has  three  or  four  blossoms 
open  at  one  time,  and,  when  these  are 
doubled  by  the  reflection  in  the  mirror,  one 
can  imagine  the  wonderful  beauty  of  the 
golden  picture  they  present. 

After  the  blossoms  are  past,  the  pan  la 
set  away  until  the  bfttps  ripe*, *hen 
are  planted  in  the  lawn  or  araoiw  the 
bery ;  the  pan  is  again  $|n  ~ " 
and  about  two  inches  o£ 


Viscount  Carlow  is  a  beautiful  rose,  free 
in  growth  and  blossom,  of  unique  coloring, 
and  one  of  the  best  of  all  the  decorative 
varieties  with  dark,  bronzy  foliage;  but, 
regretfully  I  must  say,  that  of  all  roses  I 
know  it  is  the  most  subject  to  mildew.  This 
disease  very  suddenly  limits  all  the  charms 
and  delights  of  a  truly  beautiful  rose,  so  that 
it  is  only  when  the  weather  is  "just  right" 
that  we  see  the  best  qualities  of  Viscount 
Carlow,  for,  even  with  the  greatest  care,  I 
have  failed  to  keep  it  clean  when  mildew  was 
rampant. 

Madame  Jules  Grolez  is  another  beauti- 
ful rose  that  takes  mildew  badly  directly 
the  atmospheric  conditions  are  suitable  for 
the  attack  and  spread  of  this  disease.  The 
foliage  may  be  in  the  best  of  health,  and 
then  be  badly  crippled  in  a  couple  of  days, 
so  subject  is  this  variety  to  this  terrible 
disease. 

Killarney  is  a  really  beautiful  variety  in 
every  way,  but  it  is  badly  affected  by  mil- 
dew. The  white  sport  from  this  is  ruined 
almost  as  soon  as  the  disease  appears,  other- 
wise it  would  be  one  of  our  very  best  white 
beddd((s-  For  forcing  it  is  a  grand  variety; 
indeed,  most  of  these  "mildewy"  roses  are 
seen  ^t  their  best  when  properly  treated 
under  glass,  for  Here  we  can  fight  the 
disease  better,  having  temperature  and 
atmospheric  conditions  more  or  less  under 
control. 

Bessie  Brown,  Queen  of  Spain,  Mildred 
Grant  and  Innocente  Pirola  are  others  that 
are  distressingly  addicted  to  mildew  when- 
ever the  conditions  are  in  the  least  favor- 
able to  this  disease;  however,  there  is  no 
necessity  to  grow  these  varieties. 

At  the  first  sign  of  mildew,  apply  suit- 
able solutions  at  once.  It  is  a  mistake  to 
wait  until  the  disease  has  a  firm  footing. 
There  arc  several  cheap  and  reliable  washea 
on  the  market.

But  fashion  and  custom  decree 
that  she  shall  wear  seven  or  eight  garments, 
some  of  them  tight,  heavy  and  stiff,  stock- 
ings and  boots  or  shoes.  Now  the  present 
day  fashions  for* women  are  endeavoring  to 
make  things  more  comfortable  for  the  wear- 
ers. 

In  the  first  place,  heavy  hats  are  almost 
unknown.  Few  women  will  consider  for  a 
moment  the  buying  of  a  hat  that  is  not  light 
and  comfortable  on  the  head.  If  a  milliner 
makes  heavy  hats  her  customers  soon  go 
elsewhere.  Then  fashion  went  a  step  further 
and  decreed  that  high,  stiff  collars  were 
taboo.  Therefore  it  is  now  possible  for  a 
woman  to  be  perfectly  cool  and  comfortable 
about  the  throat  and  this  is  a  most  important 
thing  for  constriction' and  heat  around  the 
neck  spell  discomfort,  if  not  actual  danger, 
for  the  whole  body.  At  the  same  time  as  low- 
necked  frocks  come  in  so  did  comfortable 
stays.  Let  any  woman  who  cracks  up  the 
fashions  of  the  past  as  compared  with  the 
fashions  of  today  read  the  history  of  the 
corset  and  see  what  tortues  women  have  suf- 
fered down  the  ages  in  order  to  be,  as  they 
falsely  imagined,  beautiful.  Tight  lacing 
has  disappeared  never,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  to 
re-appear.  And  yet  short-sighted  persons 
compare  the  fashions  of  the  days  when  tight 
lacing,  hoop  skirts  and  such  atrocities  were 
in  vogue,  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  former! 

My  contention  is  this,  that  there  is  noth-

The  Color  of  Eyes 

Have  you  noticed  how  the  color  of  your 
eyes  changes  sometimes  with  the  weather, 
and  sometimes  with  the  color  you  wear? 

With  almost  everything  but  the  eyes  it 
takes  contrast  to  bring  out  color.  For 
instance,  a  portrait  of  a  blond  woman  almost 
invariably  has  blue  in  the  background,  and 
somewhere  about  the  portrait  of  a  brunette 
you  will  find  pink  or  red,  blended  to  accen- 
tuate the  dark  skin  and  hair. 

It  is  exactly  the  opposite  with  nature;  a 
color  brings  out  a  color.  You  will  see  a  rosy- 
cheeked  girl  with  a  rose-colored  hat  on  her 
head;  remove  the  hat  and  replace  it  by  a 
brown  or  green  one  and  she  will  look  pale. 

A  blue  hat  or  veil  casts  a  blue  shade  over 
the  face,  so  that  the  sweetest  natural  com- 
plexion will  appear  as  if  painted. 

You  can  make  your  blue  e>es  or  grey- 
blue  eyes  deeper  in  color  if  you  like.  If  you 
wear  a  blue  facing  or  much  blue  trimming 
upon  your  hat  the  same  shade  will  be  re- 
flected in  your  eyes.  The  darker  the  blue 
the  darker  the  eyes. 

The  same  principle  works  with  rich  violet 
colorings.  Often  blue  eyes  appear  like 
violets  under  a  purple  hat.  Brown  and  dull 
reds  will  darken  and  deepen  brown  eyes 
when  worn  round  the  shoulders  or  on  the 
head. 

Then  there  are*  colors  which  take  all 
color  out  of  the  eyes.  The  mustard  yellow, 
while  it  flatters  black  hair,  is  positively  fatal 
to  complexion  and  eyes,  it  fades  all  color 
out  of  blue  eyes  and  makes  brown  eyes  look 
absolutely  pale. 

Some  pale  shades  of  pink  gowns  are  be- 
coming to  both  blondes  and  brunettes,  lor 
they  cast  a  soft  glow  over  the  complexion 
and  eyes.  Blue  gowns  on  a  blonde,  or  not 
ton  pale  a  violet  color,  will  deepen  the  color 
of  the  eyes  and  make  the  skin  appear  pearly.

It  enhances  the  color 

of  the  complexion  and  hair;  but    it     only 

brightens  the  eyes,  it  has  no  effect  upon  their 

color.     While  a  soft  canary  yellow  will  tone 

down   any   strong  color   by   reflection,    too 

deep  a  yellow  will  cause  the  cheeks  and  lips 

to  look  pale.

Stand  on  the  right  toe  and  slowly  whirl 
round  by  touching  the  left  toe  to  the  ground 
once  in  every  half  circle.  Hold  the  arms  out- 
stretched.   Repeat  by  interchanging  feet. 

Lift  right  leg  up  until  knee  almost 
touches  breast,  holding  toe  downward,  and 
slowly  step  forward  with  it.  Raise  left  leg 
in  the  same  manner  and  step  forward,  hold- 
ing the  body  throughout  without  a  quiver.

A  WEDDING  CAKE. 

One  pound  butter,  one  pound  flour,  one 
half  teaspoon  cloves,  juice  of  one  lemon, 
one  pound  sugar,  two  teaspoons  each  cinna- 
mon and  mace,  two  pounds  raisins,  one 
pound  blanched  almonds,  twelve  eggs,  one 
teaspoon  each  nutmeg  and  allspice,  one 
pound  citron,  one  teaspoon  extract.  Line  the 
tins  with  heavy  paper  and  place  a  buttered 
sheet  of  paper  on  this.  Chop  the  raisins, 
which  should  be  seeded,  with  the  currants 
and  citron.  Put  the  nuts  through  the  food 
chopper.  Coat  the  nuts  and  fruit  with  flour, 
mix  the  spices  with  the  sugar.  Cream  the 
butter,  add  the  sugar,  the  ^beaten  yolks,  the 
lemon  rind  and  juice,  and  all  the  fruit  but 
the  citron.  Put  a  layer  of  the  batter  half  an 
inch  in  the  pan,  then  put  in  a  little  of  the 
citron,  another  layer  of  dough  and  so  on 
until  all  is  used. 

As  this  cake  does  not  rise  much  in  bak- 
ing, the  pans  may  be  filled  two-thirds  full. 
Bake  in  two  oblong  pans  three  hours,  in  a 
moderate  oven. 

When  a  very  dark  cake  is  wanted,  brown 
sugar  may  be  used  in  the  place  of  white,  but 
the  flavor  is  not  so  fine  when  this  is  sub- 
stituted. Three  tablespoons  of  caramel  col- 
oring, purchased  at  confectioners,  is  better, 
or  even  two  tablespoons  of  darkest  New 
Orleans  molasses.  If  you  use  the  latter,  do 
not  neglect  to  put  a  pinch  of  soda  in  it,  as 
this  removes  its  bitter  taste  and  neutralizes 
its  acid.  About  an  hour  and  a  half  is  re- 
quired  for  mixing  this  cake,  and  even  longer 
it  the  raisins  are  not  seeded  Alien  purchased, 
so  that  it  is  a  very  good  plan  to  chop  the 
nuts,  fruit  and  citron  ahead  of  time  and 
have  everything  in  readiness,  and  then  mix  it 
UP  and  bake  it  early  in  the  morning,  as  over- 
sight is  necessary  during  the  process  of  bak- 


ing. 


Some  bakers  prefer  to  make  this  recipe 
into  several  small  loaves,  but  the  state  of  the 
oven  and  the  fuel  used  probably  decides  this. 


MACARONI  WITH  SAUSAGE. 

Cook  until  nearly  done  in  plenty  of  salted 
water  one-half  package  of  macaroni,  drain 
and  put  in  layers  in  a  baking-dish,  adding 
gradually  some  good  beef  gravy,  four  table- 
spoonfuls  of  the  tomato  puree,  and  some  thin 
slices  of  sausage.  Sprinkle  generously  with 
grated  cheese  and  bake  about  twenty 
minutes. 


CABBAGE  SALAD. 

To  make  a  cabbage  salad,  remove  the 
outer  leaves  and  save  them  for  cooking. 
Shave  the  cabbage  as  tine  as  possible;  put 
the  shavings  into  a  deep  bowl  and  pour  boil- 
ing water  over.  Then  pour  the  whole  into  a 
colander  with  line  holes,  drain,  and  put 
into  ice-water  to  crisp.  Mix  into  it  two  or 
three  shallots  (young  onions),  sliced  in  thin, 
and  serve  with  a  cooked  salad  dressing,  with 
a  mayonnaise,  or  with  half  mayonnaise  and 
French  dressing,  first  sprinkling  with  a  bit 
of  salt  and  some  sugar,  to  taste.  This  is  a 
milder,  prettier  salad  than  one  made  with 
cabbage  simply  crisped  in  ice-water  without 
scalding.  With  a  thin  mayonnaise  it  is  de- 
licious and  ranks  with  the  best  of  green 
salads. 


COOKED  SALAD  DRESSING. 

Two  eggs,  one  gill  vinegar,  two  gills 
milk,  one  tablcspoonful  oil  or  butter, 
one  teaspoonful  salt,  one  teaspoonful  mus- 
tard, one-quarter  teaspoonful  pepper. 

Put  the  oil  and  dry  ingredients  into  a 
bowl  and  mix  well.  Add  the  eggs  and  beat 
for  five  minutes,  then  add  the  vinegar  and 
beat  one  minute.  Now  add  the  milk,  place 
the  bowl  in  a  pan  of  boiling  water  and  cook 
until  the  sauce  thickens  like  thin  cream.  It 
will  take  about  ten  minutes.  Stir  the  sauce 
constantly  while  cooking.  Cool  and  bottle 
what  you  do  not  require  for  immediate  use. 
This  sauce  is  good  for  nearly  all  kinds  of 
cooked  vegetables. 

If  butter  is  substituted  for  the  oil,  add  it 
just  before  taking  the  sauce  from  the  fire. 


Hints 


The  best  dressing  for  asparagus  is  butter 
and  pure  cream. 

Never  throw  away  the  skins  of  oranges. 
The  grated  yellow  rind  is  a  good  flavoring 
for  cakes,  etc.,  and  is  cheaper  than  extracts. 

Lettuce  washed  and  pulled  apart  and  put 
•in  paper  sack  will  keep  fresh  several  days. 


CAULIFLOWER  SOUFFLE. 

Put  one  or  more  cauliflowers  into  cold 
salted  water  for  half  an  hour,  then  wash 
them  well,  and  put  them  in  a  saucepan  with 
a  pinch  of  salt  and  sufficient  cold  water  to 
cover  them.  Bring  this  quickly  to  the  boil, 
then  pour  it  away  at  once,  and  wash  the 
cauliflowers  again,  returning  them  to  the 
saucepan,  and  cover  with  fresh  boiling  water. 
Watch  it  re-boil,  then  boil  gently  till  the 
cauliflowers  are  tender.  Take  them  up  with 
a  fish-slice  on  to  an  upturned  sieve.  While 
these  are  cooking,  put  two  ounces  of  butter 
and  two  of  flour  into  a  stew-pan,  fry  them 
together  without  discoloring,  and  stir  on  to 
them  half  a  pint  of  milk  that  has  been  boiled 
with  a  small  shallot  and  a  blade  of  mace  in 
:t.  Stir  till  the  sauce  boils  and  is  quite 
smooth,  season  it  with  salt  and  a  dust  of  nut- 
meg, remove  the  onion  and  mace,  add,  off 
the  fire,  two  raw  yolks  of  eggs,  allow  the 
sauce  to  cool  before  putting  in  the  stiffly- 
whipped  whites  of  the  eggs  and  the  cauli- 
flower, cut  up  into  small  pieces,  mix  as  light- 
ly as  possible,  and  pour  the  mixture  into  a 
buttered  souffle  dish,  sur/ounded  by  a  band 
of  buttered  paper.  Stand  H  on  a  flat  tin,  and 
bake  in  a  moderate  oven  for  half  an  hour. 
Replace  the  paper  with  a  folded  serviette, 
and  serve  as  quickly  as  possible  on  a  hot 
dish.

The  judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  of  British  Co- 
lumbia are  Chief  Justice  Macdonald.  Mr.  Justice 
Martin,  Mr.  Justice  Galliher,  Mr.  Justice  Irving,  and 
Mr.  Justice  McPhillips. 


It  looks  as  if  the  troubles  of  the  Mexican  peo- 
ple were  nearly  at  an  end.  Carranza  and  Villa  will 
not  disagree.  A  council  of  officers  was  held  at 
Torreon  and  it  has  been  decided  that  while  Car- 
ranza is  leader  of  the  Constitutionalist  party  Villa 
will  continue  to  lead  the  army.  It  is  reported  that 
Huerta  is  about  to  leave  the  city  of  Mexico  and  the 
peace  conference  at  Niagara  has  brought  about  an 
Understanding  between  the  Mexican  leaders  and 
the  United  States.  There  will  be  a  great  work  of 
education  still  to  do  after  the  war  is  over,  but  many 
evils  have  been  brought  to  light  and  there  will  not 
again  be  as  much  oppression  of  the  people  a*  in  the 
days  before  the  war.  Not  Mexico  only,  but  the 
whole  world,  will  be  gainers  when  the  rich  mines, 
the  great  oilfields,  are  again  in  operation  and  the 
fertile  land  is  cultivated.

This  is  the 
last  visit  the  Duke  will  make  as  Governor-General, 
for  he  goes  home  in  the  Autumn,  to  be  succeeded 
by  the  Duke  of  Teck.  Victorians,  young  and  old, 
will  do  everything  they  can  to  please  and  honor 
the  son  of  Queen  Victoria.

HOW  ANIMALS  KEEP  FLIES  AWAY 


Our  domestic  animals,  such  as  horses  and  cows, 
are  greatly  annoyed  by  the  various  kinds  of  flies 
which  settle  upon  them,  and  were  it  not  that  they 
had  the  means  of  self-defence  their  condition  might 
be  pitiable.  It  is  by  means  of  their  long  tails  that 
the  animals  are  able  to  drive  off  the  flies,  and  on  a 
warm,  sunny  day,  if  we  watch  the  horses  or  cows 
in  a  meadow,  we  shall  see  that  thejr  tails  are  con- 
stantly on  the  swing.  It  is  this  use  of  the  tail  which 
should  prevent  anyone  from  docking  a  horse's  tail. 
But  not  only  does  a  horse  or  pony  drive  the  flies 
from  its  own  body  by  means  of  its  tail;  it  helps  its 
fellows  in  a  similar  way,  and  in  Its  turn  receives 
help  from  other  animals.  We  have,  no  doubt,  fre- 
quently seen  animals  on  a  hot  day  standing  In  the 
position  shown  in  the  picture.  They  do  this  In 
order  to  flick  the  files  from  one  another's  faces,  a 
part  of  the  animal  that  a  horse's  own  tail  will  not 
usually  reach. — Children'.*  Magazine. 


HOW  STONE  IS  QUARRIED  BY 
WOODEN  WEDGES 


When  large,  even  blocks  of  stone  are  wanted 
from  a  quarry,  these  are  sometimes  broken  off  from 
The  main  mass  of  rock,  not  by  blasting  with  gun- 
powder or  some  other  explosive,  but  by  means  of 
wooden  wedges.  A  shallow  trench  is  first  dug  by 
means  of  a  pickaxe,  and  the  wedges  are  then  put 
in  and  hammered  down  as  far  as  they  will  gn. 
The  wedges  are  of  well-seasoned  oak  that  has  been 
dried  in  an  oven,  and  as  soon  as  they  are  properly 
in  position  the  quarryman  takes  water  and  well 
saturates  the  wedges.  The  wood,  being  porout, 
soaks  up  the  liquid  and  swells,  and  in  the  swelling 
the  trench  is  gradually  made  bigger,  until  the  large 
block  of  stone  is  at  last  completely  detached  and 
can  be  removed.  One  advantage  of  this  somewhat 
elementary  method  of  quarrying  Is  that  the  stone 
Is  not  damaged  and  broken  up,  as  it  so  often  is  in 
blasting. — Children's  Magazine.

WHERE   AND    HOW   THE   HOMES    OF 
BIRDS    ARE    CONSTRUCTED 


How  many  people  in  general  know,  even  by 
sight,  the  different  nests  of  our  most  common 
birds?  Not  many,  says  C.  L.  Chamberlain  in  Our 
Dumb  Animals.  Perhaps  this  is  so  for  the  very 
good  reason  that,  though  interested  in  birds,  they 
would  not  wish  to  disturb  them  in  the  least  when 
they  are  engaged  in  nest  building,  by  too  close 
observation. 

The  wrens  like  to  build  in  a  roomy  cavity 
already  constructed.  For  this  reason  they  are 
among  the  first  of  all  feathered  kind  to  appreciate 
and  use  an  artificial  house  placed  in  a  tree  or 
on  the  side  of  a  building.  An  empty  can  or  Juf 
will  prove  acceptable,  while  they  are  quite  sure  to 
make  use  of  the  most  elaborate  house  one  may  care 
to  make  and  erect  for  them.  They  are  not  averse 
t>>  human  surroundings,  and  often  build  a  nest*on  a 
window,  particularly  if  it  be  partially  concealed  by 
blind  or  screen. 

Although  the  robin  usually  builds  its  own  nest 
on  some  fence,  window-sill,  or  low  hanging  limb,  it 
will  occupy  an  artificial  home  if  one  of  suitable 
shape  and  size  be  placed  in  a  spot  it  would  naturally 
select. 

The  chipping  sparrow,  smallest  of  birds  except 
the  humming-birds,  makes  a  beautiful  nest  almost 
entirely  of  long  hairs  twisted  and  woven  so 
securely  together  that  one  could  scarcely  pull  them 
apart.  This  little  home  is  built  in  a  thick  bush  or 
low  three. 

Most  other  sparrows  build  on  the  ground.  An 
exception,  however,  is  the  English  sparrow,  which 
builds  almost  everywhere.  Wherever  any  other  bird 
might  build,  the  nest  of  the  English  sparrow  may 
be  found.  It  has  even  been  known  to  build  in  the 
forest. 

Many  birds  build  tree  nests  of  various  ma- 
terials. The  oriole  constructs  its  pouch-like  nest 
of  finely  shredded  bark,  hair  and  threads  of  the  silk- 
weed.  It  carefully  avoids  its  animal  enemies  by 
suspending  this  pouch  from  a  long,  slender  limb, 
high  up,  which  would  not  sustain  the  weight  of  any 
intruder.     This  nest  repays  careful  study. 

The  goldfinch  builds  a  small  nest  in  which  more 
bark  than  hair  is  used.  It  is  very  compact  and  hair- 
lined,  and  found  in  low  trees  around  the  farm  and 
garden. 

The  common  blackbird  builds  a  fairly  large 
nest  of  woven  grass  and  twigs  lined  with  hair  and 
strings.  This  nest  is  commonly  found  In  an  ever- 
green, whether  in  swamp  or  front  yard  and  from 
ten  to  twenty-five  feet  above  the  ground.  The 
thrush  or  brown  thrasher  places  its  nest  in  some 
low,  thick  bush,  often  a  thorn  bush,  or  a  thick  clus- 
ter of  vines,  four  or  five  feet  at  most  from  the 
ground. 

The  nests  of  all  swallows  are  Interesting,  none 
more  so  than  that  of  the  chimney  swift,  whose 
nest  is  made  of  twigs,  except  its  soft  lining,  and 
glued  with  saliva  upon  a  side  wall.  One  species 
builds  in  excavations  in  the  ground  along  a  steep 
bluff,  frequently  the  high  bank  of  a  stream.  The 
nest  of  the  barn  swallow  Is  usually  found  upon  a 
rafter  or  under  the  eaves. 

Many  birds  place  their  nests  on  the  ground,  the 
smaller  ground-building  birds  taking  as  much,. 
in  the  formation  of  the  nests  as  do  the  tree  b« 
The  meadow-lark  and  bobolink  ire,fcoth' 
builders,  the  nests  being  commc

Read  how  the  heir  of  tLe 
Great  Revolution  bridged  and  united  rivers,  opened 
harbors,  erected  monuments,  leveled  the  Alps,  up- 
rooted serfdom  from  Gibraltar  to  Warsaw  and  spread 
the  principle  of  equality  before  the  law;  broke  the  fet- 
ters of  the  Jew,  established  religious  freedom,  and, 
sleeping  aside  the  barriers  of  the  past,  opened  the 
vray   everywhere    to    modern   progress. 


More  blood  has  been  spilt  In  the  streets  of  Paris 
to  overthrow  monarchies  than  on  any  other  equal 
space  of  earth,  and  yet  those  streets  all  seem  as  if 
they  surely  must  lead  up  to  a  throne.  London.  In  whose 
narrow,  tangled  ways  confusion  reigns,  and  there  Is 
no  sign  of  the  presence  of  a  king,  expresses  English 
freedom  and  English  individualism.  But  its  sister  elty 
across  the  channel  plainly  is  a  made-to-order  town 
and  the  prettily  arranged  stage  setting  of  a  court 
The  broad,  tree-lined  boulevards,  with  their  miles  and 
miles  of  windows  and  mansard  roots  on  a  tyrannical 
level,  with  their  arbitrary  vistas  of>  splendid  palaces 
and  churches  and  monuments,  wear  an  air  of  regal 
insignificance  that  mocks  the  French  Republic  in  its 
own  capital  and  ridicules  the  Republican  simplicity  of 
a   president. 

Napoleon,  at  the  height  of  the  Empire,  stamped 
hla  image  upon  the  city  and  made  it  his  monument. 
The  Empire  fell  and  rose  only  to  fall  again.  Bourbons 
and  Orleanlsts  have  come  and  gone.  The  Commune 
tossed  in  its  fltrul  fever.  The  Republic  lived  and 
i  led  and  has?  been  born  anew.  But  through  all  its 
i  iscissltudes  Paris  haw  remained  unchangingly  imperial, 
for  art   is   long  ami    beauty   endures. 

Although  the  British  metropolis,  with  a  population 
Of  1.000,000  in  1 S01,  was  twice  the  alee  of  the  French 
metropolis,  Napoleon  boasted  that  "London  is  a  cor- 
ner of  the  world;  Paris  is  the  centre."  He  resolved 
at  once  to  make  himself  the  Caesar  and  his  capital  the 
ILome  of  fcbe  modern  world.  Wars  delayed,  and  his 
downfall  defeated  many  of  his  plans,  but  the  second 
empire  took  up  the  unfinished  work  of  the  first,  and 
completed  the  transformation  of  the  city  from  a 
<!ingy,  mediaeval  town. 

THE  PARIS   OF  NAPOLEON 

Niperron  ^nmrsea  tne  palace  &r  th^  Loll  We,  which 

00  years  before  had  been  built  in  the  field  by  the 
s.ine  where  the  wolf  hunters  met,  and  he  crowded 
it  with  the  art  of  conquered  lands  until  it  held  the 
greatest  collection  of  paintings  and 
sculptures  ever  assembled  under  one 
roof.  From  the  windows  of  lbs  adjoin- 
ing palace  of  the  Tulleries,  which  250 
years  before  had  been  erected  among 
the  tile  kilns,  he  looked  out  on  the 
clothes  yard  of  Paris,  where  the  house- 
wives came  to  do  their  washing  in  the 
river..  On  the  other  side  of  the  palace 
he  found  himself  shut  in  by  a  lot  of  old 
convents  and  all  manner  of  ramshackle 
buildings. 

Jle  cleared  the  river  bank . and  lined 
it  with  broad  quays.  He  tore  away  the 
huddle  of  unsightly  structures  .a  His 
palace  gate  and  laid  out  there  whgl  Is 
still  one  of  the  most  Important  and  Im- 
posing sections  of  the  city.  Opening  a 
magnificent  street  facing  the  Seine  for 
nearly  two  miles,  he  named  it  for  the 
battle  of  Rivoli.  Directing  that  it  should 
have  an  arcade  sidewalk  in  the  Italian 
manner,  ho  prescribed  sii  closely  a  uni- 
formity in  sky  line  and  architecture  that 
every  window  and  roof  and  corner  of 
this  Hue  do  RivOH  still  must  conform 
to  his  original  design.  Out  of  thai  great 
street  lie  ran  two  other  now  noted 
streets,    which  commemorate   his    battles 

i  he  Rue  C&Stlgllone  and  the  Rue  des 
Pyramids — but  a  third  no  longer  Is  I  In- 
line Napoleon;  it  has  become  instead 
the  street  M  peace,  the  celebrated  Rue 
m.    la  Paix. 

In  the  centre  of  this  magnificent  quar- 
tei  he  reared  on  a  pedestal  of  Corslcan 
sranite    the   noble      column    that    adorns 

10  spacious  Place  Vcndome,  and  en- 
cased Its  masonry  in  metal  plates  made 
Horn  1,200  Austrian  ami  Russian  can- 
nons. On  these  sheets  of  bronze  he 
caused  to  be  engraved  In  pictures  the 
story  of  the  campaigns  of  Ulm  and 
Vustciiitz,  while  he  surmounted  the 
lOfty  column  with  a  statute  of  himself 
in   his   imp. o  ial   rOb'es. 

When   the  Empire   fell,   the   BottrbonB 

hurled  to  the  earth  that  effigy  of  the 
Kmperor,  and  recast  its  metal  into  a 
statue  of  Henrj  of  Navarre,  which  now 
-.lands  on  the  Pont  Neuf  over  the  Seine. 
King  Louis  Philippe,  however,  crowned 
The  column  with  another  statue  of  .Na- 
poleon; but  in  the  familiar  garb  of  the 
Ictorions  General-tn-Chlef,  which  in 
ie  time  Xapoicoti  ill.  replaced  with  still 
another  In  the  drapery  of  the  Emperor. 
This,  tn  turn,  was  overthrown  by  the 
Communists  In  is'i,  but  the  third  Re-, 
public  gathered  up  Ihe  fragments,  joined 
them  together  and  the  conqueror  in  his 
imperial  mantle  continues  to  dominate 
I  'a  lis. 

TRIUMPHAL  ARCHES 

tOven    while    the    Ycndnmo  column    was 

In  process  or  construction  Napoleon  sud- 
denly determined  to  have  another  me- 
trloiiaJ  of  the  campaign  of  1805.  Sum- 
moning his  architect  in  ihe  night,  he 
ordered  him  to  begin  the  work  the  next 
day,  and  when  the  Emperor  looked  out 
In  tbe  morning  he  saw  .100  workmen 
digging  the  foundations  for  the  now 
famous  arch  of  the  Carrousel,  between 
the  Tulleries  and  the  Louvre.  On  the 
completion  of  the  arch  he  crowned  it 
with  one  of  the  proudest  of  his  trophies 
Of  conquest,  the  celebrated  bronze  horses 
of  Venice,  which  had  been  prizes  of  war 
in  the  reigns  of  N'eio,  Trajan  and  Con- 
stsntine,  if  not,  indeed,  of  Alexander  the 
Great. 

Another  arch,  the  largest  in  the 
world,  the  Aiv  de  Trlomphe  de  i'Etoile, 
was  begun  at  his  command.  Seen  afar, 
this  beautiful  arch  of  the  star,  rising 
from  a  gentle  eminence  in  the  present 
day  centre  <sf  fashion,  seems  to  be 
swimming  in  the  sky  above  the  trees  of 
the  Champs  Etysees  and  as  Impalpable 
as  a  fleecy  cloud.  The  streets  approach- 
ing It  are  the  namesakes  of  the  fields 
oi'  companion*!  of  Napoleon's  glory,  the 
Avenues  du  Bois  Boulogne,  Se  la  Grande 
Armee.  Jena.  Wngram,  Friedland  and 
Kleber  and  the  Rue  Tilsit  and  the  Rue 
PreSsbourg,  each  bringing  its  special 
tribute  to  the  feet  of  the  arch.  Among 
the  bronzes  that  embellish  the  huge  and 
noble  pile  of  marble,  there  Is  one  which 
celebrates  no  victory  and  yet  commemo- 
rates the  victor  at  his  best.  For  it  Is 
the  memorial  of  a  simple  friendship  of 
his  youth,  and  represents  the  death  of 
young  Mulron.  who  was  a  comrade  at 
Toulon,  and  who  laid  down  bis  life  for 
his  friend  on  the  Bridge  of  Arcole. 


THE  TIRELESS  BUILDER 

One  more  monument  to  war  which 
Napoleon  designed,  he  afterward 
changed  into  a  church,  the  classic  Made- 
line, whose  pagan  beauty  betrays  its 
bunder's  f ir»t  pwifogs,  when  he  planned 
I*  make  it  a  Ts»n*te  of  Glory  and  fin 
it  with  the  status*  and  tombs  of  his  war- 
rWift.  Btrt>»  nlawitf  was  not  to  lie 
iMjpVt  tttot  «f  ttMfcL  On  the  contrary, 
he  dhoee  to  sleep  among  the  kings  that 
crowd  the  homely  old  church  of  St. 
Denje  on  the  edge  of  Paris:  and,  per- 
sonally reaervln*  there  *  space  forjils 
crave,  he  ordered  tfce  resrtermUoo  of  the 


edifice  which  had  been  desecrated  by  the 
fti  volutionists. 

■\Vhile  providing  burial  places  for 
himself  and  his  marshals,  he  took 
thought  at  the  same  time  of  the  mortu- 
ary needs  of  all  the  people  Of  Rails,  and 
directed  the  opening  of  four  cemeteries 
outside  the  elty  such  as  he  had  seen  In 
Germany.  The  first  and  most  renowned 
of  these  was  laid  out  In  what  form- 
erly was  the  private  park  of  the  father 
i  onfessor  of  Louis  XIV.— Pc-re  la  Chaise. 
Cntil  then  cemeteries  were  unknown  In 
Pails,  and  bodies  were  heaped  in  con- 
fusion beneath  church  floors  or  found 
no  resting  place  anywhere. 

A  complete  catalogue  of  Napoleon's 
contributions  to  the  beauty  of  Paris 
would  be  large.  Ik  gave  the  present 
Chamber  of  Deputies  its  classic  facade, 
the  Pantheon  its  noble  pediment,  and 
the  Luxembourg  its  now  celebrated  Mu- 
seum. 

He  had  none  of  the  soldier's  indiffer- 
ence to  nor  the  aristocrat's  contempt  for 
trade.  He  wished  to  see  Paris  Ihe  fi- 
nancial as  well  as  the  political  capital 
Of.  Europe.  While  engaged  In  his  Polish 
campaign  he  Issued  orders  for  the  con- 
struction of  an  Exchange  which  should 
correspond  to  the  splendor  of  his  capi- 
tal and  the  great  volume  of  business  he 
hoped  to  develop.  "It  must  be  vast," 
he  insisted,  "with  walks  all  round  it. 
it  must  stand  by  itself."  Therefore,  the 
famous  Bourse,  the  richest  stock  ex- 
change in  the  world,  rises  like  a  temple 
In   the  busy  marts  of  the  city. 

NAPOLEONS     DREAM 

The  Emperor  dreamed  of  a  Paris  with 

2,000,000,   even   4,ooo.ooo  people  gathered 

within  its  boundaries,  the  most  populous 
city  in  the  history, of  the  earth — "some- 
thing fabulous,"  he  said,  "colossal,  un- 
exampled." But  a  minister  urged  him 
not  to  stimulate  the  growth  of  the  City 
because  it  was  already  difficult  for  Its 
Inhabitants  to  supply  themselves  with 
food  and  water.  Napoleon  met  that  ob- 
jection by  summarily  abolishing  the 
hundreds  of  inefficient  and  insanitary 
slaughter  houses  and  promptly  estab- 
lishing a  few  great  central  abbatoirs 
and  organizing  a  vast  public  market. 
At  the  same  time  he  ordered  that  the 
construction  of  a  canal  be  started  l ho 
very  next  day  for  the  two-fold  pur- 
pose of  bringing  water  to  the  city  and 
barges  laden  with  the  produce  of  the 
country.  There  was  then  no  water  for 
the  streets  or  Tor  horses,  while  the 
people  had  tn  buy  the  water  for  their 
household  needs  at  one  cent  a  pail. 

Not  long  arter  he  had  issued  orders 
for  the  digging  of  the  canal,  and  while 
hunting  in  a  forest,  he  chanced  to  dis- 
cover that  the  work  had  Stopped.  Quit- 
ting the  chase  at  once,  he  hastened 
back  to  the  city  and  summoned  the 
responsible  pernons  in  the  night  to  ap- 
pear before  him  forthwith.  He  per- 
sisted in  his  plan  until  water  was  as 
free  as  air  in  Paris.  New  fountains 
were  set  up  and  old  ones  revived,  which 
together  yielded  an  abundant  supply  on 
every  hand  for  the  people,  the  horses 
and  the  streets.  "In  the  districts  of 
St.  Denis  and  St.  Martin."  the  master  of 
Europe  complained,  after  all  these  pro- 
visions had  been  made,  "there  are  three 
fountains   without   water." 


MAYOR   NAPOLEON 

He  was  as  attentive  to  the  streets  of 
his  capital  as  to  his  military  lines  of 
communication  when  conducting^  cam- 
paign. There  were  only  three  or  four 
sidewalks  In  all  Paris  until  he  ordered 
them  laid  throughout  the  city.  He 
found  the  streets  swarmlrfe  with  rob- 
bers at  night  and  beggars  by  day.  Ho 
suppressed  robbery  by  Introducing  an 
efficient  police  force,  the  familiar  gen- 
darmerie which  all  the  citleB  of  Europe 
have  Intimated,  and  he  attacked  mendi- 
cancy by  opening  houses  of  charity 
and  workshops.  "Every  beggar  shall  be 
arrested,"  he  directed;  "but  to  arrest 
him  In  order  to  put  him  In  prison  would 
be  barbarous  and  absurd.  He  must  be 
arrested  in  order  that  he  may  be  taught 
to  earn  a  livelihood  by  work." 

This  ruler  who  had  hungered  In  those 
streets  of  Paris  knew  that  bullets  were 
not  the  proper  remedy  for  want.  "I 
would  rather  fight  an  army  of  200,000 
men  than  have  to  put  down  a  bread 
riot,"  he'  said,  and  he  expressed  two 
simple  and  practical  measures  In  these 
orders:  "It  the  cold  returns,  have  big 
fires  lighted  in  the  churches  and  other 
public  places  so  they  may  warn!  large 
numbers  of  people."  "The  Winter  will 
be  severe  and  meat  very  dear.  We  must 
make  work  In  Paris." 

Hti  active  sympathies  are  disclosed  In 
this  command:  "An  accident  occurred 
yesterday,  whereby  a  coachman,  by  his 
own  fault  It  appears,  killed  a  little  ohild. 
Have  htm  arrested,  no  matter  to  whom 
he  belongs,  and  severely  puplshed." 
Jtswa  he  was  in  Germany,  nearly  l.m 


miles  from  pans,  he  wrote  to  his  offi- 
cials thut  a  "disease  called  croup." 
which  was  fatal  to  children,  had  risen 
there  and  was  spreading  to  Prance.  He 
offered  a  liberal  money  prize  for  the 
physician  who  should  propose  the  best 
treatment   of   the   aliment.  ' 

lii.we\er  Tar  away  he  was  carried  on 
his  campaigning,  he  .never  ceased  to 
oversee  the  progress  and  Welfare  of  h:s 
capital.  "How  is  the  Bourse  getting 
on?"  he  lnauired  at  one  time.  "What  hs 
being  done  at  the  Arch  of  Triumph? 
The  new  wine  depot?  The  new  gran- 
aries? The  Madeline?  Are  they  all  go- 
ing forward?  Shall  I  drive  over  the 
bridge  of  lena  on  my  return??  Four  of 
tbe  bridges  that  span  the  Seine  were 
constructed  under  his  orders.  Where  Is 
there  a  mayor  who  looks  after  his  city 
as  closely  as  tills  governor  of  ill  Kurop« 
watched    Paris'' 

GREAT  WORKS  OF  PEACE 

Nor  did  he  neglect  the  nation  or  any 
part  of  his  immense  Empire,  The  net- 
work of  canals  that  carry  the  commerce 

of    l''r today    was    systematized    by 

him.  It  was  he  who  oidered  the  ton- 
si  met  ion  .,r  waterways  that  linked  all 
the  rivers  tn  the  country. 

The  unequalled  system  of  highways  In 
Prance  was  Inaugurated  by  him  and  toll 
gates  were  torn  away.  Applying  his 
hammers  to  the  Alps,  he  did  what  the 
Romans  had  not  dared  to  try.  tracing 
through  blocks  of  granite  smooth,  spa- 
clous  roads  over  and  under  mountains 
which  bad  interposed  since  time  began 
to 

Make  enemies  of  nations  who  had  else 
Like    kimiied    drops,    been    mingled    into 
one. 

\\  herever  be  found  a  barrier  between 
men,  whether  of  nature  or  of  law.  he 
Impetuously  threw  himself  against  it  in 
a  rage  to  remove  it.  Capturing  a  city, 
lie  leveled  its  walls.  Capturing a  citadel, 
he  dismantled  it.  The  first  general  of 
modern  times  to  lead  a  big  army  over 
the  Alps,  he  constructed  pleasant  prom- 
enades across  them  by  which  the  merest 
holiday  soldier  was  freely  challenged  to 
Invade    Prance. 

The  great  Simplon  road  from  Switzer- 
land Into  Italy  cost  $2f.,000  a  mile  and  as 
many  as  30,000  workmen  were  employed 
upon  it  at  one  time.  There  Is  no  more 
rittlng  monument,  of  the  constructive 
genius  of  Napoleon  than  the  Gallery 
of  Gonde  on  the  .Simplon,  where  aitun- 
nel  nearly  260  yards  long  pierces  an 
enormous  mass  of  rock  that  seemed  to 
make  the  road  Impossible.  No  traveler 
roads  without  a  thril!  of  admiration 
the  inscription  at  the  portal  of  the  tun- 
nel:   "Acre    Italo,     1  S  f )  fi .    Nap.    Imp.''' 

Two  other  Alpine  roads  of  his  reign 
are  the  Mt.  Cents  and  that  over  Mont 
Geuevre,  both  leading  from  Prance  into 
Italy.  A  fourth  Is  the  Grande  Corniche, 
the  noblest  road  In  the  world,  which 
he  built  so  high  up  on  the  brow  of  the 
Maritime  Alps,  from  Nice  to  Mehtone, 
that  the  British  gunboats  could  not  shell 
an  army  marching  by  It  into  Italy.  Prom 
Metz  to  Mayencc  on  the  Rhine  he  threw, 
a  highway  across  trackless  marshes  and 
through  vast  forests.  When  traveling 
In  Belgium  he  came  to  the  Meuse  one 
day  to  find  the  ferry  laid  up  for  re- 
pairs. "Write,"  he  said  to  his  secretary, 
"A  bridge  shall  be  built  over  the  Meuse 
at  Glvet."  Organising  a  messenger 
service  by  stage  over  the  road  and 
bridges  with  which  he  knit  his  empire 
together.  It  was  Ms  boast  that  he  *ouId 
dispatch  a  letter  to  Milan  and  receive 
an  answer  In  eight  days  or  exchange 
communications  with  Naples  in  only 
fifteen! 

AMAZING  ACTIVITIES 

All  over  France,  1  taly,  Belgium,  Hol- 
land and  the  Rhine  country  the  observ- 
ant traveler  comes  upon  ends  ring  end 
useful /mementoes  of  Napoleon's 
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Ing  activities  as  a  builder.  The  great 
ports  of  Antwerp,  Cherbourg  and  Bou- 
logne are  more  Indebted  to  his  reign 
than  to  any -other  for  their  present 
importance.  The  facade  of  the  Milan 
Cathedral  had  waited  400.  years  to.be 
completed,  hut  he  ordered  it  finished  in 
short  order.  At  the  same  time  he  de- 
creed the  construction  of  the  pretty 
marble  arch  which  rrtttirks  in  that  city 
the  completion  of  the  Slmplon  road,  but 
I'inov-as  bronze  statue  of  the  Emperor's 
nude  figure,  which  was  designed  for 
the  arch  stands  instead  in  the  court- 
yard of  the  Br  era  Gallery  at  Milan. 

On  a  brief  visit  to  Venice,  Napoleon 
ordered  the  demolition  of  a  group  of 
old  monasteries  and  laid  out  the  Pub- 
lic Garden;  transferred  the  cathedral 
honors  from  St.  Peter's  to  the  more 
I'nmous  church  of  St.  Mark's,  and  au- 
thorized the  expenditure  of  1 1, 000, 000  in 
im  nroving  the  harbor  and  the  canals. 

Me  was  never  t  i  see  Rome,  but  In  en- 
ticipatlon  of  a  visit  in  the  Eternal  City, 
after  his  return  :>,ori  Kussia.  he  planned 
its  restoration  and  ihe  construction  of 
roads  and  can  Us  for  lis  honeff..  To  the 
same  end  he  ordered  from  the  sculptor, 
ThorwaMsen,  \ne  crlebrated  relief,  the 
Triumph  of  Alexander.  This,  he  intend- 
ed as  an  adornment  for  the  walls  of  the 
Quirlnal  Palace,  but  reverses  overtaking 
him.  Ihe  sculpture  passed  Into  Other 
hands  and  now  forms  the  frieze  >f  the 
Marble  Hall  In  the  Carlotta  Villa  on 
Lake  Como. 

His  entrance  into  a  stagiar.t  com- 
munity was  as  stimulating  as  a.  breath 
of  fresh  air  In  a  hospital  war  J.  Arriv- 
ing In  a  town  at  dusk  after  a  long  day's 
journey,  he  called  for  a  complete  state- 
ment of  its  condition,  Its  municipal 
finances  and  its  trade,  all  prepared  ac- 
cording to  the  system  of  bookkeeping 
which  he  Introduced  throughout  the 
Empire. 

Studying  the  figures  in  the  night,  he 
was  up  in  the  morning  and  in  the  saddle 
while  the  place  was  still  as!?ep.  With 
the  eye  qf  an  engineer,  he  determined 
the  course  of  a  needed  canal  or  avenue, 
the  best  site  for  a  factory,  a  harbor  or 
a  park.  When  at  eight  or  nine  o'clock 
he  called  about  him  the  principal  in- 
habitants, they  were  overwhelmed  with 
his  knowledge  of  their  affairs,  his  de- 
tailed plans  for  local  Improvements,  ond 
could  only  exclaim  In  their  wondering 
admiration,  "He  is  more  than  a  man!" 

Sometimes  when  he  expressed  his  ap- 
proval of  a  structure  and  vailed  far  the 
builder,  the  officials  brought  torwar:!  a 
favorite  to  receive  Imperial  honors  for 
something  done  by  a  humble  subordi- 
nate. Bui  after  a  swift  examination 
the  Emperor  would  say,  "This  man  Is 
not  the  real  builder.  Let  me  seo  the 
man  Who  actually  did  the  vVork."  Then 
the  modest  underling  received  the  praise 
honestly  won,  and  found  hims«l°  pro- 
moted above  the  pretender. 

LIBERATION   OF   JEWS   AND   SERFS 

While  Napoleon  mostly  wrought  in 
stone  and  was  in  reaction  from  the 
idealism  that  preceded  the  Empire  and 
ran  riot,  he  remained  obedient  to  many 
of  the  solid,  tangible  purposes  of  the 
Revolution  which  sent  him  forth.  He 
uprooted  ancient  justice  all  along  hla 
way  and  planted  liberal  Institutions 
throughout  Europe.  Even  to  x'araway 
Poland  he  carried  modern  Uwh,  freeing 
the  serf*-  and  .  the  land,  while  Prussia 
emulated  the  example  of  her  conqueror 
end  feudalism  disappeared  from  Ger- 
many hi  «,  year.  "Let  every  species  of 
serf***  to  abolished,"  he  commands  i 
his  brother  Jerome,  when  setting  him 
upon  the  throne  of  WoatnhaUa  The 
benefits  of  the  ■  Code  Napoleon,  the 
publicity  -  of  court  proceedings,  the  es- 
tablishment of  Juries  should  form  so 
many  dlstfncti ve  charge tsrtstlcs  of .  your 
monarchy.'' 


tie  did  more  for  the  emancipation  of 
the  .lews  than  all  other  rulers  together 
in  thri  e  centuries.  He  convoked  their 
leaders  In  the  famous  Prencli  Sanhedrim 
in  1S07,  and  his  Madrid  decree  still  is 
thelt  charter  of  rights  In  the  lands  thai 
formed  his  Empire.  "All  men  are 
brothers  before  God."  he  declared  to  a 
deputation  composed  of  a  Catholic 
priest,  a  Protestant  minister  and  a  Jew- 
ish rabbj,  and  he  gave  that  brotherhood 
the  force  of  law  nearly  everywhere  in 
Europe.  How  far  he  stood  in  advance 
of  even  the  more  progressive  nations 
may  he  measured  by  the  fact  that  even 
the  Earl  Marshal  of  England,  the  Duke 
of  Norfolk,  was  debarred  from  a  seat  in 
tin-  House  of  Lords  because  he  was  a 
Catholic.  George  Hi.  dismissed  a  Brit- 
ish Cabinet  in  1807  because  it  favored 
the  emancipation  of  the  Catholics,  a 
measure  of  justice  that  was  refused  un- 
til' 1889. 

A  SPLENDID  MATERIALISM 

Notwithstanding  Its  comparative  lib- 
•lallsni  In  many  things,  however,  the 
Empire  of  Napoleon  was  not  of  the 
higher  realm  of  the  spirit,  hut  a  splen- 
did  materialism.  While  he  established 
the  University  of  Prance  and  organized 
sehools  for  the  few,  his  energies  were 
wholly  directed  toward  fitting  men  for 
Ills  service.  Ordering  p  minister  to 
bring  him.  the  next  morning,  a,  plan  for 
a  military  school.  Ihe  man  worked .  aH 
night  in  preparing  it.  The  Emperor 
praised  the  outline,  but  found  it  incom- 
plete, and  straightway  dictated  517 
articles.  The  minister  himself  assures 
us  that  "nothing  more  perfect  ever  is- 
sued from  any  man's  brain" 

Yet  that  great  and  tireless  brain  did 
next  to  nothing  for  popular  education. 
The  Empire  found  ninety-six  per  cent 
of  the  people  Illiterate — think  of  it, 
only  four  Prenchmen  in  100  could  read 
or  write — and  it  Is  doubtrul  If  there 
"ere  more  than  25,000  children  in  the 
public  primary  schools  of  France  at  any- 
time while  Napoleon  was  on  the  throne. 

The  finer  arts  languished  In  the  deep 
shade  of  this  massive  figure.  Notwith- 
standing he  offered  liberal  yearl^  prizes, 
no  great  poem  or  song,  no  great  opera 
or  play  found  its  inspiration  In  him. 
Beethoven  dictated  his  symphony, 
"Erolca,"  to  the  First  Consul,  but 
when  his  Republican  hero  put  on  the 
crown,  the  composer  angrily  tore  off 
the  dedication,  trampled  it  under  his 
feet  and  dedicated,  the  Immortal  sym- 
phony anew  to  the^nemory  of  a  great 
man:  \ 

In  vain  did  the  mighty  Emperor  com- 
mand the  muses  fittingly  to  celebrate 
his  titanic  exploits.  "If  a  man  like 
Cornellle  were  living  now,  I  would 
make  him  a  Prince,''  he  sighed.  On  the 
most  arduous  and  distant  campaigns, 
he  eagerly  watched  the  productions  .of 
literature.  Requiring  that  the  latest 
hooks  be  sent  to  htm,  he  glanced 
through  them  as  his  carriage  bumped 
along  and  then  flung  them  out  the 
window. 

Although  he  ordered  and  paid  for 
paintings  by  the  yard — "eight  metres, 
three  decimetres  in  height  and  four 
metres  in  breadth,  the  price  to  be  $8,400" 
—he  admitted  thai  it  was  "absurd  to 
order  a  poet  to  write  an  ode  as  you 
would  order  a  dressmaker  to  make  a 
muslin,  gown."  Yet  he  seemed  often 
tempted  to  arrest  the  poets  sjftf  musi- 
cians for  their  ineffectual  attempts  to 
gild  the  gold  of  his  achleism—m.  "If 
things  do  not'  go ,  on  better  at  '  the 
opera,"  he  threatened,  "I  wKl  nut  in  a 
good  soldier  to  manage  |t> 

While  he  made-  LeBrun,  who  trans- 
lated "Je*uaalem  Delivered"  and  the 
"OdynsCy"  a  Imke,  his  patience  with 
htm .  was  .go .  (ried  .  he  groaned:  "Good 
Heavens:  What  fool*  literary  mea'are! 


A  man  who  can  translate  a  poem  can- 
not manage  fifteen  men."  And  he 
warned  his  brother,  King  Joseph,  that 
he  lived  too  much  with  literary  and 
scientific  men:  "They  are  coquettes 
with  whom  one  must  keep  tip  a  com- 
merce, of  gallantry,  but  whom  one  must 
never  think  of  making  one's  wife  or 
one's   minister." 

HIS  OWN  POET  AND  ORATOR 

In  the  end  this  masterful  man,  in  his 
infinite  variety,  made  himself  the  poet 
and  the  orator  of  France.  The  map  of 
Europe  was  the  sheet  whereon  he  wine 
the  greatest  epic  of  his  time.  "How- 
ex  ei-  vigorous  his  practical  faculty," 
says  Taine,  in  his  study  of  Napoleon, 
"his  poetic  fa-  ulty.  is  stronger,  it  is 
even  too  vigorous  for  a  statesman;  its 
grandeur  is  exaggerated  into  enormity 
and  its  enormity  degenerates  into  mad- 
ness." 

Napoleon's  proclamations  to  his  army 
often  rose  to  the  clear  heights  of  ora- 
tory. Emerson  pronounced  his  battle 
narratives  as  good  as  Caesar's.  A  meas- 
ure of  his  activities  as  a  writer  is  of- 
fered by  his  published  correspondence, 
filling  more  than  thirty  volumes  and 
comprising  nearly   30,000   documents. 

Vet  very  little  of  it  did  he  write  with 
his  own  hand.  Xo  pen  could  keep  up 
with  his  thoughts.  His  words  flew 
from  his  lips  while  the  quills  or  his 
secretaries,  with  no  system  'of  eten- 
nography  to  aid  them,  raced  to  put  on 
paper  a  few  main  points  and  character- 
istic expressions  from  which  to  frame 
letters,  orders,  proclamations  and  speed 
them  by  couriers  to  all  corners  of 
the  Empire.  If  they  were  engulfed  by 
the  torrent  and  floundered  he  cried  out 
as  If  In  pain,  "r  cannot  repeat;  you 
make  me  lose  the  thread  of  my 
thought." 

He  did  not  have  time  even  to  sub- 
scribe "Napoleon"  to  the  documents 
which  his  secretaries  laboriously  wrote 
out  and  laid  before  him;  he  merely 
Jabbed  them  with  his  quill  and  made  an 
undecipherable  sign  which  yet  sufficed 
to  give  them  full  force  and  effect 
throughout  Europe.  Sometimes  tfie  Il- 
legible scratch  was  Intended  for  "Nap," 
but  as  the  terrible  pressure  weighed 
heavier  and  heavier  upon  him  he  made 
only  a  fish  hook  for  an  "X."  Thus  while 
the  power  and  care  of  the  Emperor  In- 
creased his  autograph  diminished;  as  the 
msn  grew  In  authority  his  signature 
grew  smaller  and  meaner. 

Just  as  the  one  letter  "S"  hastily 
scrawled  sufficed  to  proclaim  bin  will  to 
a  docile  wonl  so  his  presence  needed 
not  to  be  heralded  by*  any  long  title. 
•As  kings  and  princes  entered  the  court 
they  were  announced  by  all  their  proud 
designations,  but  when  the  doors  were 
thrown  open  for  the  sovereign  of  sov- 
ereigns the  attendant  pronounced  only 
the  simple,  yet  thrilling  title.  ,rL*Em- 
preurT' 

He  became  the  literature,  politics  and 
trade  of  Prance.  He  held  no  councils  in 
war  and  no  Cabinet  meetings  in  pence. 
He  let  Tallyrand  go — "he  was  always 
tn  a  state  of  treason"— and'  acted  as  hla 
own  Minister  of  Foreign  Affair*.  He 
tbollshed  the  Tribunate  and  hi*  own 
was  the  one  voice  left  In  the  Nattoi 
Strong,  stubborn  natures  fled  him, 
those  who  remained,  sank  into  clerks  to 
do .  the  bidding  of  one  whom  aiadaton* 
rated  "the  greatest  administrator  in 
nlstory."

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NAPOLEON   THE   FINANCIER 

The  financier  who  financed  that 
enormous  Empire,  clothed,  fed,  armed 
its  tremendous  armies,  was  Napoleon 
himself.  Galloping  back  from  Auster- 
Mtz,  he  stole  into  Paris  in  the  night,  and 
after  an  absence  of  125  stirring  days,  sat 
down  at  his  table  as  if  he  had  only 
returned  from  a  stroll.  Summoning  his 
ministers  in  council  at  ,  eight  in  the 
morning  he  begun  to  straighten  out  the 
tangled  finances  of  his  government,  re- 
organize its  income  and  outgo  and  estab- 
lish a  new  system  of  double  entry  ac- 
counting. 

He  hated  a  public  debt.  The  debt  of 
France  was  $100,000,000  when  he  began 
to  fund  it,  and  he  swore  that  "as  long 
as  I  shall  rule  I  shall  not  issue  any 
paper."  At  the  height  of  his  power  the 
yearly  expenditures  ranged  from  1140,- 
000,000  to  $180,000,000.  He  made  his 
army  pay  its  own  way  with  indemnities 
from  conquered  lands  and  subsidies, 
from  allied  states.  AVarfare  was  cheap 
In  a  time  when  soldiers  received  only 
a  few  cents  a  day.  lived  off  the  country 
and  ordance  was  simple  and  inexpensive. 
The  army  pay  roll  was  hardly  ever  more 
than  $1,000,000  a  month. 

No  stock  speculator  ever  watched  the 
ticker  more  closely  than  he  watched  the 
fluctuations  in  the  priie  of  rentes  or  the 
public  securities.  Their  par  value  was 
100  francs,  but  where  they  sold  for  only 
twelve  francs  the  day  before  he  seised 
the  reins,  they  rose  steadily  until  the 
victory  of  Atisterlltz  boosted  them  to 
seventy,  and  the  peace  of  Tilsit  to 
ninety.  Shortly  afterward  they  touched 
ninety-three,  which  represented  interest 
at  the  rate  of  about  five  per  cent. 

His  interest  In  money  matters  was  not 
limited  to  high  finance,  but  he  watched 
the  centimes  as  vigilantly  as  the  francs, 
correcting  the  Empress'  laundry  bills 
and  rejoicing  over  the  saving  of  $700  a 
year  effected  by  his  having  systematized 
the  expenditures  for  the  165  cups  of  cof- 
fee daily  drunk  In  his  palaces.  He  made 
als  marshals  and  courtiers  furnish  their 
own  blankets,  linen,  towels,  firewood 
and  candles  when  tn  attendanoe  at 
court,  and  gave  them  nothing  but  the 
bare  beds.  Not  a  sip  of  soup  or  wine 
could  be  obtained  in  any  of  the  palaces 
without  a  check  from  Dnroc,  the  grand 
marshal. 

Life  at  court  necessarily  was  robbed 
of  Its  Joyousness  by  such  a  spirit  of 
cheese  paring,  but  Hie  Emperor  believed 
he  was  serving  a  large  purpose  thus  in 
setting  an  example  of  economy  In  his 
own  palaces,  the  upkeep  of  which  he  re- 
duced to  an  allowance  of  only  $<00,000  a 
year,  whereas  it  had  been  as  much  as 
#5.000,000  under  the  Bourbons,  when  the 
broth  for  a  two-year-old  princess  cost 
$1,000  a  year,  and  rolls  for  each  lady  in 
waiting  $100.  Louis  XVI.  spent  $400,000 
on  a  court  Journey  to  Fontalneblean.  a 
function  that  Napolecn  duplicated.  In 
3u  t  ward  form  at  least,  for  $  to. 000. 
"Never,"  the  Emperor  vowed,  "will  I 
pardon  those  who  squander  the  public 
funds."
